If Corruption then is of £ich pernicious Confequcnce 
in the Adminifiration of Juftict^ how terrible ' and de- 
ilru6live mud it be, when it fpreads amongft the Ge- 
nerality of the People, and creeps into the Fomntain tf 
Juftict, the Lf5(/Z4/«r# it felf ? The fellini of am Cjj^t, 
or the Male- Execution of a good Law, in iome parti- 
cular Indances, ( tho' fuch Prad^ices ought always to 
be punifhed and prevented as far as polTible) may not 
be totally inconfiftent with the general Current of £- 
quity and Juftice^ whereas Sad Laws fthat is. Laws 
originally obtained by Corruption, rofcrvc private Ends, 
without any Regard to publick Good) cannot polTibly 
produce any other Ef&^s than univerfal Injuftict and 
Opprejpon, Corrupt ion therefore in the Ltgiflaturt is 
primarily to be ilipprefled \ and as This is^ too often 
and too naturally the Confcquence of Corruption' in 
the EleSlion of Legiflators, a wife People, defirous of 
maintaining their Liberties, cannot take too great or 
too frequent Precautions againft this popular and at- 
moft epidemical Evil. 

That fuch corrupt Methods of EleHion have been 
too much in Faihion, in fbme late Reigns, is, I think, 
evident and undeniable, not only from Experience and 
the frequent Complaints of petitioning Candidates^ 
as well as firom fome Inflances of Members, who 
have been expeWd on this Account; but fioxn 
the Nature, Defign and Title of this Bill it felf. We 
arc tlicrefore authori^'d, by our Reprefentatives, to 
^y that Bribery and Corruption have prcvail'd, almofl 

uni- 
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imivcr&Uy prevatl'd to ie fcandalou^ a Degree, tliat 
it became neceflary and incumbent upon them to en*' 
dcavour, by the moft efPe^ual ^nalties and Difccu- 
ragemenfs, to iupprefs aa Evil, "svhich hath ended in 
the De^u6tion of the moft famous and fiouriflung 
States, that ever (hone in Hiftory . 

The lower Houfeof PMrliament is the Reprefentative 
of all the Commons of Greut Britain i who, by our 
happy Conftirution, compofc a third Part of the Legijlth- 
ture. The Deiign of its Inftitutioii was to maintain 
the Rights and Liberties of the Ftofle againfl the In- 
croachmenr s of the Crovn^ or the Power of the No* 
Silhy^ which have too often united their Strength a* 
gaiod uss and to relieve us from the Oppredions of 
tytannical and rapacious Miniftirs, 

If ever therefore this great Bulwark of popular Li' 
Btrty fliould be thrown down by Torut or undermi- ' 
ned by Corruption, the vei y Eflbncc of our Conftitu- 
tion would be loil, and we ihould be no longer ayr## 
People, 

Hiftory hath, with good Reafbn, branded one Par- 
liament, in a farmer Reign, with the Name of a 
Hump Parliamint ; many of the lawful Members har 
ving been iecluded by Forct^ becaufe they would nof 
fall into the Meaiiires of thofe Times j and I think 
that a pMckpf mercenary Farliameni^ compofed of 
Mock-EMpn/intstivos, cho^ by the Influence of • 
corrupt ^i corrupting Idtnifior (fuch as the 'Hnfiunmj 
Farliamenf of King CbdrUs the fecmii) may as yi^J 
•be ftigmatix'd with the iamein&mous Titles for what 
real DifEerence is there between xht Cafe of Thoie, 
who are fecluded by larco^ and of Tho{e» whofe ho- 
-neft Endeavours are render'd fruitlefs bf a Majority of 
•Creatures, who follow their Leader blindfold^ without 
any Regard to IVuth, or Reaibn, or the Merits of the 
Caufe?

bear mentioning them, left I fhould be fufpe^cd of 
drawing unieaibnable Parallels. 

This Pradiiee of Corruption (efpecially with publick 
Money ) hath been held of fuch dangerous Coniequeuce. 

in 
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-m all Ages, that wc have had feveral good Laws 
.fiMde to prevent it ^ but through the Subtlety and De* 
pravity of Mankind (who are always very iaduftrious 
in di£:overing Locf-^bolts and Ewtfifmsj) They have 
-had, God knows, but very little ££fed. 

At length (to the immortal Honour of a Britiflf 
Twlmnent) an AB is pafied, and will ibon come in 
Force, which, it is to be hoped* will prove fully ef- 
ficacious to this great End. The VmsUtUs^ at Icsil, 
are & fevere, and the Vr$vtfkns £o wifely made, at 
well as clearly cxpre&'d, that I think it impoilible 
for all the Inventions of crafty and ill-deiigning Mes 
totally to elude the Force of them. 

The Advantages, which we may reafonaUy pro- 
mife our ielves from this AB^ will appear upon the 
4eaft Reflation.-— *— The old Countiy Jntirtft of the ,. 
hcA Families in the Kingdom (which hath lately been [ 
iilnioft fwallow'd up by Stock-jobbtrs and MonteiAJf* '■ 
fiiLrts ) will return to its former, natural Channel; 
the Clottfequence of which will be, that thofe Perfons 
Will be ient up to Parliament, who are beft known in 
the Places, for which They arc chafen, and moft ac- 
cniainted with their true Intereftj whereat fuch Per- 
mit before thU AS was made, however coniaderable 
tfativ natural Intereft might be, were ieldom return- 
sed,.unlefsThey bought their Election in the^meMan- 
-aer with Thofe, who came from Town i by which 
Means They encumber'd their Eftates. and brought 
flUiemielves into a Dependency on Men of Power, to the 
-Ruin often of their fortunes ^ as well as their Mornls.-^^ 
The Landed Gentlemoi of fmall Eftates, the Freeholdors 
god fabftantiai Tradelbien will havegreat Reafon to hope 
that f^ch Members will not give into unnecefiary Taxes>r 
land Impofitions, nor repoie an unlimited and unrea« 
ionable Con6dence in Mm/iersy but grant Sabfidies 
frugally, and fee them faithfully apply'd.— Even the 
lowpk of the People, who have been moft accuftom'd 
<to «Ut^ile Tn^0ick» will 6nd tHeir Adxants^e in. the 
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frefent Lsw. The Money They receive, on thefc Oc- 
calions, hath been fcldom iecn to do them any Good. 
It commonly goes as it comes ; and only haibituatet 
them to a Courie of Drunkenneis and Idlenefs s of 
which They are very feldom able to break Them- 
iclves, when this (hort Scene of Feafting and Iniquity 
is over. Thus They ireqoently not only fell their 
Country, but ruin Themfelves and their Families ; 
whereas the Execution of thh BUI will intide them to 
the conftont good Offices of the neighbouring Gentle- 
men, who deiire to ferve their Countrv in this great 
Station. This will naturally create a Dependance on 
each other, which ought always to be the Cement, 
that holds together the Elisor 9od the EliSeJ. 

I have not Room, in this Paper, to expatiate on 
all the Benefits, that will probably accrue to us by 
this AB^ which is certainly the mod UMtUndl AS 
that hath pafs'd fince the HmIums Corpus ^ and I have 
the Pleafure to obferve, that Ltrds and Commons uni- 
ted their Endeavours, and ieem'd to vye with each 
other, who (hould contribute moft to fo gbrious and 
ieafbnable a Work. 

It is matter of great Confblation to us, amidft all 
our prefent, unhappy Circumftances, to fee a Britifls 
Houfi cf Commons ftriking at the Root of almoft all 
political Evils, Corruptions and vindicating Them felvei, 
as well as the Honour of their Country, from an Im- 
putation, which hath long lain upon us. 

Our Repre/entatives therefore have fully done their 
Duty.

They made a Jeft of his Praedi£bions, and 
endeavoured to deprive the World of the Benefit of 
them, by indaftrioudy publilbing a Report that He 
mzsdeadi and infifting upon it in Print ; but fuch is the

He is no Tclitidsn ; not even in his Locks, He can- 
not difguife them.

We know the mighty Hand, that is to form Ms 
Creature, and that the Breath af eur Noflrils is ro give 
him Being } but it is no Premmprion, no Infringe- 
ment of the Right of Eledion, to trace out a gene- 
ral Chara^er of many juft and worthy Candidates. 
It is no Nominj^ion, no Defignation to a particular 
Office, CO deJtcribe a good Officer at large, with all 
his, Qualifications and Endowments. Neither the 
inmeft Labour er, who dilcovers the Mine, or digs out 
the Orci nor the skiiful jirnficer, who |>urifies, re- 
fines, and ^weighs ic, can in any Senfe be iaid to in- 
croach upon the Authority of Thofe above him > y^ho 
iBktc appointed to make the lal^ EiTay i to ihape and 
mould it j and aU Tho& are Friends to Cdfar, who 
finifhes the Work, and gives it his own Image and 
Supericription. 

Let us then imagine a l^umber of 'Men, fcattered 
up and down a^reat, wife, and difceming Nation i 
in their Dcfcent noble and generous j full of the Vir- 
tues of their Anceftorsi in their Temper arable and 
iWeet-natur'd i educated in the KLnowl^ge and Study 
of our Conftitu^on, its Laws, Settlements, Depen- 
dences and Intercftss always feithful to the Crovm, 
when <{on£(lent -with their Duty to their Country $ 
ibnder of the Subftance, than the Outlide of Reli- 
gion i eafy in their Fortuncsj Lovers of Mankind j 
■more careful to prefcrve, than to aggrandize a Fa- 
miy,y making Virtue the Foundation of their 

Friend- 
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Friend (hip, and Merit the Title to their Favour i 
Prcfcrvcrs of the Freedom of others, as well as of 
their ownj delighting rather to be thought good 
than great) plealed with any Opportunity of makinjg 
their FeUow- Creatures happy ; juft in all their DeaU 
ings} moderate in their Pleafuresf true to the fcre- 
ral Trufts, which have been repofed in them 5 watch- 
ful over the Accounts of others, and ready to fubmit 
their own to a full and impartial Infpe^on ; not fer- 
vile when out of Power, nor imperious when in it; 
ftudyingmorc the Propriety of Oratory ^ than its Oma- 
naments and Garniture} and fpeaking rather to the 
good Senfe of others, than to their PafTions or In* 
terefts j noc felicitous for a Tlace^ becaufe they want 
it, but becaufe the Place wants them ; fo keen ia 
their Refentments for the Publick, that they have no 
Room for Thofe, which are perfonal; well acquainted 
with the mod noted Chara^ers and Tranfadions of late 
Years i indifferent in their Choice of public or private 
Life, but careful to adorn both ,* and looking on the 
Revenue of an Office to be fo far public Money, as it 
is intended for the Support and Dignity of that 

Office, to which it is appropriated.' Men of 

this Chara£fcer, Stars of this Luflre, are flill dude in 
good Plenty up and down our Hfcmifphere. The 
Changes of the Weather may fbmetimcs hide, but can- 
not extinguifli them. Their (hort-liv'd Obfcurity is 
indeed their Advantage ; for by This we know what 
it is to want them, and their Influence. Their Bright- 
ncfs is try'd, and diflinguifhed from Meteors andfrl/k 
Fires, The Regularity of their Courfes is more ob- 
ierved ; and their Glory, when it breaks out again, be- 
comes doubly recommended. 

Imagine now a Man, of this Order and Chara£lef, 
advanced to the Miniftry. Suppofe him not well ac- 
quainted with the Courfe and Dependance of many of 
the Offices ^nA Branches of Truft under his Dired^ionj 
and fox that very Rcafbn not over-fbrward to prefcribe 

a for 
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ibr Abufis, or admit of Corruftions upon the Plea of 
Cuftom 'y yet whilft it is natural for him to find out» 
or to place in thefe Offices, fuch Men as moft nearly 
Tefemble himfelfj he could never want good Intel- 
ligence both at home and abroad ; clear and faithful 
Accounts. The Eyes, Himds, and Wetty which he bor- 
rowed from others, would be fb much like his own* 
that he could not fail to fee clearly/ z6t fairly, and 
walk uprightly. Such a Mi«i/?«r would withPleafure 
meet a Senate, chofen as himfelf was, by the fame 
Marks and Qualificatiotis. He would encourage fuch 
a Choice as his be(l Security; and when the 6mi ^ 
legales Viri de Vicinete are returned to Farliament, as 
well as upon Juriesy the Eledrors do alike confult their 
own Honour and Interell. A triennial, or feftiennial 
Bribe, as ill-fpent as it is ill-gotten,^ makes no Amends 
for the Lofs of Credit and Reputation, which are the 
Support of Commerce; and it is as eafy to prove, that 
the Corruption of fome Boroughs is the Caufe of 
their Poverty ; as to prove, that their Voverty is the 
Caufe of their Corruption. But to rcfume my former 

Subject. The Marks I have pointed out, and the 

Rules I have laid down, arc of fuch Ufe to the Pub- 
lick, in the Choice of a good Mimfter, that where only 
me of them (the Character of common Honefty) hath 
been attended to, and the reft have been barely guefs'd 
at, or left to wild Chance; fuch a Choice has very 
often been more beneficial to a Country, than a Choice 
made upon the very Brink, or even from the Bottom 
of that horrible and dreadful Gulph, commonly call'd 
profound Policy — I fhall illuftratc this Truth by one 
remarkable Inftance, which I hope is too remote and 
far-fetch'd, to be hawi'd and wrench'd into modern 
Application, The Grand Seignior is faid to walk abroad 
very often incognito, and to have his Out-lets and Con- 
veniencies, both in the Camp and Seraglio, where he 
can overfee the Aflemblies of his Domcfticks and 
Officers, and be his own Spy upon their Anions and 
Vol. V, C Con- 
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Convcrfation. Liftening one Day to the grand M»- 
fier 9f his Kitchen^ in a full AflcmWy of his own 
emlmary Subalterns, clolcly debating the prcfcnt Junc- 
ture and Pofture of Affairs, (when Difcontents I'an 
high, and the general Voice laid the whole Blame up'- 
on the Prime Vizier,) He heard the gratfd litter, 
then in the Chair, fbmetimes threatning Juftice, atxl 
denouncing Vengeance j brandifhing his long Knife 4t 
the Clofc of every Period ; fbmetimes (baking his StUf^ 
P«« with — Oh! He could tofs uf fuch a Viflj of P^/i* 
titks ! — And every Menace, every Period concluded 
with a Wi(h — That he was Prime Vizier but fir M$ 
Month only. — The Grand Seignior took him at h4s 
Word j and, in a few Days, advanced him to that high 
Poft next Himfclf. Where all are Slaves, this Ad»- 
Tancement was by no means furprizing. *Twas a meer 
defpotick Humour and Frolick,* and perhaps done 
wth a defign to puniih his Vaflal's Prcfumption, by 
{etting his own Knifi to his Throat, upon the firft fialie 
Step, or Mifmanagement in his Condu^. But the 
Man was honefl, and the Mailer agreeably diiappointed. 
No Minifter ever fiilVl that Station, for many Years, 
with greater Honour and Reputation ; or was better 
beloved both by Prince and People, He fed the Emfiro^ 
as he had done the Emperor^ with good, toholefimo 
jyiet, well cook'd and garnifl/d. He ffrew'd Plenty 
every where, and feemed, by his Condu6b, to under- 
ftand perfectly well that fine Maxim of Cdfar, which 
defcrvcs a whole phyfical, moral, and political Eflay, 
fully to explain it — Let me have Mm about me that 
are ht. 

If Chance and Incident, or Caprice and Humoar, 
can go thus far in the Choice of a good Minifter, who 
at firft (etting out only (lumbled upon good Senfe, and 
common Honefty i what will not good Senfe and com* 
mon Honefty do, when join'd with thofe other noble 
Qualifications, of which I have given a Detail, and 
When mark'd out and diftinguifh'd by a regular and 

judiciouf 
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judicious Choice? They have made the Reigns of 
Minons, and of Monarchs, never out of thmr. Minority, 
giorious and flourifhing. They* have transformed 
Queens into Amazons, and confined the Faults of a 
ibtrand vicious Prince to a few Apartments ; made 
them Darline? of their People, and their People h^ppy 
vmiet their Government. But where a Prince, truly 
wile and great, and good in himfclf, i? furroqndcd by 
a Multitude of fuch Counlellors ; to how amazing aa 
Heighth, and to how many Generations may he ex- 
tend his Grandeur and the publick Felicity? — Snck 
MiniJUrsy under a Monarch, the Father of his>Country, 
^will confequently confider all his Subjefts as Princes 
tf the Bloody (fb a merry Writer of the hflr Age called 
Aem) or, in the infpired, royal Styl^, as ¥UJl} of his 
tlejhi and Bone of his Bone y not in a natural Senfe; for 
Adoftion is better than Natnre. Such M}nifters will 
put out the Revenues of their Matter to Inrereft in 
the Pociten of his Suhjeclsi then, with a — non rapui 
fed recepi, recall them upon a real Neceflity. Such Mi- 
npers will raile a ftanding Force, fb very numerous, 
that it (hall take in all the landed Gentry and trading 
Commons of a Nation i and perhaps f d, ^ Day is noc 
£> good Encouragement, as when Men fight for their 
Aih for they fight for their All, when they fight for 
a frmcOy with whom they have but one common Safety 
and Inter efi. Such Minifitrs will not fuffer the Lai» to 
be made the Bstek-Sword of judice, which cuts only 
on one Side, They will not fcore up a Pf^r to the 
Reckoning, when. the goodCom^ny have not had it in$ 
nor palm a TrMC9 upon us, with all its Accidents, for 
the real Body of a folid and lafling ftac^, by a new 
political lyanf'OT'Confuifiantiation. In ihort, they 
will not, like feme old ^man Minions and Favourites, 
make a Stattte of thoir Mafter, and then fly to it for

{U R maritime Force is undoubtedly our 
chief Bulwark againfl foreign Jnvafionst 
and what hath given us £0 great a Weight 
and Influence over our Neighbours. It 
is This only, which rai&d us n-om a little, 
defpifed, inhofpicable People to a great) polite and for> 
midable State. To This We are obliged for our Tr^^ 
our Riches, the Improvement of our Land, the Con- 
fumption of our ManufaSturest and the PoiTefTion of 
all our valuable Colonies and Plantations abroad, as 
well as the Dominion and Sovereignty of thofe Seas^ 
which furround us at home. 

It therefore behoves us, in the flroqgefl Manner* 
sot to fuffer the Royal Navy of England to be infuicedt 
trifled with, or brought under Contempt, by Friend 
or Foe, under any Pretence, or upon any Occaflon 
whatfoever. National Honour , once loft or impaired, 
is, like the Honour of a private Perfinj very hard to 
be retrieved. Thofe Nations, which have, for feveral 
Aees, flood in Awe of us, will besin to ad the Part 
of Bullies, if we ever give them ukc leaft ReaJtbn to 
fufped that we are afraid of them. Mod People are 
too apt, through Vanity and Self- Love, to conftrue 
the E&€ts of Lenity, For&earance and a pacifick Di^o* 
fit ion, as the Refult of Fufill0mmity and a fudden 
Dread of offenMng them ! which may produce another 
bad Conicquence, by depreffing the Spirits of our 
Sailors, and erazing that laudable Partiality for the na« 
tive Valour of their Country, which inclines them 
to believe that no Oppofition, nor Inequality of Num- 
bers u abk to with/land it. But 
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But I hope there isno Occadon to inflft, or enlarge 
uponthisSubjed^; for though we have lately madeule 
ot pacifick Meafiirti^ and retrained our military Ge- 
nius for a Time, under repeated Provocations $ yet as 
we have been aflured, by a very high Authority, that 
it was for the Advancement or a general Tr/wc[uili^^ 
the Prefervation of Trade ^ and for divers other wife, 
frudenf and necejfary Ends, we ought not to look up- 
on it as any, the lead Diminution of the Honour of 
the Brhifh Kavy, 

But FAtUntia Idfa vertitur in Turorem, li fair 
Means won't prevail, fml ones mufl. The proud 
Spaniard, who icorn'd to be (bften*d, or divertecf from 
his projected Defigns, by all this mild and tenriperare 
Condu£);, on our Parts, may foon find Reafbii to re- 
pent of his ill-judg'd Obftinacy 4Qd co)Qtinued Infults. 
Sffc have a* numerous and a gallant Squadron, now 
nbady to fail, under the Command of a brave and 
experienced Officer j who i$ armed, no Doubt, with 
iuflficient Powers to chaftife this haughty Nation and 
fcduce^them by Force to thofe honourable Tcrnw, 
which £ood Offices and ferfuafim have not been able 
to procure from them. 

I (hall therefore quit this Part of the Subjc^, with 
Relation to the prefent Expedition, which I hope will 
produce all the defired Effefts, and fill up the Re- 
mainder of this Paper with iome Thoughts on an- 
other Point of the utmoft Importance tp the Dignity 
oi Grtat Britain; I mean the Honour of the Flao, 
to which we have claimed a Right, from Time im- 
meniorial, by virtue of our antient Spvereignty of the 
narrow Seas, and have obliged the $bips pf aU other 
•Nations to firike to us upon thofe .Seiis, in Acknow- 
ledgment of this Domimon.

Throne, protedfed (yie of the Officers of his Navy» 
(who had obliged a French Ship to ftrike to him* 
under very particular Circumftances) again ft theftrong* 
eft Repreientations of that Court, and even refused to 
make them any Satisfad^ion Himielf, as appears from 
^ Ourdinal BkUieu^i Tefimnent FoHtifHOi in tbat Chap*

ter treating of the Neceflity, which 'Frt^nct is «mdef 
to be powerful at Sea. The Curdtnul addrefibHim-

*' ever (he thought proper to the Prejudice of France, 
** without apprehending any Return to her DiiadFan-

that they have no Reafon to fear the greatefl Fv»^

« it in our Power to z€t o£fenfively againft Them. 

" The Infolence, which the EngHJb were ^ilty of 
« towards the Duke de Sally, in the Reign of the King 
« your Father, ought to oblige us to put our (elves 
« m fuch a Pofture, as not to fufifer fuch an AfFronc 
«« another Time. 

" l3iat Duke being appointed by Henry th$ great 
** Ambadador extraordinary to the Court of Fngland^ 
** and having embarked at CiUais on Board a French 
^ Ship, carrying the Flag of France upon her main 
*< Topma(t-Heady was no fboner got into the Chan^ 
** nel, but being met by an EngHJh Tatch, that was 
'* fent to receive Him, the Captain of the r^/^ir com- 
** mandcd the French Ship to ftrike, 

*« The Duke, thinking his Quality of Amhajfador 
^ fuflGicient to prote^ Him firom fuch an Affront, 
" manfully refu(ed to firike-, but this Refiifal being 
** anfwer'd by three Oinnon-Shot from the Fngiyh 
£ Xi^t9lh whiok pierced his Ship>. and, at the fame 

::Tin)e, 
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*• Time, pierced the HetrU of all good Tnmbmtnt 
** Force oblieed Him to do That, which Reafoa 
^* ought to^hare defended Him aeainft; and to all 
^ the Complaints he made, he could receive no other 
** Satisfa£Hon, nor AiiCwer from the Englijh Captain 
** but This, that as his Duty obliged him to honour 
*• him as an Amba(!ador, it obliged him alfb to fee 
^ the Honour done to his MMfler's Flag, that was due 
•* to the Sovereign of the Seas And tho* King 

•* JAMES exprefs'd himftlf upon this Affair in a- 
** vil Terms* his Words had no other Effc6k than to 
*< oblige the Buh to find his only Satis£iAion in his 
** own Prudence, bv feigning himieif to be cured, at 
•* the fame Time tnat he fek the greateft Smart, and 
** that his Wound was not to be healed. 

*' The King, your Father, was obliged to diflem- 
** Ue upon this Ocoifion ; but with a lUsiblution, up- 
«* on Tome other Opportunity, to fupport the Honour 
•* of his Crown vy the 9Utval F^a, which Time 
*< (hould make him Mafler of. 

«* I icprcfcnt to my fclf this great Prince, upon 
^ that Occafion, laying the Scheme, which your Ma- 
^ jefty ought now to put in Erccution.** 

The War between the Parliament of England and 
the States of Holland, in the Year i6^x, (the fharpcft 
Sea-iVMYy that was ever known between any two.Na- 
tions) was occafioned by this Pun^lto of the Honour 
of the FLAG, which the Dutch Admiral T/itf Trump 
refiis'd to pay to oar Admiral, the imnoortal BLAKE. 

In the Reign of King Charles the fecond, another 
bloody Sea- W«r was commenc'd between England and 
Helland on the &me Account » with this very parti- 
cular Circum fiance, that the Captain of a Jmgle Tatch, 
lent over to Holland to bring home Sir William Tern- 
fk*s Lady, was order'd to demand this Acknowledg- 
nient from the whole Dutch Fleet, I confefi, the Eng' 
ii/^ Miniftry, At that Time, did This, in order to 
piok ti'Q^td with 'iUltmid} but J-mcmioB it, only 

to 
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to (hew the Obligation, which Officers of the Navf 
are under to perform their Duty i for whatever the 
Intention of thefe Orders might be, the Caftain was 
undoubtedly obliged to executd them, under Pain of 
beine difmifs'd the Service, with Infam/y at lead. 

The late King William^ of immortal Memory, had 
the fame Regard for this Rieht of the Honour of the 
FLAG, and made it one of nis Reafbns for declaring 
War againft the late FrenriEr ^ii)& as appears from the 
following Article of the Declaration it felf. 

« The Right of the FLAG, inherent in the Crown 
«* oi England^ hath been difputed by his (the King 
** oi France's) Orders, in Violation of our Sovereigor 
" ty of the narrow Seas, which in all Ages hath beat 
*' ailerted by our Predeceflbrs; and We are refolv'd 
<' to maintain the Honour of our Crown and of the 
« :EngliJb Nation.** 

I (hall conclude theie In(bnces with a Paflage out 
«f Sir John Borough's Treatife upon this Subjedt. 

** The Sovereignty of our Seas {fays He ) being the 
** moft precious Jewel of his Majefty's Crown and, 
« next under God, the principal Means of our Wealth 
*' and Safety, all true Englijh Hearts and Hands are 
*< bound, by all pofTible Means and Diligence, to pre- 
** ferve and maintain the lame, even with the utter- 
<« moR Hazard of their Lives, their doods and Fortunes^ 

My Deiign, in dwelling Co long on this Head, is to 
evince the Folly and Abfurdity of a current Story «* 
bout Town, that the Lieutenant of an Fnglifh Mmb 
ofH'ar hath been latdy difchareed for obliging a 
French Sld^xoflrike to Him, purmant to his Infirue* 
fmsi even in the Mouth of one of our #vff Arbours. 
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Have not, for fomc Time, taken any No- 
tice of my BrothtryoumMliftsy who have 
endeavoured, for fcvcral Weeks paft, by 
perfonal Scmrilmes and hmiJious Cam^ 
mentSy to extort a Reply from me. 
But the Author of the Britijh J^nrnal obliged us 
('on Saturday i June the yrh) with fuch extraordinary 
Remarks on the lafi Sejpon of the Britifti Tarliamenr, 
that I cannot, in Juftice to feveral Gentlemen, let 
them pais without ibme Animadverfdon. 

I agree intircly with thh Wrhtr^ that the Cuftom 
of acquainting the Publick^ upon the Viffolution or 
1t»cefs of Parlianient, i»hat Care hath been taken cf 
their Interefis, is a Liberty, which all Far ties hav$ 
troBifed, though tf different Purpofes, and feems high' 
If beneficial to the Peofle, who ought to be informed 
howfo great a TVh^ kJUk been difiharged. I prefume 
therefore that I' have the fame Right with Him, or 
any other Snglijhman, ito excrcifc this Liberty ^ whidl 
I promile to do with more Bnfartiality and Regard 
to jytith than He hath done. 

I am readv to allow that this SeJJhn hath produced 
fiveral excellent Laws, Refolutions and Tropofals-y but 
as we are unhappily divided into different Parties, 
who mutually endeavour to have it believ'd, whilfb 
they oppofe one another, that the Good of their 
Country is the fble Motive of their Proceedings ; it 
ieeois oeceifiiry, tor our better Judgment, to diftin- 

guiih 
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guifh between them, andpoint^outto tite Woiid what 
are properly the A^s of each Party. 

For this Reafbn, I could wi(h:that it wa^the Cu* 
ftom to publifh not only thcfe Bills and Refrlutuns^ 
which are palled by a Majority of Votcs^, but likewiio 
all Fi^fofitls, which are made in the Hmfi, with a 
particular Lift of the Names of ail fuch Members, as 
▼oted on either Side, This would certainly be a^ great 
Hdp to us in forming a true judgment on the Con- 
du^ of effefite Parties i and could not, I think, he 
difagreeable to either Side-y fince it h to be preiiuned 
t4ut no Peribn, who ^th the Honour to At in that 
auguft Aflcmbly, gives his Vote for, or againft any 
Bill without y^eRe^^, which He is not aihamed to 
own and juftify. 

But though This is not the Pra^ice at prefcnt, I 
(hall take the fameLl^^ (which Mr. Manleyi^xad all 
Forties have froBis'd) of reviewing the Proceedings^ 
of the laft SeffieUy and doing juftice to both Parties % 
by afcribing to each the Honour of thofe ABs^ which 
poperiy belong to them i whereas Mr. Manley feems 
Tery* raodeftiy and complaiiantly to give the whole 
Merit of every fef($Uar Trm^fa^m this Seflion to a 
fkrHcularSei:efMm, who will appear perhaps, upon 
Examination, ta have the leaft Right to it. 

He obierves very juftly, "that our Members came 
'^^ up from their feveral Countries, poiTefTed with the 
^'^ common Expc^tion of the Kingdom to know the 
" Trogrefs (f our late Negociathms, and the Frof^H 
^'»v had of a Peace j what Relief could be had for 
our much injured trading Interefi -, add what Remedy ' 
could be appiyed to the melancholy TYoubles ^f Eu- 
rope.** But He is not fo kind as to inform us how 
thefe MxpeShtims were anfwer'dj or what Satisfa^ton 
was given to oar Refr^entatives upon any one of 
tijefc^Articlesi iR> that, for any Thing which appears 
in this notable Eifay, they might return into their ft- 
TeraiX^untries, as vHie as they came up, and under 
2 the 
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the £ime Doubts and UHcmt^mtUs^ with Relation to 
publick Affairs. 

He tells us, indeed, th^t the Proje^ of a frovlfms^l 
TrtMji was laid before there, which He is plea&d to 
call a ComfM^ j though I always apprehended that a 
ComfMlt neceO^ly included in it the Confent of both 
Fartiesi whereas I never heard it fo much as pretend- 
ed that the Allies of Vienna ihew'd the leaft Inclination 
to accept of /^i/ TrojeS, either at that|Tinie or fince$ 
and therefore it is fomewhat difficult to conceive how 
this frovifionMl 7>fatyy as it is called, could be efteem'd 
# juft and /olid Bafts for a laftmg, fafi^ and honours^ 
tie feaee, 

I (hall not enter into any Diiquifition on the Na- 
ture of this Project which I conuder'd at large, in an 
extraordinary Paper, at the Beginning of the SefTion, 
in Anfwer to a Pamphlet, intitlcd, Offervations on tho 
ConduB of Great Britain, cJ»r.— • Whatever it \st let 
the {die Merit of it be engrofTed by thofe Perfons, to 
whom Mr. Manley fo juflly afcribes it. 

Only give me Leave to take Notice of what He \s 
pleafed to aflert, with Regard to Gibraltar, that our 
Reprefentatives were of Opinion that it would be fecure 
on the Foot of former Treaties, without any explicit 
and fpecial Renunciation. Some of our Reprefenta- 
tives, it is true, were of this Opinion; but others 
(the Minorfty indeed) thought, that as the King of 5^i» 
had trumpt up a Claim, on a pretended Promife efRe" 
flitution from the late King, it was neceflary, in or- 
der to prevent all future Cavillings and Demands on 
this Account, to infifl on a formal CeJJton of it in a 
publick Treaty , and a Motion was made accordingly 
by fbme honourable Members^ though without Effect, 
He tells us likewife, that the Provifionfor ourfuffer* 
ing Merchants had the fpecial Approbation of our MenS' 
bers s and it was, it feems, with inexpreffible Pleafure 
and SatisfaBion that He obferved contending Parties, 
who difagreed in moft Things, were unanimous in This ; 

and 
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atiJ that the only Struggle feemd to be^ who fljould 
have the Glory of doing fuftice to the Merchants, I 
heartily wifh that the Merchants may have Juftice 
done them, and receive full Reparation for all their 
Loiles 5 which 1 doubt not his Majelly, in purfuance 
of his royal Engagement, will ufe his utmoft Endea- 
vours to procure j but to -whorn the Glory ot this 
Affair chiefly, if not iblely, belongs, I leave the Mer* 
chanti themfelves to determine. 

Mr. Manl^ isfo good as to allow, that the Enquiry 
into what Care had been taken for the Guard of the 
Seas } what Meafures employed to diflref the Spanifti 
FrojeSis and what Inftrudtions given to our Admirals 
m /^e Weft Indies, was a mojl laudable Enquiry -y and 
yet, with the fame Breath, calls it an invidious and 
ill-natured ? art in thofe Pcrfbns who promoted this 
Enquiry i upon which. He tells us, it appeared that 
whereas it had been commonly ajferted four thou (and 
Sailors died in thofe Squadrons, not half the Number 

was really true That the Seas were as well guarded 

as ever was known And that^ upon the whole En^ 

quiryt our Reprefentatives adjudged thefe Meafures pru- 
dent, juft, and necefTary. 

That not two thoufand Sailors died on board our 
Squadrons in the PPefi-Indies, is, I maintain, abfblutely ; 
falfe i and if the Seas were as well guarded as ever was 
known^ it feems fbmewhat ftrange that fb many of 
our Ships fliould bealmoft daily taken. Iconfefs thefe 
Meafures were voted, by the Majority, prudent, jufi 
and neceffary-y but it is well known that many Gen- 
tlemen were of another Opinion, and a Motion was 
made, in t!ie Houfe of Lords ^ 

That the Expence of the Squadron fent to the Weft- 
Indies, under the Command of Vice- Admiral Hofier, 
having been borne by this Nation alone, tho* def'gned 
to prevent the Spaniards from feizing the EffeCis be- 
longing to his Majefty's Allies, as well as his Sabjc(£t<>, 
which were on board the Floia and Galleons, and from

Amongft the beneficent A€ts of this SeiTion, Mr. 
M^nley thinks him&lf obliged to mention the Sum of 
jftxty five thoufand Pounds, (though, in the Votes, it 
appears to be only fixtjf) exftnded the Ufi l^ar for 
Services of great Imfortsnce, which are abfoluto^ no* 
^ ^^ff'^^y '^ ^^ ^^P SECRET; upon which however 
he makes the following juft Obiervations, to which 
I readily fubfcribe. I cannot but fay our Affairs ar€ 
much to be lamented, when their unhapfy Situation 
fhall oblige our farliaments to acquiefce infuch gene- 
ral Expences} but I hope They will mend. ItruftlVe 

fhall foon fee better Times. It may be frefum*d^ 

We fljall not have many more like Articles ; and thf 
common Inter eft will be jo well freferv'd on the antient 
Eftablilhment, that We fhall no longer raife Sums 
without Appropriation, or expend them without Ac- 
count. 

The Enquiry into the State of our Prifins^ and the 
vigorous Proceedings in Behalf of the poor ofprejfed 
Debtors, was truly publick-fpirited and worthy the 
Care of a Britijh Parliament 5 but it is fo well known 
to whom the Succefs and Credit of that Enquiry was 
intirely owing, that, I think, Mr. Manley ougnr, in 
common Modefty, 10 have left it out of his Lift -, as 
well as the immortal Bill to prevent Bribery and Cor^ 
ruption-, which cannot certainly be imputed to Thofe, 
who opposed it by Speaking, Voting and Solliciting with 
all their Strength. 

Mv. Manley was fb Well aware of This, that, in the 
Paper immediately preceding, He endeavour'd openly 
to juftify Corruption, and to ridicule the Bill, which 
hath fo effectually, I hope, apply'd a Remedy to it. 

For 
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For the EotertsunmcDt of the Reader, I wiU put his 
kumififiint Sentiments ef thh Bill in a proper Light. 

Is his Paper, of Saturday May ji, which is acon- 
tiDued EiTay in Defence of Bribery and CarrMption^ 
He hath theie remarkable Paragraphs, viz», 

" As much as I wifli the Grievance were remedied, 
and unwilling as I am to difturb their golden Dream, 
who hope for this happy Conlequence from a late 
Ad^ to prevent Bribery and Corruption j yet I can- 
not but obierve that this Law, which punifhes 
" this Evil in irs firft Source, leaves Men to their own 
Ways afterwards. It puniflies the Elisors, who are 
corfupted^ or the Candidate, who corrupts them^ 
but lays 00 Reflraint on the ele^ed Perfon ; fo that 
" itftems calculated (atlcaft, it hath a Tendency) to 
con6ne all Bounties to the Parties chofen y which 
yields a comfortable Profpe^ to Jhcfey who would

THE FaniW of the Teazlei hath flourtlhed in 
thefftff for more ihan two Centuries. They 
were always look'd upon to be plain and fubflanttu 
Meoi and their Wealin, as it was gained by hoDcA In- - 
duflry, feemed to wear well. It defcended from Fa- 
ther to Son, with Increale ; and WiUam Ti»z.lt the 
great Anceflor of yuck (of whom I have heard the 
Family often boaft) humbly begg'd to be exculed the 
Honour of Knighthood ftom Queen Eliz-Mittk, who 
would have changed his Name to Si/tfU; but he fiid 
and proved by his Conduft, that Ht h»d rathrr -A- 
Jirve HcBQUrs thsn -aixr them; and lookM upon Dig- 
nity without Merit not only to be burthenibme, but 
di%raccfiil- That wife Prince^ had a very greatRe- 
gud foi Mr. JiMtlt. Sht encouraged, afliSed. and 
rawrdcd 
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rewarded him ; and always uied to fay (he looked up- 
on him as the mofl: ufeful^ and the mod: profitable. 
Member in the Society. Accordingly, (he would al* 
ways engage on his Side in any Contradis, which he had 
made vrlih for eignMer chants, 2Xi^ fee immediate Right 
done to him— -I have heard that (he has call'd him, 
before her Courtiers, the Pillar of the State, The 
Family of the Teaz,les hath lived feveral Ages fincc 
with good Reputation. They have kept up (till very 
lately) to the Lengths, the Finenefs, and the Thick- 
ne(s of their Cloths -, and I have heard that their 
Bales have been bought without View or Meafuring, 
on the fight of their Marks only, in foreign Coun- 
tries. But for fome Years pafl, J^^r^'s Family, begiii>- 
ning to grow a little polite and extravagant, fell into 
the Luxury of their Neighbours i and it was obferved 
their Credit grew lefsj as there were fometimes 
found to be Errors in' the Lengths and Goodnefs of 
their Cloth, However, they kept up flill a tolerable 
Kep^ation and a good Trade,, and were refpedfced 
abroad and valued at home. A great Eflate de- 
icended to yack Teaz^le, our Wefl-Country Clothier^ 
who& Cafe 1 lay before you. Jack was a very honeft 
Man i and was refblved, notwithftanding h\s Sub- 
ilance, not to negle^ his Bufinefs j and, as his Father 
had done, and was necefTary for him, he apply'd to 
the Merchant (who happened to be his Neighbour 
and Lord of the Mannor likewife) to alTifl bin) in his 
Buiinefs j to take ofiF his Cloths, and to prote^ him in 
his Trade. But the Mirchant, happening at this Time 
to have much Buiinefs of another Sort upon his 
Hands, referr'd Mr. Teazle and his Affairs to B06 
Booty, his Fa£):ori a very prating bufy Fellow, who 
had been bred an Attorney, and who not only knew 
very little of his own ProfefTion, but was utterly ig- 
norant of every Thing relating to TYaJe. His CfcS.- 
rader had always been a little tainted ^ but, for fbme 
Years paA| he was quite blovyo> and every one in the 

County, 
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County, except the Mtrchdn^ and his £44^, were 
pcrfc^7 acquainted with him, and refiifed to give 
him any Credit. However, Mr. TeaxJ9, rather than 
difbblige his MerchMnt, fuffered him to be emp)oy*d 
in his Afl^irs.

regardlefs of all This, fwore at him ; bully'd him i 
call'd him Names i and had rtry like to have occa- 
iioned an open Breach. 

The next Gentleman, whom Bsh took it into hts 
Head to difoblige, was Dm P§dr9 di Csp0$9 a Sfmuflt 
Merchant J ^Wnnehmttny I think, by Birth; a very 
good Sort of Man, but a little weak i and it appeared 
in nothing more *fb, than that he was abfoluteiy go- 
verned by his IVifk ; whoi they fiiy, was a very mcd» 
dlmg, biuy Woman. However, he had been a great 
Deakr with Mr. TrszU, and a cosfiderable Part of 
Mr. T(MzU*8 Efbte had been gained from that Houfe; 
for the StanUrd paid ready Money for every Pdiny« 
worth or Goods. But fb it was, that our litigkm 
TaBor fell out with Him likewiiei fwore he would 
receive no more of his Money ;' nor fend him (b muck 
as one Yard of Bays, He carrv'd the Thing ftill f5a> 
ther, and perfuaded yack (who was a very brave 
Man) that the 5]^4ffif/^ Merchant had injured, aflmited* 
and abuftd faim> and that it became him m Honoiir 

to 
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t» dcmaad Satisfa&ion. Jt^ck^ who has warm Blood 
k ilim, was immediately flirr'd. He put on his long 
Sword and his Pumps, and marched with many of 
kis Friends to Uon Fedro's Country Houfe^ ficuate many 
Miles ofiF, in a marjhy Bag, When he came there, he 
called often and aloud upon him to come abroad. He 
told him that he came as a Frimd only, and to 
PERSUADE Him, by g<mtle Means, to put his ££fe& 
in his Hands ^ but the wary SpamardhLj doie within 
Doors, and replied, chat he very much fuQ>eded he 
came to Sreak open his H^uft andfiMl his Flute, fi^dt 
and \i\% Friends iiowever Aaid there, till they had 
got confounded Agues^ which killed feveral of 
them, and had like to have put an End to John him- 
Irlf} and eirery Body faid that it was more owing "to 
tfce Strength of his C&nfiituthtty than his Prudence, that 
he efca^ed with his Life. However, He made a 
mighty fiUy Figure upon his Return i and Bo^, who 
was very uaeafy Himfelf for advifiag that Projedlr 
could not help iGieering at him j but now Jack, upon 
inquiring into his Af£urs> found them in a very me- 
kncboly Situation. He had fpent moft of his readf 
Money. He had a great deal of fVael by him ; but 
hetd none or very poor Markets for it.

What! put my Affairs into the Hands of my pro- 
fefs'J, known Enemy, who has had an antient Quarrel 
to my Family j one, who never ought to be 
truftcd ; one, who never (poke a Word of TYuth in 
his whole Life; and is Co cunning, that he would 
outwit the Devil! Don't you know that I am a 
Frotejiant and an Englifljman, Sirrah ? Give me mv 
Sword and my Pidols ; I will go in Ferfin-f I wiU 
fyhfi I will have SatlsfaSHon for jthe Injuries I have 

received. Bob, who found that the honeft Clothier 

was warm, and in Earned, gave him a little Time to 

cool. My good Friend, iaid he, if it mufl come to 

fighting at laft, it muft', but I am of a feaceabU Dif- 
pofition i I hate Bloodjhed j you are fo hot. Why, I have 
fent my Brother Ballance to make up this Matter. 
You know He is very polite, and hath a great deal of 
Pf^t. Father Frippon has a great Value ror him.— — 
But, faid he, the good Father is a Lover oi Money. I 
know how to work him out of any Thing by Moiuy, 
No Body knows the Power of Monty £0 well as I do. 

I have done Wonders with Money In a Word» 

he bubbled Mr, Teaz^le, from Time to Time, out of 
large Sums to bribe this Pr/f/? i and kept him likewifc 
moft provokingly in Sufpence. 

Bob always SfTured him confidently, tho* he knew 
the contrary, that his Affairs were in a fair Way of 
being made eafyj that all his LofTes (hould foon be 
made good, and his .Trade refcttlcdj and all this time 
the honcft Clothier found himfclf going faft to Ruirf $

And if any of the Eleffm, Sheriffs, returning Cf- 
fipirti 8cc. fhall be convided of wiJjul Perjury, they 
fhdl fulEer the Piaiins and Penalties, whif h are to be 
infUdsd by Law ia fuch Cafes 3 and fuch Persons, con<i> 
icl6fced of Ferjmy^ (hall be for ever afterwards incapa- 
bib of Vbtini, And for iecuriagand fettling the Peaee 
and Quiet of fiitureEIedlionS} ail Votes (haU be deemed 
to be hgal, which have been £6 declared by tbe /^/? 
jyetermination in the Houfe of Cornmons > which 
hfi determination ihaU be Enal, to all Intents and 
Piirpafts. 

As the TLefitutions of Parliament have ofcen varied^ 
with Relation to the Right of Voting in the fame 
Places, this Claufe, of which I have given you the 
Senfb, hath therefore wifely ipre vented all future Con- 
tention on that Head, by nxing ic thus; for now 
"every Corporation ia England, where there has ever 
been any diiputed Elefbion, may know who have and 
who have not a Right of Voting there; they being 
hound, as we iiee, to abide by the laft Determination 
Bf Farlhtment. 

And now follows the great Claafe^ which lays a 
Penalty of five htendred Tounds on all Pcrions, who 
fliaH take Money or Reward for their Votes. If am 
Ferfiny who hath, or claims to have any Bight to vote tn 
any EhBiont Jhall take any tieward, iays the A^, by 
Mmn^ Gift, Loan or other Device j or agree or con- 
traSfftr any Money, Gifti Office^ Employment, or other 
Itgveard' whatfoevtr, to give kis Vote, or refine or for- 
'hear U give his Vote in any EleSlion i or if any Verfon 
by himfeif, or any Verfon employed by hi^n-, doth or /ball, 
by any Gift or 'Reward^ or Sy any Promife, Agreemenf 
irStturity for any Gifi or Reward, corrupt any Perfon 

E 3 to 
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to vote; fuch Perfon (hall forfeit /i/t hunind Vmnds^ 
to be recovered by any Peribn, who (hall fue for the 
fame, as is before diredfced, and be for ever difabled to 
vote in any Eledlion of Members to (ervrin Parliament, 
and be for ever difabled to hold» exercife or enjov any 
Office or Franchife, (ji»c. in the Corporation, as ii fucn 
Perfon was naturally dead j Co that here, we fee, the 
Corrupter and the Corrupted, as it is equal, are both 
involved in/Mwe the Penalty. 

And that this Law may be well obey'd and fuilir 
executed, it is farther enacted, that if any Perfon of- 
fending againft this A€t (hall, within twelve Months 
after the £lc6fcion, difcover any Perfon ofiending, (b 
that he ihall be convided ,• fuch Perfon, fb difcovering* 
and not having been himfelf before convi^ed, (hSl 
be indemnified and difcharged from all TefMltles and 
Difrbilitiesy which he (hall then have incurred by of- 
fending againd this h6t. 

Having thus wifely and ftrongly provided by Oitthi 
and VenAlties, and, as far as human Wifdom can fore- 
fee, endeavoured to prevent this great Evil of Corruf- 
tion in electing Members to ferve in Parliament, the 
Legiflators have provided likewife that it (baB be fttA^ 
licklj known and promulgated-^ and therefore that no 
Perfon whatfbever may pretend Ignorance of it i all 
Shertfsy Mayors, Baylip, and other Officers, to whom 
the Execution of the Writ for eleding Members fhall 
belong, are required, immediately after reading the 
Writ, to read or caufe to be read openly, before all 
the EleSors, this A£k and every Claufe therein con- 
tained i and once in every Year it is likewife to be o- 
pcnly read at the General ^^uarter-Seffion of the Peace, 
to be holden next after JEa^er-y and every Sheriff, Un^ 
der-Sherif^ Mayor, (ji»c, who (hall wilfully ofiend a- 
gainfl this A6k, fhall forfeit fo L with Cefts rfStut, in 
Manner before diredled. 

And, in order to prevent all malicious and vexadoas 
Profecutioos, it concludes witk tius CJaufc, that no

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Feiibn (hall be made liable to any Incdpachy, TiruUty» 
fif^. unlefs a Profecutioa be commenced within t»9 
Tfars after fuch DfcafMcity, Tendhy, e^. (hall bn; in- 
curred. 

As thb wife, and> I hope, immortal Law (for fure- 
hf no overgrown Genius in Iniquity will ever be har« 
aen'd and wicked enough to endeavour to nfealt or 
to Wiokm, or exflam away any part of it) is direded 
to be fuhliekfy reaJ-y I thoughtr Mr. D'Anvirs^ it 
would not be unacceptable to you, or to the Pubiick, 
to give yoa the S^nfe of it in a few Words. 

This Bill hath had various Succefs, both witbin and 
jriihemt IHors. It hath often been apfroved and 00^^ 
dtmmd by the fame Ferfonsy and fbine People, who 
tc firft 0ff§ftd and afterwards rMemled it, on every 
OccafioOi feem ahready to be afhamed of both ; and 
firom lauehing at it, as a chimerical and imfraSicabU 
FrejeB, have turned quite ronnd, and endeavoured to 
Bake us believe that they themfelves voted for and 
Mffroved it.— —That they offofid the paffing of it,, 
is certain. How far it was their Inter eft to oppofe ic 
Time wiU difcover. However, it looks a little like 
Modefly that they are, at any Time, afliamed pub- 
lickly to avow their Anions j for This they certainly 
do, when they lay a Claim to the Merit of paffing 
thofe Laws, which, every one knows, they veted i»-

When I rpeafc agamll^ ProjeHors in general, I hope 
no Body can under^ud me to mean any Peribns,

Thefe%nowing Infidels carry their Diiquifitions yet 
farther.

fame Craft» run into wild Schcnaes at Random, with'> 
out coniidering, or having Penetration enough to 
discern the natural EfiGs^ of them ; by which iscant 
/They often negotiate Themfclres and their Country 
hi to Difficulties and Confufions, of which no Body» 
upon RetrofpedHon and Enquiry, is able to difcorer 
the original Caufe, 

The Affairs of Europe have been, for fiveral Tears 
pad, in a very unfettled and perplexed Condition j and 
yet no Body ieems able to a(rign the true Reaion of 
thefc Difturbanccs; or to inform us with any Cer- 
tainty from what Source they flow'd. Perhaps Thoile, 
who arc able to do This, may not be willing. Atpre- 
fent, it is a My fiery in Politicks, which it is in vain 
for us to- endeavour to explain. 

The Qouds fcem*d at firfl to gather in the ISlortU, 
and to threaten a religious War, Every Body remem- 
bers how our Paflions were indufhiouily raifed, for 
above a Year together, in behalf of our unfortunate 
Brethren, who were mofl inhumanly perfecuted at 
Thorn, The Cruelty and Injufticc of that Affair were 
reprefcnred in the ftrongefl Colours. Addreiles were 
fent up from all Parts orihe Kingdom, exprefTmg the 
Thanks of the People for the great Care, which his 
Majefty took to fupport the ProfefTion of the true 
Faicli even in diflaut Countries > and we were inftru- 
6led to talk of noihing kfs than pulling the King of 
Poland off his Throne, if He did not make us imme- 
diate Sati<;fa6lion for fiich an Infult on the Protijiant 
Religion. Bur when ourRefentmcnc wasjuftly work'd 
up ro the higbeft Pitch, the Thing was fuffered to 
die away by Degrees i the poor Protcflants of Thorn 
(if they were ever injured) remain (till unredrcfs*d j and 
I do not hear that their Cafe, which gave us the firfl

We were at that Ttme»^ to 3d oatwani Appear* 
aftce, upon good Terms with the Mn^tr^ and the

^msdrmfle jl^funtt^ by which his OvtkUuk Mmj^ 
•Bce more gave up all Claims and Pretenfioos to 
Fort'Mahon and Gibraltar $ unlefi the fuhUck 1>§M$yi 
which &cured that Fortrefs to us, was invalidated bjr 
a fecrH ArticU for its RelHtutioii. 

Nay, £o perfi^^y- happy was the Stttiation of oitr 
Affiurs at this Time, that in his late Majefl7'8 Speech 
to his Parliament, on the iirh of Navimhr 1714, 
we find the following Words. Pbacb witk mU 
Powers Mbroad, «/ iwm fnftB TkanquUHfi 
VUnty and an uni»terrufted ^tjtymiHt tf M eivil and 
reUguus Rights^ an mofi diftingmflnng Marks tf fk0 
VatvoHT and ProteSihn of ths &jine Providince j and 
Thtfe^ vHh all their happy Ofnfiqtanees, will, I douh 
not^ by the Blefflng tf God upon our joint EndoavottrSf 
be long continued to my People. 

But, all of a fudden, and without any vidbk Cauie, 
there was another Gathering if Clouds from a Calm» 
nee to be paralteN by any pafi Prefpe^ y and what k 
very remarkable, thcfe C loads hanje continued gathei^ 
mg ever fince, and almoft miraculoufly fii^ended he 
the Air, contrary to the common Courfe of Nature, 
and all the known Laws of Gravitation. Indeed, they 
have burft upon Us at feveral Times, in a violent Man-* 
ner, and done us- infinite Mtfchicf $ nor do they ieem 
to be yet di£charged } but other Nations, which feemed 
to be equally threatned with the breaking of theio 
Clot$ds, have enjoy 'd a perfe(S): Calm, undifturbed by. 
Us, amid (I eontintted In/utts, Hojlilities and DfpreMi^ 
turns i a Calm, which is not indeed to be parallePd 
by any paft Profpcft ! 

The Publication of the Vienna Treaty ftruck us 
with terribly ApprehcnfiOQS. The Conjun^on of the 

Mmfergr 
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Emperor and the Kine of Spsin (who had been old, 
inveterate Enemies) Sem'd fo unMccountMe to pur 
Folitkians, that they concluded there muft be fome 
very bad Defign at the Bottom, which it was not yet 
proper to reveal. This produced the jytaty of Himo* 
vir, and occafioned that cbfe ConjunfHon between Us 
and Franco, which fome People have taken the Liberty 
to think equally unaceounta^lo. 

It hath been (aid, in JuftiBcation of this N^otia* 
tion, that the Treaty of Vionna made a Countor" 
Allyanco abfblutely neceflaryi and that Franco was the 
only Power left, which was able e£Fc£lually to fup- 
port us againft fb formidable an Union. Thu Tiroaty 
therefore was concerted, concluded and figned foon 
^ter the Treaty of ViomM, The King oi'Fruffia ac- 
ceded to it, and was fome Time after followed by 
Holland, Sweden^ and fome other minor Towers, under 
certain Limitations and Conditions. The Vienna Al- 
fyanco was like wife (trengthened by the AcceiTion^oF 
other States; and the chief Powers of Europe being 
thus engaged on one Side or the other, it was gene- 
rally expected that a War would fbon break our, tho' 
both Parties pretended to fland only on their Do» 
fence. Perhaps, I muft not be allowed to fay that we 
have been a^ually involved in all the Mi^ries of a 
HOtr *y but I am fure we have been far from enjoying* 
the Bleflings of Peace, It hath been an odd Jumble 
of Affairs, between one and the others for which iif^- 
chiavel Himfelf would be at a Lois to account. 

But as the Confcqucnccs of thefe Treaties and theft 
Meafures have chiefly affcdled Us, i will endeavour to 
fct them in a fhort and a clear Light.— —By 0»- 
foquences I mean (according to the natural Senie of 
the Word; the Events, which have followed thefe Afe/i- 
fures, without implying that they could be avoided^ 
or that any particular Perfins are anfwerable for them. 

Though it was declared, on both Sides, that the 
Treaties, which "jThey had made, were drfenfivo only> 

yet 
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fit ThcjF difcover'd dbe utmoft Rancour agaioft «adt 
mbesp and even proceeded to £ich Lai^usgef as i« 
iiUdoBi u&d between Natioos, tiiat are a^uailj at 
ifar. It was apprebeoded oa our Part (nay it wat 
•flerted with the utmeft Confidence} that bdfides the 
Trtaries of Feaa and Cfimmeret, Gga*d at Vinmt^ and 
made puUick, their ImptrUl and G^tholuk Majeftief 
had entered into ftcr$$ ingngennnts of the moft dan- 
gerous Coniequence to Gnat Br it din i £)ch as wrefHog 
Gi&rahAr out of our Hands, and ictting the Frmadir 
oa the Thrones and though his ImftriMl Majcfty 
thought fit to disclaim any fiich EMiMg$mnusi or 
DefigMt in the moft fblema Manner, £s Proteila* 
tions were £> £ir from havioe any lUhQ^ that hit 
fdimfitTt whoflA He commanded to make them^ m 
ills Name, was ordered to depart the Kingdom in n 
very precipitate Manner, and Mcafiires were takeo 
to prevent the Execution oi theie Schemes. Our 
Lofid Forces were increased; and left the KJag of 
Spain (hould make any ill Ufe of the Trtafun^ wnich 
was expe^ed at that Time from the fVeft-Indiis, vn 
put our (elves to a vaft Expeace (without any Afl^ 
tance from our AlliiSt who were at l^fl equally co»- 
cern'd) in fending a large Sauadron of Ships to block 
Up this Treafure in fsrtobellit^ and e^^en ta take it, if 
it was to be taken by ftrfuafan. How They fi$i» 
€mM^ and what great Ufe They wiere of towards 
expediting the Peace of Europe, is well known. 

Thcfe gentle Mcafiires were chofen, as we have 
1>cen fince told, in order to avoid giving any Provo- 
cation, or juft 0£fence to the King of Spain ^ but H« 
was (o unrea^Hiable as to think the flopping his Ships 
only an A6; of Hofiility, and refenrtd it accordingly. 
He gave immediate Orders for felling the Etfc^ts of 
the SoHth'SM Company, to a very great Value, at l^ 
vtra Cruz, and for taking our Ships at Sea, not by 
lerfiisfioi^ but by fofcoi which were executed with 
great Conflancy and Succefi, He likewife laid % 
^ vigoroua^ 
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vigorous Siege to Gihaltar, and obliged us to defend 
it, at a great Expcncc, for fcveral Months toeethcr, 
without tnv Afliftance from our AlUest either oy Sea 
or Land. At length Trtliminmriis were fign'ds and a 
Ctjfation of Hoftilities was agreed on, till a PMr# 
could be concluded ; which were pundually executed 
on our Part. We order'd the Fleet, which had laid 
rotting fo long at the Bajlimento's, to withdraw i and 
£i£Fer'd the Galleom to return, with all their Riches, 
to old Spain-y in Hopes that his Catholick Majeftv 
would immediately have caufed the £fie6^s to be dit 
tributed to the Frofrietors -, that He would have or- 
dered the Ship FrlncB Frederick and her Cargo* to be 
reftor'd, and have put a Stop to the Dqpredations com- 
mitted on our Merchants; none of which, as far as I 
can learn, are yet done; though ftipulated by the Pr«^ 
liminaries and the Articles of Ceffatton, 

What is moil to be lamented in this Afi&ir is» that 
though our Enemies have continued to u(e us in fuch 
a Manner, for fb many Years, we have been re* 
ibained, by fbme pelhical Cenfideratiotu, firom doing 
our fclves Juftice, and have had no Opportunity <^ 
exerting that Power, which Providence hath put into 
our Hands. I ipeak firom jiutheritv, Mr. p*Ajrversi 
from the higheffl Authority i and tnerefore you n>ay 
publifh it with Safety. Obferve the following Pa- 
ragraph in his prefent Majefty's Speech, at his open^ 
ing the firft SeiTion of this Parliament, Jtin, ay^

Since 
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Since that Time, vfc have been negotiating at So^- 
fms^ where a Congrefs was opcn'd above a Year ago. 
We have negotiated at Piir/j, Comfeigne, and other 
Places, where the French Court hath relided ; with 
what Succefs I leave the World to determine i though 
the Continuance of the united Squadron at SpitkeaJ 
ieems to juftify our Appreheniions, that all Things are 
not yet brought to a nnal Accommodation. 

This therefore is our Cafe. In the Year 1714, Wt 
were at Peace with all Fovirs abroad. The vtry 
next Year the Treaty of Hanover was figned ; and 
at prefent we are fb far from being at Peace with all 
Fovers abroad^ that we are embroiled with mod of 
them. We have Difpiites not only with the Zmferef 
and the King of Sfain^ but with the King of Fruffia^ 
our Ally j with the Czar of Mufiovy, and the King 
of Denmark, ^-^Such are the Con&quences, or Events 
that have foUowed (I do not fay they were occafioned 
by) the Project of the Hanover Treaty. 

We have been, fbr feveral Months, in Expectation 
of the King of Spain's lad Refolutions $ but whether 
the Difpatches, which M.Bannieres hath at length 
brought to Faris, are fsKtiisfa^ory to the Allies of H4^ 
nover, as it hath been confidently reported, Time 
inuft difcovcr. However, it is hoped, that if the 
Wind (hould happen to come into the right Quarter, 
{o that our Fleet may be able to fail, we fliall not fuf^ 
fer our felves to be held much longer in Su (pence by 
. the Delays and Prevarications either of our pretended 
Fritnds, or real Enemies,

Lmcury and Extravagance, with tkeir condant Af* 
tdld^Mto^ Neeeffky ztd Prafiitution^ are too vifible m di 
Partsr of the KLkigdom j cfpccially in this great Cfty» 
where a general Spirit of Tri^digaliPf and Exc$fs i^ 
ieed to prevail (I wi(h I could not iay it was en** 
coarag'd) aniongfl: all Degrees of Men, from one End 
of the Town to the other. What can this product 
at a Time, when thfere is fuch a general Stagnation 
of all Trade, but Dpn/s, Bankrttffty, D^pendance, 
and other numberlefft Evils to the Pnblfck? And if 
Mxffavagance is of fiich nfffchlevous Confeqnence ttl 
the: Center of Trade, which draws all the Riches of 
the Kingdom to it j what terrible £fifed8 muft it pro^ 
duce in thofc Parts, whtch are cdnftantlv drainM 
to iuppoft this great, over-grown I^tviathm, and 
which can fobfift only by tahar^ Indtsftry <iad fru- 
gality ? 

You will find. Sir, that the abominable Crimes erf" 
Ftrjury and Forgery were never fb firequent amonglft 
ns, as They have been of late; efpecially amongft 
Men of Family and Fortune, I need not pat the Rea- 
der in Mind how many notorious Inftances of thtg 
Kind the Courfe of a very few Years hath product i 
and I am glad to decline it, out of Homanity td 
Thofe, who may unjuftly fuffer by a particular Etttt- 
mcration. 

I hope the Bill, which was lately pafiM to fupprefi 
this Evil, will have its Eflfedi. 

Thefe, Mr. D*Anversy are heinous Crimes; and 
very prejudicial to human Society. But the greateft 
poHtrcal Evil is Venality rf Offices j becaufe I think it 
demon ftrable that This is generally attended with G^r- 
fHftion in Office i which is the original Source, ffoni 
whence all other political Evils may be properly &d 
to flow. 

Vol. V. G TI» 
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The SaU rf Offices is therefore to be principally a- 
sroidcd by a wife State i for if Places are to be fold, it 
is Money ^ not MenV, that will be the Qualification ; 
and it a Perfbn is to give awav half the Profits of his 
Place to the Perfon, from whom He rcceir'd it» He 
will endeavour to reimburie Himfclf by Extortion and 
OppreflloQ. In the mean Time, Thole, who are fit 
to fupply the Places of Tru(l, will not accept j of 
them, and the Infufficient only will fill them j as if 
the Drawback of an Offici were but a kind of Com- 
penfation for the DcfcS: of the Officir*s Capacity, 

Nay, if Men of Merit (hould be fbmetimes induced, 
by unequal Fortune, to fubmit to hard Terms $ yet it 
is certain thai^ when Vlac$s are brought to Market, 
they will generally be fill'd with Perfbns of ordinary 
Capacities i and the only Criterion of their Worth 
will be either the Weight of their Pockets .to giv 
mofty or the Indigence of their Fortunes to take leaft. 

This great Abuie of buying and filling Flaces hath 
always been treated with the utmoft Deteftation, 
whenever it bath been broueht to Judgment. In the 
Church it is Simory, attended with great Penalties; 
and I do not fee why it ought not to oe made as in- 
famous and dangerous in the State, What are the 
Coniequences of it, we have lately feen in the Cafes of 
the Mafiers in Chancery and the Keefers rfcur Prifons, 
It was come to fuch a Pafs, that a poor Wretch could 
not be admitted to die a lingering, tormenting Death 
in a noifome Dungeon, without paying exorbitant Fees 
§or it. 

The late glorious (and I hope immortalj Ad:, againft 
^rihery and Corruption, fcems to guard very well againfl: 
the Venality of Parliament j fo that now, it is to be 
wifh'd, nothing will be fought for but Merit in the 
Candidate j and Men of Capacity, Fortune and Free- 
dom of Judgment only will be introduced into that 
A0embly. 

If 
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If venal Abufes were to grow in the S$nat$ and 
tht AdminiflrAtiony it would be difficdt to invent a 
Pasifliment ievere enough for the Promoters of fucb 
an Evil, which is of fb contagious a Nature, being 
attended with Vrofiii that if it is once countenanced a^ 
xnongft the Greats it fbon fpreads amongft the lower 
Clais of Men. I remember an Inftance, in low Life, 
of an Abule of this Kind, which hath made the Of- 
fender juftly detefted byallThofc, to whom his Wic- 
kednefs was known y which was aggravated by the 
Charader of the Perfon, who was a Cltrgyman, The> 
Cafe was This. 

A Gentleman being deilrous, on his Death-Bed, 19 
do a generous Ad, which might out-live Him, left hf 
his Will, amongft other Charities, an handfbme Al* 
lowance for a School-Mafter^ to inftru£k a Number ot 
poor Boys in the chriftian Religion, to aCid them in 
a proper Education to^et an honeil Livelihood. This' 
Part of his Will was lere to Truftees ; amongft whon» 
was my Clergyman; a bold, troublefbme, over-bear* 
ing Crcarure, always creating Animofitics and Divi- 
fionss and a common Barreter in hisCountry> whicb 
foon made it very di^reeable to the reft of the Truf- 
tees to a£b with him ; fo that he got the whole ta* 
himfelf, and accordingly made a political Ufe of it ^ 
put in a poor, ignorant IVomany who was fitter to be 
taught herfelf than to iaftrud: others ; from whom ha 
received, in Imitation of his Betters^ a yearly Allow- 
ance of what the Donor diredted; and becaufe he 
would be more fafhionable and get all he could, na 
Boy was permitted to receive the Benefit of this Cha- 
rity, who did not firft (hake him handfbmely by the 
Palm. This little mean Avarice, and fordid Wicked- 
nefs, in robbing the foor^ hath made him juftly ol>n 
noxious to the Hatred of the whole Neighbourhood* 
I mention This only as an Inftance how fome Men,. 
for the meereft Trifle, will proftitute their Confcience* 
and Profeflion» and will forfeit a ^ood Name, for the 
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Advantage of a Ittde Gain. How gM would any 
Jioneft Man be, to have fuch an Oppoitunttx to do 
Good at another Man's Gofti to feed the Hungry and 
inihiia the Ignorant, both the greateft WoTKi of 
Charity, and Thia without Expence? A good Maa 
would rejoice in Thia^ bat what mvt& that Man b^ 
who reje^ the Occafioo, and, which is worft, per- 
verts it i who renders the good Incentkm of another 
of none or very little ESo€t, and This only to gratify 
his own Avarice? A Man of this Bent of Mind waota 
only the Opportunity, and he would without Remorfb 
rob the Exchiquir^ raiie keayy Taxes on the People ; 
bribe with^yo,ooo/. Thofe^ who would give him 
100,000 i. A Man, by this low Inflance, gives a plaia 
Indication what he would do in the higheft Offices, 
could he obtain them j and if a Perfbn procures th^ 
juft Hatred of bis Pariih and Neighbourhood, by in« 
juring a few > what Indignation muft arife againft 
Thefe, who by fublick MifappUcati§H fhould occafioo, 
publick Miferits 5 and who (hould jptllage and rob the 
Subjedl, in order to make good the Defickncks tf hit 
$»n Mifmanagem$nfj and to enable him the better ta 
get more wben farther Mi/manag§jfunts (hould cauie 
farther I>f/£ri«»rj#i.— Such a MiiSfier would fbon tire 
out the moft giving People \ 'and the Refentment of 
the People, in their Turn, from Murmurs, Diicoctents, 
and univerfal Clamour, would fbon teach him that 
Minifters are aniwerable for their A&ions j that there 
is a King above them that will hearken to the Cries 
of his People^ and puni(h> feverely pnniih Him, as 
ibon as his Crimes are ripe for Judgment ,* but This, 
can now fcarce ever happen in England. The k6k a- 
f ainft Bribery has fb far iecured the Freedom ef Piir • 
Uamenty that henceforward it will be very difficult 
for an evU Mhti/ier to efoape their jealous difcerning 
£ye. His wicked Proje^s will be nipt in the Bud ^ 
and the Nation iaved from the pernicious Con£quences» 
which the Eyecatko^ of them woukl draw upon it.

N ray laft, I fent you feme Obfcrvations 
on the SucceJJion of Don Carlos to the Itt^' 
lUn Domlnionsj whicli \s laid to be one 
of the chief Terms of the projefted Ac- 
commodation with S'/'ii/;;. I gave you my 
Reafbns why I coald not believe this Report to be 
trucj particularly fince it was reprcfcnted, inyanuary 
hfl, both within Doors and withouty as an Expedient, 
which would make even the PoflefTion of Gibraltar 
and Vort Mahon of little Service to us, and was con- 
trary to the Intereft of all the Powers of Europe, who 
ftrenuoiifly oppos'd it at the Congreffes of Cambray 
and Soijfons. What powerful Charm hath been fincc 
made Uie of to auelf this general Oppofition, 1 know 
noti but as the fame Report continues and fcems to 
gain Ground, I beg Leave to add a few more Thoughts 
on that Subjedt, 

It was faid, that the Conditions of this Accommo- 
dation with Sfain would be perft^ly agreeable to th§ 
Allies of Hanover, htit not to the Emperor j and yet 
We were told, that the Reafon why the Particulars 
were not immediately publiflicd was, that the Court 
of Spain defired firft to know the Emperor'j Opiniott 

about them But let That pafs. 

Thoi5s;h the unhappy Situarion of our Affairs, for 
fivcial Years paft, may have made us fb dcfirous of a 

Veace^ 
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TeMcit as to give up all the mod confiderable Ad- 
▼anta^^s of Vort-Mahon and Gibraltar for it j yet can 
it be Sippofed that France (which is one of the chief 
Allies of Hanover) will be eafily induced to make the 
£ime Sacrifice, by yielding to a Succejpon, which it 
hath long and mftly oppoied, if what hath been af- 
ierted is true, tnat it will make Don Carlos a Match 
fir Themfelves in Lorn bard y ? I hope it will not be 
thought incumbent upon Us to make the French an 
Equivalent for this ConcefTion, which \s of it felf fb 
very difadvantageous to one of the chief Branches of 
our Commerce. 

As to the Emperor, I mud obferve, that theDomi* 
nions of Tufcany are declared, in the Treaty of London-^ 
to be a mafculine Fief of the Empire ^ arid therefore 
the StuceJJion to them cannot be juftly difpos'd of with- 
out the Confent of Him and the States of the Empire i 
efpecially by thofe Towers, who were Parties to that 
Treaty (I was going to fay the FrojeBors of ir) and 
became Guaranties of the Seutrality of Italy, 

Nor can it be agreeable to his Imperial Majejiy to 
give his Confent to this SucceJ/ion, if what is alledged, 
by the Writer before- mentioned, be truej viz,, that 
a Prince in FoJfe£ton of Parma and Tufcany, ajpfted by 
the lyeafures, the Fleets and Forces tf/ Spain, might with 
the greateft Eafe fubdue the Auftrian Territories^ Sicily* 
Milan and Naples. 

It will be faid, perhaps, that if We can accommo- 
date Matters with Spain, in Concurrence with France, 
it will be of Httle Confequence whether the Terms 
are agreeable to the Mmperor or not $ (ince He hath 
no Fleet to annoy oar Trade» or to make any fuccefs* 
ful Attempt upon Great Britain, We are indeed, as 
to ourfelvesy happily fituated out of his Reach and 
his Powers yet, in many other Refpe£ls, ic may be 
our Intereft (efpecially at this Time) to cultivate his 
Friendfliip, and include Him in thePe^^^ 5 which can- 
not helafiin^, unlefs it be general, and made with 

Ha the 
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the Conient of /i// Fartiiii for if the Emferpr (hould 
think fit to oppofe the SucceiTion of Dm Carles , by 
the Introdu£tion of Sfani/h Troops into liaiy, (in 
Violation of the Treaty of London) Wc ihall be ob- 
liged, by this fuppos'd Treaty y to maintain it againd 
Him y or if He (hould chuie to make any Attempt in 
Germany or Flanders, in Refentmcnt for being thus 
left in the Lurch, Wc fliould find it very difficult to 
avoid being engaged in a War on that Account i and 
I leave it to be impartially confider'd whether the 
French, in fuch a Caie, will not find ample Room to 
rum it to their Advantage} or whether This may not 
be one prevailing Motive with them to confent to the 
SuccclTion of I>on Carlos. 

I have purpofcly avoided to fay any Thing, con- 
cerning hisMajcfly's German Dominions^ which ought 
not (according to the AS of Settlement) to involve 
Great-Britain in a War j and of every other StatCf 
except Trance and Germany, whole Intereft it is to 
oppofe this Sficceffon, The only Point, which I have 
endeavoured to prove, is, that thefe fuppoled Meafures, 
J in Favour of Don Carlos, without the Gmient of the 
Emperor, may involve us in more Trouble and Ex-, 
pence, by fupporting Him in his Ptetenfions, than 
We (liould be ei^po^ to by vigorom Oferatkns a- 
gain ft them. 

But there is fomething ftill more extraordinary in 
this Account. During the lafl Sejjum^ it was confi- 
dently aflertcd, that We were in a fUr Way of fet- 
tling all Kinds of Differences with Kh^^^Smper^r. We 
have been fince told, fromTimrtoTinfte, how much 
He was difpofed to Eoaco^ and af&ired that his Mi» 
njfters had Orders to ad in Concert with oursi in 
order to bring the Court of Spain into the fame DiA 
pofition^ that all the Difficulties lay on tktir tart% 
whereas we are now told that They lay on the Fare 
of the Emperor. I hope there is no coUufive Under- 
danding between thefe two Courts or between Them 

and 
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and fbine of our Allies, in order to amufe usi to 
gain (till more Time, tnd put us to farther Expencc. But 
is it probable that the Court of Vienna would take 
any Pains to promote an Agreement between Us and 
Sfam, £0 much to their BiJfatisfaSlion and Di/advan* 
tMgei Or thsLtlVe fiiould think it adviieable to recon* 
cile our felvcs to one Enemy, by widening the Breach 
with another 9 who hath it in his Power to fruftfate 
all the Advantages, which we may hope to receive 
firom a feparate Peace f 

I think This fufficient, at prefcnt, with Relation 
to the Succedion of Don Carlos j which I fliall con- 
fkler more at large, if what I have already ofFer*d 
flibuld be opposed by any Arguments, which deferve 
an Anfwer. 

There are indeed . fbme Particulars of this pretended 
Account, which we have all poflible Reafbn to cx- 
pe^ will be fbon confirmed j as firft, that his catholick 
Majefly will think fit to deliver out to the Proprietors, 
upon an eafy Indalto, the EfFe^s of the Galleons and 
Azogues Ships j in which the Trench are fo confider- 
ably intereftfd more than any other Nation, that We 
may be aflured they will not be wanting in the 
ilrongeft Applications and Remonftranccs on that 
Head.

It hath been iaid, indeed, that leaving it upon the 
Foot of the Treaty of Utrecht and other fubfeqaenc 
Tieaties, which declare our Right to the PoiTeffion of 
thofe Places, will be fufficient; and ib indeed it would, 
if the Right which we obtained by thof$ Dreatiis, had 
not been fince brought into Dlfpute by a Letter 
Trom his late Majefty to the King of Spain, in the 
Year 17113 which, it hath been * acknowledged, 
contains a Tromife of its Reftitntion, We are too wdl 
convinc'd, at lead, that his cathclkk Majefy hath in- 
lifted very (IrenuQuflyon this tromife ; tliat He laid a 
vigorous Siege to Gibraltar, upon the Non-Executioa 
of itj and that, to all outward Appearance, Hefeemt 
fliU to in(ift on his Pretention, hiunded on that Lit" 
ter, A formal and ffecifick Rewttneiathm therefore, in 

I this Caie, feeros to be abfblutely neceflary, and what 
the Britijfh Nation hath Reafon to exped ; especially if 
the Negotiations on Foot do not tend, as it is iaid, to

But whatever current Fame' may fay, and how* 
ever difficult it may be, at prefent, to form any

fefuiSj as well as the Fei^ir and Shuerity of our' 
jiUUs) that we (bail foon hare not only a tt^o* 
rsrfy frecMrieus Truce^ but a firwh lifting and »d* 
immsgecus* Peace, which will at once ;^/^ deter- 
Xfiint all Difputes and Differences, without leavmg 
any Things except Fermsi to be difcufCed in a tUlatmy 
Congrefs. 

And we Ihall not want to be informed of This by 
common iJewS'Tapers, or private Correjpendenclei i 
but it will appear vifibly in its Effeiis j by laying up 
piir Squadrons i by an immediate ReduAion of our 
7h9efs at heme, and difcharging Thofe, which we 
have maintained for feveral Years abread -y by feeing 
our Trade freed from all the Interruptions and Vexa- 
tions, with which we find, by daily Accounts, the 
Spaniards dill continue to molen: it ; and particularly 
by a fpecdy Diminution of our Expences, and con- 
feiquently of our Taxes, which have oeen Co long and 
fb ienHbly felt throughout the whole Kingdom:

Nay, He goes farther ; and tells us, that he hath jiu-^ 
thority fir his Voucher, What Authority ? Why, the 
London Gax,ette, it leems, informs us that MT.Keene, 
our Miniiler at the Court of Spain, hath return'd tht 
Draught of a Treaty y fit tied by the Concurrence ef their 
catholick Majefties and the Minifters of the Hanover 
Jillies, This Treaty, fays He, mufi purely have been 
warranted by previous InfiruEiions from the Principals 
of thofi Miniflers, Very likely ; and being now fint to 
the feveral Powers for their formal Approbation^ can 
meet with no Difficulties, Objedlions, or Delays. Why 
fo, Mr, Potts f Was not the preliminary Treaty ^ for 
opening the Congrefs of Soijfons, fettled bv the Con- 
currence of their catholick Majejiies with the Miusfiers 
of the Hanover Alties f Is it not equally fure that 
that Treaty mufl have been warranted by the Princi- 
pals of thofi Miniflers f And yet did it not meet with 
very great Difficulties , ObjeBions and Delays f What 
Reafbn therefore can we have to promife our felves £> 
very confidently that the Treaty, now fuppofed to be 
in Agitation, will have better Luck ?

Jiave been often promised, is a a honournbU ^vik aihan* ' 
tAgeoHs Peace 'y which We have^ore Kea^n to ex* 
ped at pre£enr, becaufe We have been at 'a vaft Ex- 
pence of TireafHre and Patience, though nor of Bhod, 
to procure it. The great Point therefore to be con- ' 
iider'd, is, not whether any Treaty is in Agitation, or 
even agreed upon -, but what the Terms of that Treaty 
arej and yet Thi^ \s a Point, about which Wt have 
been hithcto kept iniirdy in the Dark. 

It hath indeed been generally reported, ^nd feetais 
to be owned by Mr. P^tts^ (who hath, perhaps, (brae 
Authority, or InftruBions, to own it ) that the Intro- 
du^ion of a largt. Body of Sfanijh Troops into Italy, 
to fecure the SuccelTion of Tujcany, Parma and P/a- 
untia for the Infant Don Carlos, is adlually one Arti- 
cle of it. I gave you my Reaibns, Mr. D*Anversy 
why I could not at firft believe this Account to be 
true J particularly becaufe it was aflerted, by the Au- 
thors of the Enquiry and the Britijh Journal, that 
Don Carlos was a very formidable, young Prince, and 
threatened Europe with univerfal Monarchy $ that all 
the Powers of Europe (and ei|>ecially Great Britain) 
were engaged in Intercft to oppofe this Succeffion^ and 
would never be brought to confent to it i but now, 
it fcems, Things are altered, and We are blefled with 
a great Revolution in Politicks. For my Part, I think 
We have had nothing clfe, for fcvcral Years paft, but 
Revolutions in Politicks -, that is, a great Variety of d^- 
firent Counfels^ Allyances and Expedients j but wlic- 
ther This is owing to political fVifdom, or to a certain 
Revolution of Brains in fome Men, which is apt to 
make them grow giddy and fantaftick, I mu(i leave 
the World to determine.

However ("fays Mr. Fotts) ii hath happened very fer^ 
tunatelyfor Europe, that the Marriage of Don Carlos 
with the eldeft.

You 
will find the landed Gentlemen almoft generally in« 
cumber'd -, their Tenants fcarce able, with all their 
Indudry, to maintain their Families aiid pay their 
Rent; the ManufaBurers quite uneniploy'd $ and the 
labouring Voer reduced to fuch Necefnty, by want of^ 
Work, and the great I>earth of all kind of Provi- 
£ons, as to throvO' Themfelves upon their Parifhes, or 
)ive on the Contributions of their charitable Neigh- 
bours. You mud have heard of the Tamults and 
j:>lfordersy which thefc Calamities have already occa- 
iioned in feveral Parrs of the Kingdom i and if Pro- 
vidence had not blefs^d us, this Year, with a plentiful 
Harvefl, I dread to think of the Confequences, which 
they might have produced.

Proceedings, *

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^G, Far from it« Sir; but Neeefiy hsth no Law, 
and Hunger will rebel againft the htfl Prindfles, j 
know thefe melanehofy Accounts are treated in Town 
as meer Bugbears and Engines cf Section $ but go into 
the Country, and you will foon be convinced of the 
Truth of them. 

Mr. S, Sir, I don't deny it; but can any Mimftry 
help This, or ought They to be Hamed for it ?

At leaft, from the Plcafarc, which vou certainly take 
in throwing Scones of this Sort at the Heads <yf grtf^ 
Offender Sy we may be alTared you have a good deal 
of this Blood tn youj nor need you blufli to have 
fprung from a Race, wiho were always confpicuous 
and celebrated for heroic k Anions. The 6rft, as 
well as the mof^ illuftrioas Slinoer in all Antiquity, 
was the Royal DmvuI$ who with "five, Smooth, well- 
chofen Stones from the Brook, overthrew that ^/i»- 
tick evil Minifier GOLIAH\ for fuch he furcly muft 
he, from his Vaunting, his Size, and hh Challenge, 
his want of all Modefly, and his AlTurance in his own 
Strength. Some are of Opmion that This was a raih 
Adion m the Striplings as he is called j an Under- 
taking, that might rather prove him the Son oijeffsy 
the Betblemite, than the Father of Solomon the vifi. 
But This may be urged againft the immortal Atchieve- 
ments of every Hero, who has appeared in the World ^ 
for we know the Afcent to Virtue is fteep and diffi- 
cult, and not gained without arduous Toil and Hazard. 
Nor yet do I infift, as fbrae do, that this Sling of Ddtdd 
was only a Sheet of Paper, like z modern j^mrmU, let- 
ting forth the bad Adminiftration of that giCAC Man 
CoTiah i becaufe I am not much in Love with that 
loofe way of Paraphrafing, which fbme Men ^SdEk, 

But now, let us take the Liberty to go on and con* 
iider, what other Perfons and Nations in the World 
have been famed for good Slingers. 

We muft not, in the fir ft Place, omit the Balearick 
IJlands J where all the People are bred to handle this 
Weapon only in the literal Senfe, and not a Youth a- 
bove lixteen is fuffcred to eat any Thing but what 
he earns by his Sling. In this Country, every Man is 
diftinguifhed in private Life, as he is known to liavc 
fetched down a Hawk, a Cormorant, a Vultur, or 
fome other mimftmal Bird of Br^i and in the civil 

t3overn- 
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Government all Malefadors are put to Death by the 

Many of the Heroes, the Patriots and Demi-Gcds 
of Antiquity have been famous in the Art of metd- 
fborical Sliniing} and, indeed, mod of the heroiclc 
Exploits of the Antients are not to be, underftood by 
us, as they are related by their Poets and Hidorians, 
in the litiral^ but in the metaphorical Senfe. Hercules 
-therefore, when he flew the Hydra, wrote him down 
only. This mar^-headed Serpent was a bad Mintfter 
und his Fa&im, to whom he gave Battle from Time 
to Time, and as often defeated and deflroy'd. Thus 
when new Schemes were invented, injurious to the 
Rights and Liberties of Mankind, the valiant Writer 
drew his Pen and overthrew and deftroyed them ; that 
is» he exposed and confuted them. When he cleanfed 
the AugAan Stable, did he not encounter Immerallty 
and Corruption ? And may not This, in a very plain 
and eafy Manner, be faid to be throwing Stones at the 
Head of a corrupt Mintfter y who could bring none of 
his wicked Schemes to bear, unlefs the Generality of 
the People were corrupt, and had unclean Hands f 
. AVhen he conquered the Nemaan Lyon, and the reft of 
. the Savages, that difturbed the Peace of Society, did 
he not deftroy rapacious and devouring Robbers $ 
. weakening their Gang, and endeavouring to deliver 
his Fellow-Creatures from OppreJJion and Tyranny ? 

Diotned was literally famous for throwing great 
Stones 9 and, no doubt ot it, could make Ufe of the 
Sling. Timoleon and oyxvKing William the third were 
• glorious Slingers in the Herculean Way. Demofthenes 
and Cicero, among the Antients, and many illuftrious 
Moderns have gained Immortality by Slinging -, that is, 
by defending the Rights of Mankind by Arms, or E- 
loquence. Algernoon Sidney would probably have 
made a good Stinger i but his Enemies broke open 
his Armory, and put him to Death, before his Inftru- 
ment was fioiihed* He die4 for attempting only to

fling wclk Indeed, thcfc Sort of Battles generally end, 
as moft civil Engagements do, in Death or Viftory 5 
though ic does ibnrietimes happen that when a young 
and unexperienced Slinger of the lower Clafs has mil- 
fed his Aim, he has been expofed, by raufing hitn <m 
a little Scaffold, and obliging him to put his Head 
thro* a Hole in a Piece of Wood ; but this Puniftiment 
has been obierved fbmetimes to have had httle Effe^ $ 
becaufc the common People, who are conftant Slings 
irs themfelves, on other Occaiions, at HttU evil Mini' 
ftersy in the £tme Place, have attended the fuppoied 
Offender as his Guard, and triumph'd with him m 
his Caufe and his Puniihmcnt. 

OfSlingers there are many Kinds; but I think they 
may be colled:ed and divided into the ieveral Clailes 
following, viz. the fimple, Mllegorical, mitMfhorhiU, 
paraphraflical^ folemicaly and hnmourous. 

The fimple Slingtrs arc generally Warriors with 
warm Hearts -, who confiding too ralhly in the Virtue 
of the Caufe, in which they are engaged, expof^ 
themfcives quite unarmed in the Front or the Battle, 
and enter into open Hodilities, without any Regard 
to Confequenccs 5 fo that we often fee the very Stones 
they throw returned upon them. They are frequent- 
ly wounded, and fbmctimes deftroy'd by their Rafh- 
nefs. Theie arc a Sort o^ political Martyrs, who glo- 
ry in being facrificed for a Caufe, which they believe 
to be the Caufe of Truth. We often hear the Cfln- 
rsge of thcfe bold Fellows commended i but it is ve- 
ry fcldom that any Thing is faid of their FruJenoe. 

The allegerical Slrngers arc brave; but they are 
cunning. They always fight in Armour, and with 
their Bcvcrs downj and thus equipped, like Knights 
in Romances, are very feldom overcome. They 
cloath themfelves in FaSle and SimilituJe $ and rho* 
they are never what they appear to be upon a fuper- 
ficial Sight ,• yet every one, upon a Revicw,Mifcovers 
their real Shape 5 their Amour being comp^fed of a 

Sort 
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Sort of malleable Cryftal« tranfparent and impenetra- 
We. Theie People, tho*. they never aim dircdWy ae 
the Mark, fiing with great Succefs, and are extream-* 
1 J dreaded by the Enemy. 

Tlie metafhorlcal Soldier of this Kind is known by 
the beautiful Shine of his Arms, which are composed 
of tempered and poli(h'd Steel, and are often too 
bright for the Eyes of his Adverlary. He JUngs with 
Force and Penetration. Whatever comes from his 
Hand isalmoft Cure to take Place. He is the Support 
and Guard of the Side he defends ; and, as the Wiie* 
maa lays, thn Words of his Mouth are tks deep fVaUrs, 
$nd tbilVell-fpring oftVifdom a>s a flowing Brook, 

The parafhraftical Slingers generally make a flying 
Squadron } whofe Bufineis is to regard the Marches 
and Countermarches of the Foe j to obferve fully and 
with Care all his Motions 5 to fap Mines and difcov^r 
Ambuicadesi to report the Numbers and Strength of 
the Enemy \ and to point out the weak and unguard- 
ed Parts of any Fortrels defigned to be attacked. 
Theie Soldiers are ot great Ufe in preventing the Suc- 
cefs of talie Alarmsi in dete6iing and animadverting 
upon political Falfhoods, and laying open the Frauds 
-of feigned Friends and real Enemies. 

The polemical Clafs confifls of a fort of Knights, 
who are chofen out of the Army for lingle Combat, 
when the Enemy challenges Hand to Hand. They 
arc always taken out of the Flower of the Chivalry, 
not only for their Valour and the Strength of their 
Sinews, but their Adroitnefs and great Addrefs in the 
Ufif of their Arms. I have fcen one of theie Cham* 
pions enter the Lifts againft an Adverfary feemingly 
twice as ftrong, and lay him upon his Back in an In- 
flant with one lingle Stroke of a GoofequilL I have 
Xeen another of theie Knights called into the Field by 
folemn Sound of Trumpet, as if to bngagc an equal 
Adver^y, when a Dwarf has appeared in Arms a- 
gainfl him as in Contempt of his Proweis ; but the 

Knight 
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Knight has immediately taken him upon the Point of 
his Pen, and expofed him between both Armies to 
common Raillery and Contempt. Nor are thefcC^e- 
valiers only ufeful in fingle Combat $ in debating 
Hand to Hand only. They are likewilc greatly skil- 
led in unravelling knotty and intricate Accounts 5 in 
detefting falfe Mufters, and fraudulent Conveyances of 
the publick Money > in keeping a regular and a lau^ 
dable Occonomy i and (landing up in the Defence of 
all the Rights and Privileges of their Fellow Soldiers $ 
and accordingly they always have their AfFed^ions. 

The iixth and laft Clafs is the huTMurous $ a Race 
of merry Mortals, who always go to Battle in a kind 
of MmU paned with Glaffes of fcveral Kinds, that 
multiply, magnify and diminiflij from which all Ob- 
jedls are reRe£tcd in odd-(brted, whimlical and ridi« 
culous Colours. Their Faces are hid under the Lar*- 
VA of the Antients; and the Panfomimes of Antiqui- 
ty are faid to be only a younger Branch of this Houie. 
The humourous were never known to be attacked 
fucccfs fully, but by Troops of their own Kind j for 
it has been obfcrved, when they have been very 
gravely and formally aflaulted by ferious Warriors, re- 
gularly arm'd, and bold Strokes have been aim'd at 
them, they have always been made without any Ef- 
fe(fii which is fuppofed to be owing to the lubricous 
Superficies of thele glafTy Coats, from which every 
Blow Aides off, and leaves tte Opponent to the Laugh- 
ter of the Company ,• for they have this Advantage 
like wife, that even in the Time of Action, by art- 
fully oppofing their little Mirrors to the wifeft and 
moft prudent Mufclcs imaginable, they turn them 
immediately into the laughable and ridiculous. They 
have alfo, as I have been tokl, another Method of 
attacking j and Thar is, when they do not make Uie 
of their little Gui{j:s, they apply the Feather- End of 
a Quill to the moft fenfiblc Parts of the Adverfary 1 
which, by gently irritating the Mufclcs, caufcs avio- 

I Icnc 
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lent Titillation, and turns every Thing into Burleique 
from immoderate Laughter. When they engage 
Troops of their own Kind, as fbmetimes they do, it 
generally proves a very agreeable Entertainment to the 
Spe^ators. A thoufand odd and fantaftick Images 
ire joined. A thoufand Fla(hes, imitating Lightning, 
g^re iirom the Refle6^ion of their oppofed Coats ot 
Mails but This generally proves a drawn Battle; nei- 
ther does it laft long, becaufe it would grow tire- 
fbme and infipid both to the Spedlators and the War* 
riors themfelves y and would fink into a common 
irinmng Match, 

As I obferved to you, in the Beginning of this Pa* 
per, that thefe Slingers were dangerous Enemies to 
MMXJirin$, I will conclude with teuing you that they 
were very beneficial to the Publick, and flemm'd the 
Male-Adminiflration of that corruft Minifter by their 
Oppofition. He governed and pillaged Irttnce for many 
Years > I think rrom 1644 to 1661, the Year of his 
Death $ and yet this Man, when he came to die, 

fave this Advice to his SuccefTor, (I think I may call 
im fo) LOCT-J^theXIVth— 5ir*, faid He, Ivould 
have you always take Care to hold the Reins of Go^ 
vernment in your own Hands, and never trufi entirely 
to any One Favourite.

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,T iiath b^n often objeded i^'nft the 

C^^^> t^^^ ^^^ *^ L^^^s ®^ many of their 
Body are Qne of the chief Sources of Jh* 
fidelity in the Qhwrcb} and I think it may 
be ailertcdy that nothing hath ever con- 
tributed fp much to the Growth of Infideliy in tin 
SttUCy as the bad Cqndud of political Minifiers, For 
though our Conftitution is really, in itfelf, neither the 
better nor the worie for the Condu^ of Thole in 
the Adminiftratimi yet when the People are dq>rived 
of the good Efl^dls of it by Corruption apd Mifm»> 
i)agenient> which they .fipd Themfelves unable toilem, 
they are apt to fall i^to a Sute of Indolence and Inr 
difference as to the Otnftitutlon it felfs at lead, into 
Infidelity and Dijlruft of Thofe, who lit at the Helm ^ 
which is occalion*d, as I have faid, by MaU-fidmini* 
firation in general. But I delign to trace the Cauies 
of it more particularly in this Paper. 

All People have a natural Affediion for the Confti- 
turion and Frame of Government, under which they 
are born, however defedive, injurious, or oppreflive 
to rhemj and I think it reaibnable to fuppofc that 
this natural Affeftion is niuch ftronger in thofe Coun- 
tries, where tht Liberty of tht feofle is a fundamental 
Part of the Conftitution. As long therefore as Tiicy 
find themftlves caly and happy in the Enjoyment of 
their Rights, they will be fo tar from throwing oflf 
all Faith in their Governors, who continue thefe BleA 

iings 
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£ngs td them, that they will look upon them as their 
Bifillefa^rs. They will concur heartily with them 
In all theif Meafures, and put an intire Confidence in 
all their Promiies and Aflurances. But if. they feel 
themfelves ill-governed for feveral Years together, 
without any Hopes of Remedy op Redrefs, they will 
begin jto look on their Superiors as a Set of Cheats 
tfHd Impoftofs, whofe only Defign is to pillage and 
(fpprefs them, under the Pretence of prote^ing them 
in thelif PHvileges» and defending them againS their 
Enemies J and when oncea People have conceived fuch 
an Opinion of their "Governors, it is almoft impoffible 
to remove it. They will think that /ucJ^ Minijiers 
have only Themfdves in view j and if they (hould do 
Jtight, that it is only becaufe doingRight happen'd, at 
that Time, td be lAore for their Intered tiian doing 
fFrmg, 

Now amongft other Cauies of this folitlcal InfiJe^ 
lityt I look on the following as the pirincipal. 

1. When Men are feen to thrurf themfelves into 
Power by illMeaAs ; fuch as Treachery, Corruption, 
or fcreening wicked Men from Punifhmentj for can 
ir be fuppoSd that any Perfon would fb far proftituttt 
his Character, and do Violence to his own Inclinations 
a$ to betray his. btft Friends, or indemnify his vforfi 
Enemies, with no other Intention than That of (er- 
ving his Country ? No; Politicians feldom Jo Evil thai 
Good m^ eome cfifi unlefs it hcGood toThemfrives i 
and therefore We have juft Reaibn to be jealous and 
diffident of a Man. who (ticks at no Methods to gee 
into Power, beca'ufe it is very probable that He will 
itick at nothing, when he is in it. 

2. Ignorance and Jncapaci^ in Minijiers are another 
Caufe of folitieai Infidelity, When the People are a(^ 
ftired, or convinced of the Ability of their Govetiiors, 
They will reft &tisfted that every Thing will be done 
for their Service, which Prudence can dircdi. But 
whcQ Weaknefiy ladiicrecion and Folly break out in 

Ma aft 
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all their Aft ions; when They manifcftly difcovcr their 
Inequality to publick Bufinels by repeated, falfe Steps, 
and continual Endeavours to patch up one Blunder 
with another; when They are notorioufly trick'd and 
outwitted by all the foreign Towers y with whom They 
are concerned 5 when every fetty State makes an Ad- 
vantage of their ignorant, bungling Meafures, and 
iqueezcs fbmething out of them ror AfTiftance in their 
Diftrefsi in (hort, when They have undeniably ne- 
gotiated their Country into Poverty, Dependance and 
Contempt, from a rich, flourifhing and formidable 
State; then, I fay, all People, who can cither fee or 
feel, will ceafe to put any Truft in Thofc, who have 
managed Affairs at this Rate. They will juftly con- 
clude that fuch Minifters can never retrieve their own 
Mifcariiages, nor do any Thing beneficial to their 
Country, unlefs it be by Accident, upon which no 
wife People will ever depend. A civil Community is 
juft like an Army ofSoldiersy who will undertake the 
mod hazardous Encerprizes with Confidence and Af- 
furance of Vidory, under a General of experienced 
Conduft and Bravery; but lofe a great deal of their 
Spirit and Vigour under the Command of One, who 
is known to be deficient in either. 

3. This political Want of Faith is likewife often oc- 
cafion'd by the ielfiih, rapacious, and infatiable Spirit 
of Thofe, who are intruded with Power; I mean, 
when the whole Power of the State, with which They 
are intruded, is vidbly made Ufe of to aggrandize 
Them/elves and their Family, to an immoderate De- 
gree, preferably to all other Condderations of a fublick 
Nature, 

It is allowed, that Men in high Stations, which are 
attended with great Trouble, Didiculty and Hazard , 
ought to be rewarded, amply rewarded, for their La- 
bour ; but then They diould remember honed Horace's 
Rule,

Thirt is a' wtJi Difirence hetvetn modefl Gain and 
boundle^ Rapme. The greateft Minifter is but a Stt^ 
jf£i and Servant of the King^ and ought to be content 
with the Property,. Retinue and Conveniences of that 
Condition, it Me would be efteemed, or have any^ 
Confidence repoied in Him hj his inferior Fellow^ 
Snbje^si for they will never be perfuaded that He 
bath their Good at Hearty whilft They iee him af&c^ 
tingSovereignty, and indefatigably employed in extend* 
ins: his P^ver, amailing Ifiaith, building PalaceSp. 
aiM fbiliciting. Titles^ Grants and Rtverfions for Him» 
fHf and his Relations ; efpecially if He does This at » 
Tinn^ when They are groaning under numberlefsy 
heavy Burthens and Calamities^ Verres, the infamous 
M99nan Governor of Skil/f was one of the moft ra- 
petdons Piunderers, that ever abufed Authority^ and^ 
jct Cicero obferves very juftly, that his immenfe Biches^, 
irUhad of fcreening Him from Pani(hment, confirmed 
tkt Sufiicion of his Guilt j nacenti Reo MagnituMnen^ 
Tecuma plus habuijfe momenti ad Sufficionem Crimiois*.. 
cftrnd ad Rationem Salutis. 

4. The laft Caufe of State Ififidelity, which I fliall 
mention at prefent, is minifierial jyichingy Shuffling 
and I^ing, Sir Henry Wootton hath obfervcd, that it is 
the Bs4finefs of an Ambaffadery to lye for the Good of 
Ins Cenntry y from whence (bme /hallow Politicians 
have concluded, that This is the bed Expedient forgo** 
verning the- People at home, as well as fcrving their 
Coantry abroad. When Things go badly ^ they will 
aflert very pofitively that they go well^ and promiie 
very confidently that they will ioon go better, without 
any Foundation or Defign, bclidcs That of flopping 
our Complaints, and maintaining themselves in Power* 
They will tell us, to-day, that fuch a Power* or 
Prince, is grown formidable to Europe^ and ouglit xq 
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be reduced. The next Dajr, they will maintain the 
diredi contrary, with equal AfTurancej and ib go on 
contradidling Themfelves and abufing the People from 
Year to Year, from Month to Month, and from Day 
to Day. Nay, They will advance the moft notorious 
Falfhoods ; that T^aJi is in a flourifliing Condition, 
when it is almofl: at the laft Gafp; that Taxts are 
eafy, when every Body feels them to be otherwife; 
and that the People were never (b hapffy as when ^ 
the reft of the World Jefpifi and infuU them. Thi» 
they may think P^/iry; but they will find Themfelves 
jniflaken. ' A kn$wnLyAry in common Life, is feldom 
believed, even when He fpeaks theTVur/b; and poU» 
fical Lyars mufl expe^ the fame Fate. When the 
People find themfelves deceived, impofed upon, and' 
trick'd for fevcral Years together. They will give no 
farther Credit to the Promifes, or Aflertions of fuch 
a Man ; but turn downright hifidels to every Thing, 
He fays or does, however plaufible his Pretences 
may be. 

I have thus laid before the Reader Tome of the chief 
Caufes of foliticttl Infidtlity in general, without making 
any Application, which I leave to the Difcretion of 
every Reader. But left fbmc of my worthy, wire- 
drawing Commentators fhould, according to Cuflom, 
apply tnefe Rules to particular Minlfters, or perhaps 
even to Majefiy irfelf ^ I will conclude with a PafTage 
or two out of the late Sir Rickard Steele's political 
Writings; which I chufe to do at this Time, becaufe 
I find that feme Ferfons, who not only neglected Him, 
but ufed Him infamoufly when living, are now en- 
deavouring to do Them&lvcs Honour, and have their 
former Treatment forgotten, by railing Monuments ta 
his Memory.

agraceful Elocution; i quick Eyej a mafterty Hand; 
aivladelicateEar. B\a th.e friititnl Art, which cob fifir 
chiefly in Tormi, FreciJeiui, and KatwUJgt tf thr 
ffVrU, is fubjed to efcry ManV UndcrftaiMling, and 
Teqnirei nothing more ilfan Allidiitty and InfbrmaiiDn. 
The Society of f/fui is known to be rather a foUiictl 
than a rtl'tguus Inftiiution, and haih iiirnifhed the ca- 
tholick Courts of Eurgpt, for an Age or two part, with 
their abteft Minillers and Statefmen. The Court of 
R-Mnct hath been particiditly- obliged to this great Se- 
minary of Politicians for the Figure, which Ihe hath 
made m the World, She hath bten long fair.oua for 
her Skill and Managetnent of Intrigues ; and hath ot- 
ten retrieved by Negotiation in the Ca&iiti, what Ihe 
bath loll in the HtlX On ihc othci Hand, we Britm* 
ibj 
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(by I know not what Fatality, or Negligence) have 
always been more remarkable for our Courage than 
our Foluy 5 and from bein^ the Tierrour of all Et&of9 
in the Field, have often fufEered ourfelves to become 
the Dupes and Bubbles of all Europe in the Cabinet. 
Now, for my Part, I cannot impute This to any thing 
€0 much as the Want of a regular Inftitution in State- 
Affkirsy for the Genius of our Countrymen, in general, 
fcems to be fb naturally inclined to Foliticks, that it 
hath been observed from a Nation of Saints, as Engr 
land was once called, we are become a Nation of 
State/men, Our Coffte-houfes and Taverns are full of 
them. Nay, we often find them gramp'd up behind 
Counters i or immur'd in Stalls, Garrets and Night"' 
Cellars. But our Misfortune is, that this national Ge- 
nius, for want of due Cultivation and Improvement, 
h apt to grow wild, and (hoot up into Schemes and 
Projed^s, which expofe us to the Infults and Con- 
tempt of the World about us. I would therefore pro- 
pofe it to the Wifdom " of my Superiors, whether it 
would not be highly for the Honour and Intereft of 
the Nation to put ourfelvcs upon an Equality with 
Topijh Countries, by erediing a Protejiant Academy for 
the Inftru£tion of young Gentlemen in the Art and 
Myftery of Government, If this Propofal meets with 
any Approbation, or Encouragement, I doubt not that 
Variety of Plans will be laid before the Publick for 
that Purpofei but as it may be expected that I (hould' 
oflFer fomething of this Nature, I would humbly pro- 
pofe the following Model, which occurred to me on 
my firft Thoughts on this Subjcdij declaring that 
I ihall chearfuily yield to any thing better, which may 
be hereafter propofcd. 

I would have a large Edifice ereftcd, at the Expence 
of the Publick, (unlefs any private Perfon hath a mind 
to immortaliZuG Himfclf by fo noble a Bsnefa6fcion) con- 
fifting of feveral Schools, like Thofe in both our Uni- 
Ycrfiticsi in which the fcvcral Branches of political 

Know* 
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Knowledge, ncctflarv to the l^ormatibn of a Statef- 
msn^ (hall be particularly explained to a' certain Num- 
ber of Students, by able trofeflbrs, \^ho fhall be ap- 
pointed by the Government with handfbme Salaries 
for that Purpofe. 

In the firft, or loweft of thcfe Schools, T would have 
the Students taught to rend and •mrite, and ct^ft Accomfts ,• 
for really a Man makes but a pitiful Figure in one of 
the chief Vofts of an Admrnftrsthn^ who is not Ma- 
iler of thefc ordinary Accompliftiments. 

The next (hould be the School of modem Languages, 
cfpecially French, which is almoft abfblutcly necelfiry 
for converfing vfith foreign Miniflers, either at home or 
abroad j though it raufl be confefs'd that there areEjt- 
cepcions to this general Rule i and that We have had 
Inflances offome Men, who have made a (hining Figure 
even at the FrenchCoun itfelf, without theleaft Know- 
ledge of their Language, or Manners, 

The third (hould be a Dancing- School i which may 
fcem, perhaps, to fbme Perfbns, a very unneceflary A- 
partment in a political Academy^ but I muft defire 
thefe Gentlemen to confider that Addrefs and a grace* 
ful Appearance have fbme Influence in all Courts, and 
often contribute to the carrying of great Points. 
It is, at lead, very improper that a Pcrfon invefted 
with a publick CharaSier, .which reprcfcnts his Sovi* 
reign, (liould be £o far deftitutc of all Breeding, as 
not to know how to come into a Room with to- 
lerable Grace, or to behave Himfclf when He is 
there. In this School might likcwife be taught tho 
Ceremonies and FunSHlios of Honour^ which ought to 
be obfcrved in Convcrlation with Ladies \ or othcf 
Perrons of high Rank. 

I would likewife have a Geographical School i fa 
which our young Students in Foliticks ihould be in- 
flru^ed in the Knowledge of the Glolfe and Maps^ 
They Ihould efpecially be taught to diftiriguifh between' 
the four, great Quartors <« the Woridj, particulariy 
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4mrifi0 i wWch \fm^ ^ Uft difcov^rcd Part, fonvc 
MinififT^ iwkvp Men into ercat Mift^tes, about it, and 
difcovered to the whole World that thev took fmo^ 
idUfi ^nd ^ 9;^ri» <>i<^ to be the fzme ^kce, thou^

other. ^ QfPgr/ifhkfU frifeffor would therefore be

TJli^ frofitfor of ^his Sc.bool jhould take great Pains to ' 
illfti^ud his Piicipks not to be impofed upon and le4 
by l^ie Npfe (as .ibme Ambaffdiors have been) by the 
Tricks, Subtleties and Fineiles of artful Minifiers ; ef^ 
peqially by J^el/iys and Trocraft'mattonsj which are al- 
ways dangerous in political Negotiations, when the 
Party, upon whom they are prad^ifed, is kept at a 
con.tiupal; vad E^pence, with his Hands bound down, 
2fiA infult^d by his Enemy, without any Power of 
defending Himlelf, or making Reprisals ,• and yet We 
have known fomt AmbaJfudprSi whofe whole Nego- 
tiations have coalilled of nothing but VeUys \ which 
they feezed to lopk upop as deep Reaches in Poli- 
ticks, for jpo pther Reafbn that I can guefs, but be- 
caufe a Roman Dilator once carry'd his Point by them^ 
in a particular Cafe of great Extremity^ 
Unus Homo nobis cundando rtfiituit Rem, 
But I believe it will be found, upon Examination, 
that D£lays have done more Mifchier to y^/wf Countries 
than they ever did Good to Rome^ ^nd a certain Gen^ 

tltmant 
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tlemsn^ who zSc€ts to imitate FaSius in this Particu- 
lar, mud not expedto be honoured with the Title of 
Maximus upon that Account. 

In another School I would have the whole, modern 
Art of jyeaty-msking explained by a Profeflbr, well 
acquainted with this Part of political Knowledge, 

He muft be a Man of a liibtle, prevaricating Ge- 
nius i a perfefl Mafter of Ambiguities , double Mean" 
ingSy and equivocal Expr efforts > which are of great Uie, 
when it is not proper to let the Scnfe of the con-- 
tracing Parties appear in publick. He muft likewiie 
be well verfcd in fecret, and fe far ate Articles ^ faving 
Claufesy and Counter- Stipulations > which make the 
greateft Part of modern Treaties^ and give either Party 
an Opportunity of breaking through them, when 
Occafion requires, without any apparent Violation of 
publick Faith, by diftinguiihing between the Letter and 
the Spirit of a Treaty. I would only recommend one 
Rule to the TrcfeJJbr and Students in this School i and 
That is, not to projcd any Treaties, Conventions, or 
Allyances between two Nations, who have no mutual 
Interefl concerned i for it is ridiculous to fuppofe that 
any Pfords, however formal or fblemn, will bind a 
Prince, or State againft their real Intcreft. I hope, 
therefore, that this Rule will be of fome Service to the 
World, in preventing wild, blundering Treaties and 
unnatural Alliances ,• which are the Source of fb many 
national Mistortunes and Calamities. 

In the higheft School of all, (hould be taught the 
Bufincfs ot the Finances and other Affairs, which re- 
late to the Office of a Frime Minifter ^ fiich as the 
Method of keeping publick Accounts^ and making aa 
Advantage of national Debts, the Myftery of Stock* 
jobbing. Taxes, Ways and Means, Deficiencies and Ar^ 
rears', the Ufe ot Sties, Setters and Informers-, the 
Art of managing publick AJfemblies, breaking Pr(>w^i 
without Faljljcod 2ind bribing, or being ^r/^#(/ without 
Corruption i as alio the great Secret of deceiving 
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Trinees, and raakin? them anfwerable for the Mif 
managemeaty Blunderc and Iniquities of their Sir* 

I have the .Vanity to beHeve that a polhTcal Settd- 
mry, for m^ upon this Pli^r would Drove of cxcel^« 
lent Sferviie to my Country} elpccially if ic 'is efta- 
blifhed at this Time, when we have fb many Gen- 
tlemen mTowcr, who Save diftinguiftied themfelve^J 
both at home and abroad, by their Capacities for pub- 
lic^ Buiinefsi gnd otf his late moft chriflian Majefty 
propo£d to put his Acsdemy under the Prote^on 

q£jLlMLMaigui&^ife.rprify* .Minifter aod Secretary gf 
State, I doubt not that one of our moil eminent 
ficattfdsoiMpnEiald undertake the fanw Office, and 
initiits our y$timg F§li$idam in thofe great Arti, 
il7<«ditdLth0y have £b remarkaUy ^gnmaedThimr 
filvks. ;. ; .

We were favour'd, Uft Year, with the Draught of 
a fravijtanai Treaty for the Re-eftabli(liffleat of the 
publickTranquilityi and had Hopes given us that the 
Allies of Vimn* would accede to it ; of which indeed 
we had little Reafon to doubt ; there being nothing 
contained in that Trimy, (in all outward Appearanc^ 
to which They could take any rcafonable Exception. 
But the Equtpment of a Ittrgi Fleet, {eine Time after. 
bauiihed all thole Hopes, and ^ave us Reaibn 10 fuf- 
pc<^ that Ibme farther Di^fttitiet and Obfiaflei laj m 
the 
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the Way. It was generally !)eiieved» by all Parties^ 
tlia( ibme great Enterprise was in Agitationi tha 
We were at length refblved to ftrike a Blow, and en« 
deavour to obtain thofe Terms by C^mpni/mh wbicft 
We bnd in vain attempted to procure by ftrfuafim 
and gmiU Metbddt i e^ecially, when odr Allies> ths 
Sfatis GmwuU ient a krge Squadron of their Ships* 
under the Command of a brave, experienced Oti&cer, 
to join us. This Opinion, of vigorous Couniels ha- 
ving been taken, continued to- prevaul for feveral 
Months^ though People began to wonder that the 
Execution of them was delayed from- Time to Time; 
At length, We were let into a great Secret by a etr* 
taiih Comt-WriNTi who told us that the YhtttcSfh'* 
bttU was fb far from being deiigned to a^ agaonft 
Spuin^ as it was generally apprehended, that it was 
fitted out to Oonvoy a Body or Troops into Italyy to 
iecure the eventual Succeition ofTstfcany, Farma and[^ 
l^UcentU for the Infant Don Cttrlosj as the befl and 
only Expedient ibr fettling the Peace of Europt, This 
was fbmewhat furprizing at firft ;. becauie this 
Succeflion was never mentioned in the provifionsd 
HftMtyy publiih'd laft Winter^ and efpecially j&om ar 
Itfan, who had aflerted and taken great Pains to proves 
but a few Months before, that it was a Point, whictr 
threatened the Liberties of Enropef and therefore 
would never be comply 'd with by any of the chief 
Powers i particularly by Great Britain. It is now a- 
bove two Months ago that He recanted thefe AfTer-^ 
fiions; and maintained, on the contrary, that it is our 
lotereft to efbbliihDon Carlos vel Italy i nay, that the 
Fleet was equippU for this Purpofe ; though no fucb 
Enterprise hath been yet undertaken ; and the Seafbn' 
of the Year is fb far advanced, that I cannot think 
any fuch Defign is now in Agitation^. 

But it may be asked, perhaps, with what Defign: 
therefore was thh Sqftadron equipp'd$ of what Service 
katb ttbeen- 1& theNation, or the general Ciufe of 

fi % Peace)^ 
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Peace ; and for what Reaibna if it fiill continue at 
Sfitheadi To wiiicii I aofwer* that it is oot proper 
for private Men to pry too dofely into Secrets of 
State, bofiire Thoie^ who have the Maoagemeat of 
Af&irs, think fit to divulge them. We ought to reft 
iatisfy'd and affitred that thefb Meafurei. however 
unaccountable to us, were influenced hy very good 
Motives I and that Thofir, who porfued tliem» are able 
to juftify their Coodud in t fnper ?Uue, and when 
they are call'd upon by a frofir Authmtf. 

lu the mean Time, though the chief End of this 
Equipment is not yet known, I think my MS abk 
to prove that it hath been incidentally ierviceahle to 
the Nation in ieveral Refpedls of great Imporranoe. 

In the firfi Place, t^ Squadron hath undeniably Se- 
cured us from any Invafions, or Attempts* which 
might otherwiie have been made upon us thb Sum- 
mer, in Favour of the Fretender, purfiiant to a fecre$ 
jtrticUf which was fignM (as we were iblcmnly aflii* 
red) by the Emperor and the King of Spain for that 
Purpole; for notwithfbuiding the repeated Aflurances 
of fime Writers, I do not find that the fbrmidsUstle 
Conjuadion of thofe tvo Towers is yet diil<riv'd j and 
con^uently we ought not to lay afiide our Apprehcn* 
fion on that Account. 

'* I know very well {to uf§ the Words oftho Enqui* 
^ rv) how cafy and how common ic is to laugh at 
*' the Name of the trotendor^ yvhenever it is men* 
«* tion'd upon fuch Occafions, as a political Bugbear 
** or Scarecrow } a meer Word of Alarm i or zTuppot 
** to be piay'd by Scatefinen at their Pleaiare, uid 
*^ whenever their Defigns require it. But it wouid be 
** very unfortunate for Groat Britain, and end in the 
** total Ruin of us and our Pofterity, if Tho(e, who

Qnd:Exfi€ncesi For though no fuch Attempt mighr 
probably have been ma£, if this Fleet had not beeo: 
equipped ^. yet (as this excellent fVriter obierves)' wc 
ought to> be Jaily and hourk upon our Guard^ am( 
remove all Poi&bility of Dangers iSnce Preventim^ 
§f Evils bach been.ever acknowledged the befiCkre. 

But, feconMy^ we have not only prevented any /it«f 
vafi$iiy which might have been proje^ed againft u^ 
by keeping our Fleet ftation'd in this Manner, on our 
AVJi C0aft } but have likewiie avoided giving any po{^ 
fiUe Umbrage either to our Frie»^/, or our ^nemiesi 
They cannot now |Mretend that We have been guilty^ 
o£ any HeftUities, as they did. in. the Caie of ftopping^'^ 
the Galleons. Our Operations, thfs Summer* have 
boen meerly sUfenfive, in Conformity to. the tZVe^i^ (f^ 
Hanover ; and therefore we have the utnaofl:' Reaib» 
to» expe& that the Negotiations of Peace will now 
proceed, without' any nirther D»fSculties» or Objec^- 
tioas to our CmdsUl. 

By this domefiick Armada We have likewift pre«^ 
vented the DeflruBion of oter Sailors, which was (b^ 
much lamented* during the Blockade of FcrtoMU^ 
Oar Malecontents. hxve no: Opportunity- to^ complain, 
ifl* their ufual, p(^ular Manner, that our Britifh r^avyi 
and Seamen (the great Bulwark of our Nation) have 
Uin rotting at Sfithsady as. They did at the Baftimentos^. 
by Wornosy Jjifeafesy and Want of 'mholefime Provifionsi, 
fioF can They mourn over any irave Admirals^ who- 
lioye perUhed there in the Service of. their Country*.

I hope it will not be thought ridtctilous to mentiofi 
another Advantage, • of lefs Confequence indeed than 
any of the former, which the PuDlick hath reccifM 
from this Fleet; and That is, the great Stop, which 
it muft neceilarily have put to that detefbable Pra6Hce 
o^fmuggling, or running Goods, (and thereby dcfraudiiig 
his Majcfty's Revenue} which hath grown of late 
Years> to an enormous Height on thofe Coaftt. I 
hope, 1 fav, that it will not be thought ridiculoiis to 
mention This amongft other Advantages $ for thottgh

The Rtiinm-ch, or chief Ruler, is nomi- 
nally a Wtififr only and Ctcatuie of the Piincci bu*

He dees every 
Thing in his Prince's Name and by his Prince's Autho* 
rit7» except Good 9 which he always does in his owm 
Ni^m^ (vKnenev«r he happens to do any) and claims 
the ibJe Merit of it to SSmfilf. His Govermnenc 
therefore raay properly be called a mimfierhl Oovem^

. Thc& Roiimrchs^ Jhtfian^ are commonly nr» IM^ 
of plebeian Extra^ioo and fmall Inherit^ce \ aodai 
their Power \& a mam^ftUfurpationupon tbePrino&V 
Prerogative, and tends to the Oppreffion of the People i 
their Government {dklomla^ long ; for which Reafcm 
it is a conibuit Maxim amoogft them^to fill thdr Coffers ^ 
as £i(l as They can. Their Meafures and Methods of 
dcHng This are very extraordinary 5 though well 
enough fuited to the Nature of their Government. 
The KobvMtch in PoneiTion confiders very rightly, 
that as He bath unjuftly engroTs'd the whole Power 
of a Nation into his own Hands, with a View to ex** 
orbijjint Gain, all the honeft and fenfible Part of the 
Nation mufl: of Coniequesce be his Enemies. He- 
therefore admits no Perfon to any coniiderable PoO: of 
Truft and Power under Him, who is not either 4 
Mation, ACrtMiure^ or a thorough- fac*d Tool, whom^ 
he can lead at Pleaiure into any dirty Work, v\^thou€ 
being abletodifcover hisDetigns, or the Confequences 
of them. He knows thzt Ignorsnce is often the Mttr 
thift sf O^diiJUi, Of Will as Devotion, As for his 
mferior Agents and Inftruments, 'He takes them out 
of the vileft of the People, whom be iecures by Qtr* 
fHftkn, On the other Hand, He makes it his partieu*r 
lar Bufinefs to difcouatenance Men of Probity, Ixarn* 
ing aodUnderfUndi^gj whom He dares not truf^ and 
therefore ham. He endeavours to (a«ke fatrntifm ^ 
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tnd fuUkk spirit ridiojiouSf by repreienting them as 
theE£(cds of Msduefs, or Jifrppointid Amhttum. He 
maintaios roundly that Brikery, when well apply'd, is 
an excellent, political Virtae, without which no Go- 
vernment can (ubfift i and to convince the World of his 
Sincerity, He makes it the (ble Expedient of his own. 
He rules by Momy, the Root of aU Evils, and founds 
)iis iniquitous Dominion in the Cwrrupticn of the 
People. 

• The greateft IXfficuIty, which he hath to ftruggle 
with, is when He meets with a Prince of Virtue, For- 
titude and Wifdom. Thou wilt wonder, Ruftsn^ 
how the Ra^indrchal Government can Cvh^^vm^crfvLch 
a Prince ; but alas! thou knoweft that even the great- 
eft and wiieft of Princes (though defcended from the 
Stin, like our oriental Monarchs) are but Men } fubjed); 
to the fame Frailties and Imbecilities with other 
Men. Nay, their high Station is, in many Refpeds, a 
Misfortune. It puts them out of the Road of com* 
mon Intelligence and Information. It lays them un- 
der a Nece^ty of trufting to their Servants and Favou- 
rites. They cannot fee with their own Eyesi nor 
hear with their own Ears. On This depends the ttfi^i^ 
narch's Security. He defers up his Mafter. He^ckt 
cloie to his Ear, and infufes into it whatever Notions 
and Prejudices He thinks fit, or finds ferviceable to 
his Intereft and Ambition. He leads Him into Mea* 
fures, contrary to the Intereftand Inclinations of his 
Subjed^s, in hopes of divening the popular Odium 
from Him (elf. He reprefents his own perfonal Ene- 
mies (whom Corruption and MaU-Admimftration have 
made fuch^ as Enemies to their King and their Country. 
He forges (bam Plots i fuborns m£c Evidence i and 
tries every Art to make the People jealous of their 
Prince, and the Prince diffident of his PeopI<^ in- order 
to make Himfelf neceflary to his Service. 

This is not all. I told thee, Euftan, that none of 
the northern frincti were properly MowMrths, or m^ 

fobtts 
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fyluf Sovtreigns $ but in tho£t Gotbick Cottntries, 
where R»bwccray generally prevails, the Prince is 
limited and reilrained by Laws, Qaths and Coatra^fcs 
between Hliv and his Suije^s, who have a Share i^ th« 
L^iflatnre, and fend their jDit^m/w to ad in Concert 
with Him. He can raife no Moneys the great Sinew 
of Government) without their Approbation and Con- 
ient. They have likewife a Power to cdl his Mimftirs 
to Account for all their A^ons, and have often 
obliged Him to give them up to Juftice, againfl His 
own Inclinations. It is therefore neceflary for a Man* (/ 
who a^ires to BM&marchal Fever , to fecure the I>e- 
pHties of the People on his Side, as well as the Frmc$ 
Himfelf. This, I am told, was no eafy Matter in 
former Times i the Deputies being a numerous Bod^ 
of Men» ftubbornly tenacious of their Rights and Li- 
berties j but modern Rtbinarebs have found out a Me* 
thod of fbftening this old-fa(hioned, rigid Virtue to 
their Purpoies* They do This chiefly by giving En- 
couragement to Luxury zndExtrMvagMnce, the certain 
Forerunners of Indigence, Dependance and Servility. 
Some are.ty'd down with Honours^ Titles and Preferm 
mentsi of which the Biobinarch engroiles thel^i^fal 
to Himfelfi and others with Bribu, which are called 
J^ii/A^n/ in thefe Countries. Some are perfuaded to pro- 
fiitute Themfelves for the lean Reward of Hopes and 
^romifesi and others, more fenfelefs than all of them, 
have 4csificed their Principles and Confciences to a Set 
of Farty-J^ameSi without any Meaning, or the Vanity 
of appearing in Favour at Court, 

The Kabinnrchy having thus eflablifh'd Himfelf in 
Power, begins to difcover and exert his Capacities 
for Governments He corrupts the People with their 
own Money, to part with their own Money -, and by 
xhrowing a Bucket or two of Water, at convenient 
Times, into the Well, pumps out again what Quan- 
tities He pleafcs. He loads them with Tdxes^ to keep 
them &om growing wanton with Wealthy and plunges 

them 
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them into Deh^ to fecure thefr Aff^&hns. He w^ 
gotiates them into Difficnltiis and Di/hiffts, to make 
great Sums of Monerneceflary for w&t are called 
fecret Services y 9Xid oridles them with larg9 merct* 
nsrv jirmies, to prcfenre them fromjQ^^wfjr, SUvery^ 
and OffreJJk9. 

When He hath bled them down almoft to the laft 
Gaflp, He comforts them with Affiirances, that They 
were never m fo vigorous a State of Health, rie 
defires them to judge of the puWick Profperity by 
his own ; and infblently endearours to convince them 
that they are not miferablj poor, becaufe Ho is ex- 
orbitantly rich. 

In the fame Manner that He governs ASsars at 
home. He would wiDingly rule them abroad ; that Is, 
by Monef rather than Almty\ but in This He com- 
inonly finds Hhnfdf diiappointed. They take hfa 
Money ^ without doing hUjobsy unlefs when He fome* 
times happens to meet with Minijlers of Icfs Depth 
and Penetration than JiUmJelf, 

I told Thee, Kir/f/ifi, that this new^&ngled Medley 
of Government fcldom lafts long in the Peribn of 
one Man. Nay, Thou wilt conclude, from the fmall 
Sketch, which I have given Thee of it, that it can- 
not be of lone Duration, without overthrowing the 
Conftitution itfelf, and deftroying the Prince, as well 
as the People. The RobirMrch carries every Thing 
before Him, in the Zenith of his Power, which is 
too violent and rapid to be ftemm'd ; but at length 
the Cries of the People become loud and importu- 
nate, and general as their Diftrefles. They reach the 
Prince's Ears , and pierce his Heart. He makes Enquiry 
into their Complaints ,* and finding them juft, rouses 
Himfelf up to Vengeance, and refolves to redrefs them. 
The RoBinarch perceives the impending Storm. He 
ices it gathering over his Head, and leaves no Art 
untry'd to break, or, divert it. There is ibmething, 
Rnftan, very tragi-comical in this Crifii of his Fate, 

I He 
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He writhes, vpinches, didorts Himfelf, and (hews a 
manifeft Difturbance in his Looks, his Words, and his 
Anions. He imks his proud Creft. He becomes 
very humble and defceods to little, mean Apologies 
for his Condud. He defires that he may not be an- 
iwerable for Events, though they evidently flow from 
his own wild Counfels and extravagant Meaiures, He 
imputes the Calamities of his Councry, which his in- 
fitiable Avarice hath occafioned, to the natural Flue- 
taadoa of human A£Fairs > to unavoidable Accidents » 
the Obdinacy of foreign Powers j or the malevolent 
Oppoiition of domeftick Enemies y of thofe very Ene- 
mies whom, upon other Occafions, he affeds to treat 
with Indifference and Contempt. When he is beaten 
out of thefe weak Holds, he does not fcruple to lay 
the Blame on the Winds, the Weather and the Seafms\ 
and even prefumes to arraign Providence as the Au- 
thor of his Mifmanagemeot. Thou can'fl not he 
iiifprized, Rujian, to hear that fucb a Man will 
ftick at nothing to (ecure himfelf in this Diftrcfsj 
that he is falfe, ungrateful and perfidious j that he 
cancels all Obligations, human and divine j and is 
willing to give up a Friend, a Relation, or even a 
BROTHER, who hath proved faithful to Him for 
many Years, to the Difad vantage of his own Cha- 
radler, and been ready to lend his Name and Autho* 
fifyj upon all Occaiions, to fupport Him in his un- 
righteous Power. But the People fthe injur'd, en- 
raged People) will not be fatisfy'd with This. They 
keep their Eyes ftedfaftly fix'd on the Principal of 
^heir Misfortunes, and will not fuffer them to be di- 
verted by fuch a mock Sacrifice of iiis inferior Agents 
and Accomplices, They know very well who hath 
been their great Opprejfor, and expe£^ to fee Him made 
an Example of Juftice. 

The G^f/^ifit Governments of the North, R«/?/r», ar^ 
naturally fubjcdl to thefe Robinarchal Ufurpations. I 
have been informed that England iticlf (the bed con-

them. They tell me that, even in the Time of their

How patnfiil a Task muft it be, IRufiMn, fbr a 
brave People to fubmit to fuch a mean, plebeian and 
inglorious Tyranny ? Is it not much more tolerable to 
be Slaves, as our Afiatieks are, under a great, high- 
born Prince, whole Lineage fets Him above the Level 
of other Men, than to crouch and truckle to a Fellow- ' 
Subje(5l, an Upftart gf Yefterday, whofe only Pi;^- 
eminence conlifts in his exalted Guilt and diftinguifli'd 
Genius for Wickednefs ?

which the King of Spam hath reserved to Himfelf, by 
the AJpmto CamraBy out of the Profits of the annual 
Shipi for which, it is iaid, the Court of DinBors 
have not accounted with his catholick Majefty ilnce 
that CtntraB was made. This was not, at fir (I, ge- 
nerally underAood, when the Gentleman roention'd ir ;

impending Rain,* than when a grenf BHiivtrMnet^ 
HKTboght.but a fewTears before, and in the Memory 
•f maay Kvin^ it in a Manner ^utce forgot, and the 
Hmi whowasthelnftrumentof Providence in bring- 
u^ It; about, almoft intirely baried in Oblivion. I 
WW not pafi'ib bad a Compliment on the pre&nt 
Afgs^ ms to (ay that This is the Cafe of our Nation, 
with ripped to King WILLIAM $ chough I muft 
(own, tint I have often grieved to hear his illuftrious 
Name frequently mentioned with io much Coldneis, 
even by 'Adft, who make the higheft Pretenfions to 
the Mnciples of U^ty. Whctner This proceeds 
from their governing Themfelves by Maxims and 
Coaofels, which arc the very Reverie of Thofc, that 
prevailed whilft He was on the Throne; or thsit 
They are fccrctly confcious to Themfelves^ that the 
££fe6b of all their Labours and political Schemes is the 
undoing of what was done in hb Time, I (hall fi0( 
prefume to determine. 

As the Anniverfary of his Birth and lanMtig h 
England is to be celebrated next Week, I am Sire, 
Mr. D'Anvers, (notwithftanding the poor Calumnies of 
fbme obfcure Wrttches) you will heartily join with 
me in commemorating (bme of the many beneBcisd 
Things, which Heaven was pleafed to do for us by 
the Hand of this great Prince. It is impoffible, in 
this ihort Eflay, to defcribe the difmai Situation we 
were in* when He came to reicue us. Our Con(H* 
tution was totally {iibvcrted i our Rights and Libertief 
invaded in the mod open, undi%ui^ Manner ; and 
religious, as well as civil Slavery in a fair Way of being 
intailed on thefe Nations for ever. Then it was that 
the immortal Pf7LLr^Af the third intcrpofed, and 
not only relieved us from thefc Opprefllons, but put 
our Privileges on a more fiire Footing than ever they 
were before. Our Anceftors had, ^moft from the 

X Begin- 
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Beginning of the Monarchy, been aflerting their Li- 
berties, and bravely contending againft the Incroach- 
ments of the Crown. It was not the Houieof Sfuan 
only, that attempted to ilretcb the FrerogMPtvi. The 
bed of the T$ul$rs and VUntAgentu have, at Times, made 
very free virith the Rights of their People. But during 
the Reign of our gtorims Deliverer, the People of 
Gnat BritMin had an Opportunity of fettling their Con- 
(litution on £0 firm aBafis, that is now impoiUble for 
any Prwce to over-turn it. No j it mud now laft as 
long as the Ifland irfelf i unlefs, by a fatal Infatuation* 
it fhall ever be bafcly given up by the Teople them- 
felves 'y an Events which no human Wifdom can guard 
againfl. The BiU ef Rights (which, however defec- 
tive in fbme Particulars, may be juHIy called a fecond 
Magna Charta of England) was intirely the Work- 
xnanfhip of his Hands. Such a Bill was propofed by 
his Highnefs in his Declaration at the Hagm, as the 
only Remedy of the numberlefi Calamities, under 
which our Country then groan'd, before it was, I be- 
lieve, once thought of by our mofl zealous Patriots at 
home. It is in this Bill that the Rights and Privi- 
leges of the Englijh Subjedls are ib clearly defined, and 
the Pretenfions of the Crown fo wifely limited, that 
no Prince fincc that Time, ever hath, and I dare fay 
none will ever be fo hardy as to attempt a Power to 
difpenfe with our Lawsi that great Grievance of the 
EngliJJj Nation in former Times. 

The Li&erty of the Pre/s, and the uiH of Toleration, 
thofe two inefiimable Blcffings, date their Commence- 
ment from this happy Period. The retrieving of our 
Coin, when funk fo low in its Value, that the mofk 
ianguine Friends of the Government defpaired of ever 
remedying fo fatal an Evil, will always be a (landing 
Proof of his fuperior Genius, and that nothing was 
too difficult for Him and his Miniflers, where the 
Good of the Publick was concerned.

A§ hk Dttfigm vv^e p€kt, juft and ge&tfrdti^, Bi 
hk Mea&res of purfiiing tliem were plaii]^> uhifortfi 
Bdd undiiguifed. Hit hGni^ifiy like Himielf, were 
Men of great AbilirieiiB and Integritjr. JgtMrantw, in 
his^Rdgn, was not efleemed Merk ^ nor was M§rk 
tlioaglitaoy Difqnaliftcation for Preferment. Arts and 
Schnees, and Liorning of all Kinds were encouraged^ 
end the Patrons of them advanced to the higheft St«- 
tiofW in Church and State. THloifa» adorn'd thtMifi^^i 
Mt difpens'd the Cr9wn-Lmif *, and Samets and Halifax 
]Hl!fided intheCi»^f»«/. 

But his Care and Vigilance were not confined to our 
domeftick Interefts only. If we turn our Eyes abroad, 
we (hall find Great-Britah^, under his auipicious Gck 
ycmment, rifing in her Figure, and of greater Weigh); 
in the A^irs of i!«f^^f , than ever (he had been, finfefc 
the glorious Days of <^en ElizMhth. The Situation; 
Riches, Trade and naval Force of this Iflond may 
inake her, at any Time, v^ery confiderable and courted 
by her Neighbours 3 but all thefe Advantages, in the 
Hands of weak, ignorant Mm, will bring Contemp 
upon a Nation, inftead of being of any real Service td 
it. We have feen, in more Reigns than one, mighty 
and formidable Sea- Armaments, commanded by OfH- 
cers of undifputed Bravery and Condu^, fedt abroad 
to fcveral Parts of the World only to proclaim the In- 
fufficiency and Stupidity of the Minfjiers, Who drew 
up their Orders. Quite different was the Cafe in this 
Reign. Our Fleets triumphed wherever they came; 
and, in a few Years, gave fuch a fatal Blow to the then 
potent and flourifhing navd Forces of France, that 
they never began to recover till very lately, by the par- 
ticular Management of fame Gentlemen, whom every 
Body knows. Indeed, next to the perfonal Bravery 
and great Abilities of our Sovereign, nothing contribu- 
ted more to our growing Reputation, than the Situa- 
tion We were then in, withRefpe^ to foreign FrtHceh 
We had no unnatknU Allf antes.

War but with our natural Enemies the ^renck, which 
hath always proved hzppy for England -, Whereas I de- 
fy any Pcrfon to produce one fingle Inflance of our 
doing any great Things, or fb much as of our ma- 
king but a tolerable Figure, when in Conjundiion with 
them. Happy was it for Us, happy for all Europe^ 
that the humbling and keeping within due Bounds the 
exorbitant Ambition of Lovis U Grand was the reign- 
ing Inclination of King WUliam*s Soul. Though the 
Parliament was vaftly more fparing of their Money 
than they have ever been fincei though jiids and 
Taxes were not near fb liberally granted, as we haveicea 
them of late Years i how e£Ee£tually did our Monarch 
check his unjuft Attempts, and put a Stop to thofe 
m ighty Defigns, which, if crown'd with Succefs, muft 
of Courfc have enflaved Chriflcndom ? Then, if Wc 
conlidcr that the immortal Duke of Af/ir/^or^^i/^^, and 
all the other great Generals in Queen Anne*s War, only 
walked in his Steps and followed the Plan laid down 
by Him 5 We (hall find all thofe Laurels, which were 
gained in the fecond French War, originally owing to 
Him. Our Country was then blefs'd with State/men, 
\ who uoderftood the Intereft of the Nation, being well 
■ verfed in foreign Affairs i and, what feldom happens, 
ive were then equal to the French in the Cabinet^ as 
well as \tkx\\Q Field. What a glorious Figure did £»^- 
lanU make in the Treaty of Ryfwtckf Her Deciiions 
were a Law to all her Allies j and France was obliged 
to comply with her Demands. With what a noble 
Scorn and Contempt did our heroick Sovereign reply to 
the French Plenifotentiaries, who made a great Merit 
of their owning his Right to the Crown of Grf/i/-Bri- 
tain i that thev tnight withdraw that Article, if They 
f leafed } for he was King of aTeofle, who were able to 
defend his Title againft the French, and all hisQffofers f 
I know the Partition Treaty is commonly alledg'd, to 
pi ove that we were Bubbles to France then, as well 

at 
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as we have been fince. I confefs, indeed, that th« 
only material Error of King William'^ Reign was his 
mce^ and but once, trading to France j which I hope 
will be no Injury to his Memory, but rather a Warning 
to our Countrymen never to engage too deeply with a 
Nation, which by its Situation will always find its Ac- 
count in our Diftrefles and Calamities. But I wiih the 
Gentlemen, who objedt This, would confider how 
ibon King H^lliam perceived his Error } that He did 
not go on from one Miftake to another -, nor fu^er Him- 
fclf to be trifled with for fcveral Years together. 
No J upon the firft Difcovery of the Infincerity of 
that faithlefs Court, Heearly concerted fuch Mcafuresi 
as were afterwards Co bravely executed by the Engliflr 
and their Confederates-^ whom he had taught to coi>- 
quer. 

In this glorious Reign, We had no- tedious, (aunter-j^ 
mg Ctf»^rej(/ej, drolling from one Town to another/' 
and fliifting Places a^ often as the French Court i no 
teazing and bribing our Allies for a Veace, which we 
defpair'd of obtaining by our own Addrefs. It was 
not then in the Power either of our pretended Friends, 
or real Enemies, to tie up oui; Hands, or prevent us 
from making Ufe of a numerous and brave Fleet, fitted 
out at immenfe Charges, and yet with great Chear- 
fulncfs, by a People, who were fond of putting their 
Prince and Country in a Condition to do Themfclvea^ 
Juftice by more noble Methods than a llavilh Depen- 
dance on foreign Counfels and Allies^ whofe Interedit 19^ 
to weaken and impoverifh us. We then had MinifierSf 
who defended our Plantations, by ere^ing Forts inr 
necedary Places* and lending Troops to their AfTidance, 
without asking Leave of a Foreigner i nor durd any 
imperious French Priefl prefume to make them (hame- 
fully defid, or to difmifs their Tranf^orts, after They 
were adkually contraded for to carry them over. No 
Embargoes were then laid on our Shipping on falft 
Alarms i and> by fmer lndoleac$ zadF^rgetfiOnefs, coo*

einued long after the Falfhood of fuch Romoars wi« 
generally known ^ ts if the moft beneficial Pare of our 
Commerce was below the Notice of liimfitr$ \ and it 
was of no worie Confequence to detain a vaft Nitrohcr 
of richly laden Mercfaiant Ships, than for my Lord 
Puzzle to keep a Lwn-kunifr hanging on half a 
Pay in his Anti-Chamber. Our Katy wu then our 
Glory and our Defence, ftr from being a Rqproach to 
lis, and a (landing Jeft all over Euf9f$. The Repiifar 
tion of a BritiJbUmftry d\ii not then run ib bw, nor 
did their Coodudl ftand in Need of inch wretched 
Excufes, as to complain that all their NegotiatkMU 
abroad were firuftrated by mslifontgltt Hfsuha at 
home, and all their Forcea and Projeds baffled i^ 
Fsmfhlets and Nivs-fAftrs i wiuch» on o^her Ocea- 
fions, They pretended to deipiie. It would not have 
been reckmied a ^eac Matter of Triumph, at that 
time, to have obtamed a P#4r#» after more than three 
Years bribing and importuning oiftrdg^ Courts i nor 
would a Mhufi$r then liave bm e&cem*dtLJditcUMVil, 
who after frequently boafting tksi Ht hsd findlly «/- 
jufted all the AffiUrs rf his Ceknity^ was forced to 
leap at a pMtchiihmp Truci, and iet his Hirelings at 
Work to extol Him for fuch a Mailerpiece of Pdicy ; 
though He might have had it long before on thtfrmt 
Terms y which, if then accepted, might have dimi- 
nifh'd the Expcnces of the Publick, and iaved the- 
Scandal of fuch contradidory Management. I do not 
mention it, amongfl: the Gkiries peculiar to thisReign^ 
that our Tr^de was prote6l;ed, and that our Mirthanis 
had Liberty to defend themfelves and their Properties* 
or to revenge their Loiles on the Enemy i becaufry 
even under the vify werfi tf AimmifirMwns^ when 
our Affairs were at the c^reateft Extremitv, and our 
Mhiflers the moft under finign InfiMfna^ tnere is not, 
I believe, one Inftance in our Hiftory of denymg 
them this nstural tdgbt. It was alwayi a Thing 
granted of Coarie» and aa fixm as demanded* How 

would 
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would it have fliock'd the Mlniflers of th\sgreat Kingi 
how would They have monxtCd their tfw», and their 
Trince's, and their Country^ deplorable Condition, \S alf 
their Hopes and Expedlations, all their Negotiat^ons^ 
and Treaties bad been in the Power, and lain at the 
Mercy of their worft Enemy, the fVe»r^JRi»^, or his 
^rime Minifter? 

But not to infift any longer on this negative Defcrip- 
tion of our great Deliverer's Reign, I could not ac- 
quit myfelf of Ingratitude, if I forgot to take Notice- 
that the greateft, and indeed the only Security oF aU- 
theBlefllngs procured to us by KingH^lliam, was the 
fettling the Succeflion to the Crown in the illuftriousr^ 
Houfe of Hanover. To This, his moft valuable Le- 
gacy, we are indebted for the undifturb'd PolTcflion' 
of all our Liberties and Privileges, and for his moft 
gracious Majefty now on^he Throne j whofe Good- 
nefs, Juftice and Integrity will always endear Hini ta- 
hisSubjedts f for whatever Objediions fomeGentlemeii* 
are pleas'd to make again ft the Condu(ft of our fr&fent 
Minifters, I never yet met with one unprejudiced Per- 
ion, who was not fatisfied that his Majefty had the 
Good and Intereft of all his Subjects intirely at Hearty, 
and would always make the Larps of the Landthe^MM*^ 
Jure of his Government.

He Ix^ns in the Style of a Br»vo, and tells the 
World, that Mr. D*Anv9rs efiin fayj That of m Mm^ 
He Jon*t Jare fty to Him, Now, if He means hj 
This, that I doo't dare fpeak my Mind, in plain Terms, 
to his Patron, I confeis there is fome Truth in it $ an^ 
I think, I could give feveral political Reaibns, which 
would make it very improper to deal fb frankly with a 
Gentleman in his Station ; but if Atticns means Hj$i^ 
felf only, I can afTure Him that I (hall never be afraid 
of faying That to- Him» which all the World fays of 
Him.

He tells us, that the Situation of ASdks m Euroff

During the lafi Seffion^ Ws were told 
tery conftdentljTi that the Amirs of EstrMe were in t 
very good Situation > and VTe had very u>Iemn Ajfu^ 
ranees given us, that a Feace was fb far advanced, that 
it wanted only the Form of a Treaty $ but indeed F 
never thought, for my Psirt. that thefe AffurtencesctmM 
iio depended on. 

Well then, a great Vleot was neccflary at this-Juncv 
ture — ^For what ? Why, fays the Jtpologifi to avert 
this impending Storm ; to protect our Trade ; tv pro* 
iure SatisfaSiion by Arms for Depredations /v^eiu/^ com^ 
mittedy and to firce a Compliance, neteffkry ta the 
tranquility of Europe. Here it is proper to remark: 
that the firft of thefe Eoafons is the lame that I urjgedr 
in Juftification of this F/^/j that it had fecureduf 
fnm any Invafions, er Attempts, which mtght other' 
mfo hseve bnn made, in Favour of the Pretender ^ 
tlunieh I never heard of any intended Embarkation 
for that Purpofe, till this Writer was plealod to ac» 
quaint us wichit^ Idid not indeed mention, amongS 
my Eeafons, the Prote^ion of our T>adey and pro- 
curing Satisfa^Hon for paft Depredations, becaufe Idid 
not find that thoCe good Ends were then obtained by 
it. Neidier am I yet fiiUy convinc'd that this FUet 
bath firmed she Spaaiaids iuteti Compliance witheuw^ 
Demsnds. But 
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But, fays the Apologift again, vhy might iwf Thofe, 
who had before infulted us by Land, and unjuftly ra- 
vaged fy Sea, have done the fame again, haaThv^ nop 
been awed by the Terror of cur Navy ? How, without 
This, might They not for a Time have ufurfd the So- 
vereignty of the Seas ; infejied our Coafts 5 interrupted 
all Commerce; and done us infinite Damage and 

Difhonour? To all which I (hall only fay, that I 

wifli our Accounts from the PTeft-Indtes did not con- 
firm the Continuance of thcfe Infults and Ravages, 
which infeft our Coafts, and interrupt all Commerce m 
thofe Tarts, to our infinite Damage (and I am afraid I 
might fay} ourDifljonour, 

The Apologifi goes on, and asks j how highly probs* 
ble is it, that to this Fleet PTe owe the Prefervation of 
fo valuable an Acquifition as Jamaica ? I am glad to 
hear, that this IJland is ever £0 happy as to have a Share 
in the Confultations of Great-Britain-, but the Gentle- 
mcnof Jamaica, according to all Advices from thence, 
had no Apprehenfions of this Nature, nor felt any 
Uneafinefs, after the firfl Alarm, but what proceeded 
from a long Embargo, in the moft critical Seafbn, and 
the Continuance of martial Law, for feveral Months, 
upon this Occafion. 

But how unhappy is it (fays our Atticus) that fo ju- 
dicious, fo wife a People as the Dutch fhould differ from 
Afr.D'Anvers? — Really, lam not con&iousof any Dif- 
ference between their High-Mightineffes and My felf-, 
and I hope it will not be in the Power of the Apolo* 
gift to create one between us. But This hath been an 
Argument much infiftcd on, to juftify the Equipment 
and Continuance of the Fleet at 5'/>//^eW; that it mufk 
have been done for very good Reafons, becaufc the 
Dutch co-operated with Us. Whereas I can fire no 
manner of force in itj for it is poffible that the 
Dutch might have fecret Reafons for their Condu^, 
which are not yet communicated to the World j or 
perhaps our Malecments will take the liberty- to -fay.

Mr^jUfUm does me the Honour to copy after vac

However, We muftdo Him the Juftice to acknow^ 
ledge, thjtt He inMs opon greater Matters i for He 
fays, that purfuant te lifis (the Combination of the 
Mnglijh and Dutch Squadrons) We htMrd of their ma^ 
king Advrances, coming into ConceiTions, abating i^ 
their Demands, resMving Obftacles, giving agreeable 
Afluraaces, and doing the utmoft cofdd be exfeBed t» 
Jhem their Inclination te renew the antient Amity fuh* 
fij^g hetieeen the two Cnmts. I wifti I could con- 
gratulate my Country on the Truth and Certainty of 
thcfe Particulars j for if this proviponal Fleet (as an^^ 
ther Writer calls it) hath a^ually fbrc'd the Sfani/nrds 
into a Compliance, it is needlefs to produce any other 
Kea(bns in its Juftification. But wc have not yet re-

AtticMs therefore might as well have fumm*d up his 
whole Apology with faying, that tho Dauphin's Birth 
vas inttrely owing to the Fleet at Spithead. 

I doubt not that the Gentlemen, in the publickDi- 
region, are able to give much better Reafons for this

I have neither Room nor Inclination to take any

Mifchief, but what is eafily averted} but when, 
through Ignorance or Inadvertency^ They come to 
that Height that every one difcerns them, there is 
no Room for any Remedy, and the Difeafe is in- 
curable. The Biomans therefore, forefceing their 
** Trouble afar off, opposed themfelves in Time, and 
" never fwaltow^d any Injury to put off a War ; for 
** they knew that fVar was not avoided, but d^erred

SIR, 

Did myfHf the Honoar, about this Time 
Twelve-month, to (end yon fbme Re- 
marks on the Spsmjh DtfrtdsiUns ia the 
IVeft'lndm, The Continuance of the iame 

Outrage, and the trefh Misfortunes of 

tw^ of our moft confiderMt Colomes there, call upon me 
to trouble you once more in their Behalf. The long 
JEmSargoiks^ which have been laid upon the Ships at 
^maicM and Virginln, are well known to every one;^ 
The Complaints of the Merchants are very loud and 
frequent on this Account i and, if what they fay. be 
true, (as I am always inclined to believe the Mrr- 
chants) thefe Embargoes have done us very near as 
much Prejudice as the Violence and open Force of the 
Spaniards j for I am informed that the French^ by thefe 
Means, have been able to ftock the European Markets 
with Sugar and Tobacco j while our Commodities of 
that Kind lie negledled on our Hands. Indeed the 
Cuftoms this Year will rife higher from our fmaU 
Exportation, and conftquently from the fevo Drawbacks, 
which will be paid j fo that there will be no Likely- 
hood of an jirrear, or Deficiency to be fupply'd again. 
But as the French have had an Opportunity of breaking 
in upon our Tlantation Tradot it is certain that our 
Colonies muft decline moie and more 5 zjxdLihn Cuftoms, 

I wiiicji 
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which receive large Supplies from thence, muft de- 
creafe for the future, and the civil Lift fail off, in Pro- 
portion to the Decay of our Trade. No good Sub- 
]e€t can fee any Abatement in this Part oi the Re- 
venue, without great Concern i becauie Co large a I 
Share of it is appropriated for his Majefty's HouJhoU, I 
to fupport the great and neccfTary Expence of it with \ 
proper Luftre, Dignity and Honour. 

But if this Fa6t of the Eml^argoes^ and the Confe- 
quences of them be true, it may perhaps be worth 
our while to confider what Right in general a Cover- 
nor of a' Plantation ha» to |lay an Embargo on Ship* 
ping } and, in the next Place, if there be fuch a Right* 
what true and luftifiable Caufc there was, in the prc- 
fefit Cafe, for thefe long and mifchievous Embargoes at 
Jamaica and Virginia, 

As to the fafii I have been informed, that it hasbcea 
much controverted by eminent Lawyers, whether 
even the King himfclf has, by Law, a Power to lay 
an Embargo, It is certainly, during the Time, an entire 
Stop to T^ade in that Inftance. It puts the Property 
of the Subje^ abfolutely in the Power of the Prince^ 
and makes him, in that particular, compleatly arbi' 
trary. But confidcring that abfolute NeceJJtty tazy 
. juftify fuch a Power 5 th^t there muft be a real Caufe 
for the Exercife of it, equal to the Power itfelf ; and 
that the oillv Rule and Meafure of exercifing it is the 
Welfare and Safety of the Nation; I think the King 
has this Power, and may ufe it under thefe feveral 
Limitations. But if there be no tme^ real, 2nd great 
Caufe for executing this Part of Sovereignty; or ifit- 
take any other Turn than the fublick Good; then 
it is no longer Prerogative, but arbitrary^ lawlefs 

mil. 

But it does by no Means follow, that though the 
King may have this fpecial and great Prerogative, there- 
fore a Governor of a. Colony ihould have it j for perhaps 
This may be an inherent ^ incommunicable Prerogative 
Vol. V. Q. not 
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not gTMtMt to the Subjedl j or (hoold it be grantMblit 
yet if it be not aBnally granted^ no Govimor of a 
Plantation can do fuch an Ad, without the Concur- 
rence of the Legifkture of that Country. Their Con- 
{cnt is neccdary ; becaufe thev are to be bound, and 
fuffer all the Confequences of luch a Refblution. 

But fuppoftng iarther, that our Pimntathn-Gover' 
nors are capable of having this Power i and more- 
over that they all have it in their Commi£»ns $ the 
next Point to be confider'd will be, what true and 
juftiBable Caufe there was for thefe long Embarks. 

As to Jfamaica, the Apprehenfion we had of a 
Defcent from the SfMnUrJs was the publick Reaibn 
of that Embargo } and as I anfi a Well-wi(her to the 
Mmijhy, I will fuppofe Jnformation was given to 
them, cither by our Ambajfadors Abroad^ or by [omt 
Ally entirely in our Interefts. I will fuppofe that the 
Delign was rtally intemled i nay that Meafures were 
a6kually taken by the Spaniards for an Invafioni that 
immediately, upon fuch Information here, Advice of 
it was fent abroad, arui not only Advice^ bat proper^ 
and timely Ajpjlance', for if anyof Thelc feU, then the 
Quef^ion will recur whether there was a juft Caufi 
for th's Embargo, I know it has been objedled by 
the J-aeobite Farty, that a Souadron of Men of War, 
with a proper Number of Soldiers, (hould have been 
ient to Jamaica at the fame Time, that the Account 
of the intended Invafim was ient thither; but iiich 
an armed Force muit needs have givep Umbrage to 
our Allies^ and have inth'ely difturbed the pacifick 
Meafures hitherto taken by us. I am however confi- 
dent of This, that fome Affiance was lent ; tho* I 
am afraid it fell into the Hands of the Gnarda Cofa*s^ 
becaufe I have not heard that any has yet arrived at 
Jamaica. 

As to Virginia^ I am indeed at a Lofs to give any 
fufficient Reafon (or that Embargo That Colony is a 
good Way removed from the Spaniards i fo that thece 

could 
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could be no Apprebcnfions fibm them. Tbe 'French 
are eur Boibtn Friends ^ Ixsean in Europe \ for in tbc 
Weft-lndies they do us all the Miichtef thty can, aod 
flir up th&InMans to invade our Plantations. Perhaps, 
ibme Invafion of this Sort might occafion that Embargo. 
The French have large Settlements at Canada^ and 
down the MiJ^ffi J equal to ours in their Extent, as 
well as the Goodnefs and Variety of their Commo- 
dities. They are likewife encreaQog and improving 
them every Day. They are now iettling Santa Luds 
and St, Vincent, in the Neighbourhood of Bar^adoeSf 
and which lie in a moft advantageous Situation to in* 
terrupt all the Leeward- IJland jyade, and to be pror 
tc&ed by their great Settlement at Martinico, 1 am 
unwilling to beheve that our late Misfortunes are 
owing to them i for They certainly are in our Intc* 
jt^s^ notwith^nding the Suggeftionsof J^/ir^^irfiand 
Malecontents'y becaufe it is £o much their Advantage 
to be true to^ and fincere with us. And though they 
have received immenfc Benefit from thefe Embargoes t 
yet I am perfuaded it was only accident al^ and did 
not proceed from any Scheme, or laboured Defign, I 
will likewife fuppofehere, as I did in the Cafe o^ fa- 
tnakHy that there was Zjuft Caufe for this Embargo ^ 
and that the Meafures were vife and necejfary j for 1 
can never bring myfelf to think that any one Minifter, 
or a whole Miniftrft could dired: a Thing of fuch ai| 
extraordinary Nature, as an Embargo is, unlefs it wai 
certain that there was a great and impending Mi/chief. 
SttchCondu^ would be very weak zxd dangerous i be- 
caufe the Legidature have, in many A€ts of Parlia- 
ment, exprefi'd the Senfe they had of the great Im- 
fortance of oiar Plantations ; and the NegleSi of them- 
was made a principal Article of high Troafon againft 
the Earl of Clarendon \ who, though greatly deierving 
of his Country in many Refped:s, could nor, on this 
Account, efcape the juft Re^tment and Indignation 
•f the Hffi^ of Cmm^ib.

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You will obfcTTc, Mr. D*Anvers, that thefc Obicr- 
vations, on the Subjedi of Em&argois, are as general 
as I could pofTibly make them, confidering the pre- 
fent Circum(!ances of our Colonies and TUntuHens $ 
but I muft do the Governor of yumaica the Juftice 
to acknowledge, that I have been informed He laid 
his Inftruiiions, concerning this Deicent of the ^ii- 
niards^ before the Council of that Idand, and made 
their Advice the Guide of his Condudl, in laying the 
Embargo, and declaring martial Law, I hope the 
Governor of Virginia took the fame Precaution. But 
it is not my BuHnefs to enquire by vhpfe prevailing 
jluthority This was done. Certain it is, that it hath

liot ittean: to diredl if ^gainOl any one f articular Gen- 
I^Hif I thoogh I c#leti¥e that it would be no very

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difficult Matter to juftify it, even in that Smfi^ if ic 
was a Matter of fufficient Importance to deierve the- 
Attention of the Public k. That He thought Himfelf 
negUHed, appears very plainly from the Quotation, 
placed at the Head of this Letter, from his Dedication 
to the prefent Duke of Newcafile^ which was pub- 
li(h'd {o early in the lad Reign as the Year lyii*. How 
he was ufed, fome Years after, with Regard to his 
Tatenty for the Government of the §ld Play-Xfoufe, is 
very well known to mod People, and may be ieen.in 
the Papers, inthlcd the Theatre, which He publifhed 
on tliac Occalion. I could alfo refer to his Letter to 
the late Earl ef OXFO R D, publifti'd about the lame 
Time, and to (bme other Writings, which fully mani- 
fcft his own Senfe of the Conduct of certsin Gentle- 
men, and the Treatment He received from them i 
which made Him frequently call Himfclf the Grena- 
iiier of a Party y who fought for them, and run the 
grcatcft Hazards for a veryfmall Reward. Nay, it is 
well known that no Endeavours were (pared even to 
render Him contemptible and ridiculous, both m$hi» 
Doors and without. Whether He received as much as 
He deferv'd, is what I (hall not pretend to determine, 
in this nice Age of proportioning Rewards to Merit and 
Service, as He expreiles it Himielf. It is a Point as 
foreign to the prefent Queflion, (whether Sir Richard 
Stcdt was ill ufed or not) as if I (hould ailert that fbme 
other Perfons have received much more than They de- 
fer ved. 

I think you therefore very much in the Right, Mr. 
D'Anvers, to wave fuch perfbnal Controverfies as 
Thefe j which can be of no Service to the Publick, 
and are thrown out with no other View than to di« 
vert you from more iipportant Enquiries.

' This Article is very fully clear, and explicit to the 
Purpofe. It contains no Ambiguities, and leaves no

the Fortifications to the Land-fide, in Purfuance to 
their Stipulation 1 but left the Moles, Dykes, and Har» 
bour intire for feveral Months s and &nt over the Sieur

You gave us Notice, Mr. D'Anvers, almoA two 
Years ago, that the French had then clear'd the H^r* 
bour fb far, by letting in the Land fPkt»rs, as to ad- 
mit Ships of confiderable Burthen i which They pre- 
tended was done providentially by the Tides. Nay, the 
News-Papers informed us that the People of Dunkirk 
had even petitioned their Sovereign to repair it intirely i 
and that his Ntdjefty returned only for Aniwer, that it 
was not jet a proper Time to think tf that Jiffdir $ 
which imply'd too flrongly that a proper Time would 
come i though the Faith and Honour of the French 
Nation are fblemnly engaged, by the Article before- 
mentioned, that Dunkirk 7^4// never be repair ed^ or 
made an Harbour again. 

You have fince often repeated thefe Notices^ and if 
what hath been confidently reported (and never yet 
contradicted) is true, the Genuemen in the AdminU 
firation have not been without fbme AoprehenfioDS 
of this Nature j for it is iaid that Colonel Armfirong^ 
our iirft Engineer, was fome time ago fent over to 
J>unkirk, by Authority from hence, to infped): the 
Condition of that Harbour i but not having obtained 
a Licence for that Purpofe from the Court of Franco t 
the Governor would not permit Him to execute his 
Commiffion, but caufed Him to be taken up, and 
confined with a Guard upon Him. 

What I would infer from hence is, that (if thisAc« 
count is true) the Condu^ of the French Governor,

Our Title to (MriUtMr hath been 6acm 
call'd in QiefHon by tl!« SfmiMrds^ who have idready 
put us to a very great Expence in maintaimi» it $ and 
if the French, in Violation of Treaties^ mould re* 
pair Dunkirk, I tremUe to think of the Cdnfequenees. 
Millions on Millions hav^ in Inch .a Cafe» been tx-> 
pended to no Porpoie. Our TYmJ^ maft become in* 
finitely more precarioM than it is ahvady, and almoft 
ablblutely dependent on the Plea^re of Frmncw. Oor 
Coafts will be expofed to eontinual Dangers, and our 
Ships will not be iafe in our own Harbours. 

What would make idich an Attempt flill more on* 
juftifiable, is, that the Fi^ench had m E^utwUent giveil 
Thcni for Dunkirk, before it was demoli(h*d. 

I do not aflert that thcfe Reports are true; but I 
think it a Matter, which deierves immediate Enquiry,

Him as the l^ifber of an aijohae Pmit, and coo- 
fider that his View was toifmake his Mafter a^ great 
as pofible, accocdiog to ^hat Form ^ G^vimimnf i 
I cannot help thtnkii\g that He wxites much more can- 
didly« impartially and hone(Hy, than our modern Ad- 
vocates for Power fii %frfeCoimtfy. 

I have now before me the Teftamwt p^Utsqm jrf 
thsLtgreoj Man^ which He wrote for the inAru£kioa 
of his Mafter, Lovis XIII. and as a Guide to his Con- . 
dvifi: in the Reformation of thofe flagrant jifikfis and 
Corrufthns, which had ahnoft overwhelm-d the Gc^ 
vecpimont, both in Churdi and State, I de(ign to en- 
tertain the Reader this Week with ibme BxtruBs out 

of 
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of that Book, and fomeOifervationsMipotk them, which 
I believe will not be thought altogether unfeaibnable. 
There was, at that Time, in France, a certain Tax;, 
called the Faulette, being an annual Duty paid to the 
King by all Perfons, who enjoy'd any Tofts^ or Eiw- 
floyments in the State. This was generally complain'd 
or by the People, as the Occafion of all their Misfor- 
tunes 5 the Source, from whence all the Difirders and 
Abufes ofjuftice were derived. They defircd therefore 
that the Venality of Offices might be fupprefs'd, the 
fuccejjtve Inheritance of them extingui(h'd, and that 
They might be conferred gratis upon Mea of Abilities 
and Integrity, whofc Merit could not be called in Qacfl 
tion by Envy itfelf. 

As reafonable as thefe Complaints and Expe£btions 
appeared to be at firfl Sight, the Cardinal found ic 
necefTary to oppofe them, and maintain the other 
Side of the Queftionj but he did it in a modefl Way, 
by flating the Cafe fairly on both Sides, and explain- 
ing the Reafbns, which preponderated in his Judg- 
ment. 

He confcfs'd very frankly, that Corruftim and uf- 
hufe of Power were come to fuch a Pitch, that it was 
impoflible for them to go any farther. He likewiie 
acknowledged that VenaUty and Inheritatue ef Offices 
was contrary to Bjeafon, and all Rules of Equity ^ and 
that a Man mufl be blind, who did not heartily de- 
lire to have them fuppreis'd, if it could be fup{>ofed 
that Merit and Virtue, in fuch a Cafe, would oe the 
only Recommendations and Titles to Trefennent, 

But then He took Notice, on the other Hand, that 
the SupprefTion of this Trafflick would be inevitably 
attended with feveral badConfequences, worfe than the 
Diieafe itfelf j for as the Difpofal of Offices wooki,. 
in that Cafe, intirely depend on the Will and Pleafare 
of the Prince, it would follow that Thofe, who hap- 
pened to be eflablilh'd the mofl flrongly m his Favour, 
would cngrofs the Difpofal of them to Them/elves i 

fince 
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fince no Body can be ignorant th/it the Artifices eft 
Courtiers are more prevalent than Reafon ; and that 
Favour is fironger than Merit. 

He oblerv'd likcwife, that as the Suppreflion of Fe- 
naltty might open a Door to Virtue, (o it would cer- 
tainly occaiion FaSfions itnd Intrignes, and Bll the PoUs 
of Government with Men of low £xtra6lion and mean 
Circumftances, whofe Vanity | would make thera prefer 
the Splendor of a Flaee at Ceart (tho* Ruin attended 
k,) to an ufeful Vocation in 1>ade i and whofe Nc- 
ceiHtics would tempt them to facrifice the Gcod ef th€ 
PHiliek to their own Interefi, 

Whereas, (ays He, the Continuance of this Pra<Sticc 
will confine Tlaces to Men of S0ifiance, who are moft 
likely to execute them worthily. Nay, He goes fofar 
as to affirm, contrary to the general Opinion, that 
this Venality is a Benefit to the Pablick,- fince the 
Trieey which They pay for their Offices, is a Vledgt 
for their good Behavior . 

But what He infifted upon moft was, that however 
mifchicvous and unjuftifiable this Practice might be, 
it could not be abolilh'd, at that Time, without the 
moft imminent Danger to the Government itfelf j that 
the People had been long Strangers to fuch a rigid 
Courfc of Virttte ; that Venality was grown an Ha&it, 
and become, in one Senfe, an ufifitl Part of the Con- 
ftitHtton, In ihort, that Evils, which are eftablilh'd 
by fMitk Exigences^ and fupported by Reafins (f State , 
are to be refbrm'd only by Time j that it is ncceiTary 
to reconcile the Minds or Men by Degrees to fucfi a 
Change, and not run precipitately out of one Extreme 
nto another. 

Having thus (umm'd up the Arguments on both 
Sides, as ftatcd by this great Author , I beg Leave to 
make a few fhon Obferyations upon them. 

What a deplorable Condition muft any State or King- 
dom be in, when Venality, Corruption, and Abnfe of 
Juftice are grown to fiich ;m Height, as to admit of

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no BjMnedy ; and what Punifhmenc does that Minifier 
defervc, who either firil introduces fuch a vile Expe- 
dient of Government, or improves the Pradiceof it 
into a national Habits and incorporates it with the 
Conftitution of bis Country in fuch a Manner, as to 
make all Attempts of Reformation dangerous and im- 
practicable? 

Of what a terrible Nature that political Difeafe CoT" 
ruftion is, and how virulently it a£fe6is every Part of 
the Body politick, when grown habitual, and work'd 
into our Mafs of Blood, may be judg'd from the Cafe 
of France, now before usj ror if a great Prince, pof^ 
fefs'd of abfolute Tower, and a (Tided with one of the 
ableft Minifters that ever liv'd, would have found it 
dangerous to apply a Remedy to this contagious Di- 
ftemper, though at the Expence of his ovn Revenue j 
ho\y flubbom and inveterate, how incapable almoft 
of any Cure mull it be, when it hath equally fpread 
itfclf amongft a free People, who are Themfelves one 
Pare of the lexiflative Power, and are able to maintain 
themfelves in the Poflcflion of their favourite Vices 
and Corruptions f 

From hence We may likewife fee of what little 
Confc^quence the juft Complaints of the People too 
often arej for though this mercenary Traffick of Places 
was generally condemn'd in France (as the Cardinal 
informs us) and no Man, perhaps, thought fit to 
jiazard his Charadler fo far as to juftify it openly, yet 
it was fo firmly eftablifh*d in .the Hearts of many by 
vicious Cuftom and filfirfterefted Views, that it wa» 
thought neceflary to continue it. Inftances of the 
fame Nature might be produced in other Countries, 

But it muft be confefs'd that there is a great Ditfe- 
rence between Venality of Offices 2Xi6. Venality offerfnss 
in Office, A Man may buy a Place, with no other 
View than getting a reputable Livelihood in thp 
World, and an honeft Intention of doing his Duty, 
¥[tnality, in this Cafe, may not be attcndal with Cw- 

TUptioiti 
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ruftion \ cfpccially, if He docs not give an exorbitant 
Trice for it, which is always a ftrotig Temptation to 
reimburfe Himfcif by exorbitant Gains. But when a 
Man hath once fufter'd Himfcif to be corrupted in his 
Office^ his Cafe admits of no Apology, or Amendment. 
What They call Touching^ upon thefe Occafions, is 
like a Man's dealing with the Devil. He fells Him- 
felf, for Lite, to Vajfalage and Troftitution. The firfi 
Bribe, though it be but a Shilling, is the Earneft of 
his vile Bargain, and ties Him down to the Perfor- 
mance of it, without any PoiTibility of receding. 

The greatefl Misfortune, that can befal any King- 
dom, is when Thofc at the Helm arc corrupt Them* 
/elves 5 becauic it obliges them to make Corruption a 
Fafliion for their own Security. The Infediion is 
eafily communicated to all Degrees of Men, from the 
premier Minifier down to the iowefi Officer, or Scullion 
of State, who unite together in a compa6l Body, and 
defend each other by a mutual Confederacy in Wtc- 
kedncfs. 

It is very obfervable, that though Cardinal tdchlieu 
found it neceffary to defend Venality of Offices at th« 
Jufldlurc, when He wrote. He was far from juftify- 
ing Bribery and Corruption, either in the Legijlature, 
or Courts of Jt^ice, and reprefenting them, like fomc 
modern Hirelings, as proper Expedients of Government. 
No • He propos'd to redrefs the Grievances of the 
People, by reforming the Abufes* and Enormities qf 
Men in Authority, for which Purpofe He advifed the 
King his Maikr to fend Commiffieners into all the Pro- 
vinces> t9 makeEnqm/j into the ConduSl of the Officers 
of JulHce and tb9 Revenues; to fee if the Taxes were 
raifed according t9 the law; whether the Receivers 
did not commit Jnjuftice, by vexing the Feofle $ to dif* 
C9ver the Manner, i» winch Thn exorcised their Em* 
ployments \ to learn how the I^obility behaved Them' 
felves i and to pkt a Stop to Difbrders and Irregularis 
ties ef all XSndsi efin^lly to th$ Violences </ Thofc. 

R 2 wh$ 
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who^ being rich t^nd powerful^ ofprefs^d hh "Maje/ly's 
weak and indigent SubjeBs, 

This was Advice worthy of a great, good, and ho- 
ned Man. Alas! how few Minifters de£rve this Cha- 
ra£icr, by giving their Mafters fuch Advice ? They 
commonly endeavour to obdru^ all Examinations of 
this Nature, and fcrcen the Offenders itom ]\xiiict'y or, 
if the Cries of the People are ibmetimes too loud and 
general to be withflood. They give up two or three 
little Rogues and Underftrapfers in Iniquity, to -pacify 
their Reientments for the prefent, and divert them 
from more exalted Criminals-, but They -dare not 
fuffer the Wounds of their Countrv to be laid opea 
and fearch'd to the Bottom, left Tney fhould be found 
io dangerous as to require immediate Reo^edies and 
ievere Operations. 

A Man, who hath aggrandized Himielf, and en- 
grofs'd the Power of a Nation into his Hands by f#r- 
rupt Methods, can fubfift only by Corruption. Take 
away Corruption and you take away his Support, the 
main Prop and Foundatibn of his Greatneis» and the 
vaft Superffaru&ure, which He hath raii'd at the Ex- 
pence of the Honour, Welfare and Proiperity of iiis 
Country, muft of Coorfe fall to the Ground. 

Ic cannot be expedbd therefore that a MimfUr^ of 
this Sort, will ever advi6, or confent to Any Mnquiries, 
which He knows will fb ibongly a^d Htmfelf, 

I have the Pleafure to conclude this £flay with ob* 
fervingf that nothing portends more Good to our 
Country, in its pretent Circomftaoces, than the late 
glorious A€t for preventing Bribery and Corruption, 
and the Zeal of the honourable Cimmittee, Ufi Sejjkn, 
in enquiring into the Abufes of ooe Branch of ^ur 
lAW'i which I hope will be followed with the fime 
Vigour aod Affiduity Infuuoeding Sej^. Z>.

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I am very apprehenfive, (if we coold be truly in* 
form'd) that this pnvMilmg Via has brought the B«l* 
Unce of Trade, upon the whole, to be a^nft us. 
What % miferable Condition muft we be ^hen in» when 
TrtuUy which fliould be our Support, becomes an lo- 
flrumeot of our DefiruBioni The BslUnce of it, we 
all know, mud beanfwer'd in Bullion. Luxury there- 
fore, and the great Exoences we are at nhroady drain 
us of our Specii i whicn would certainly be more fen* 
iibly felt, at prefenc, than it is, was it not for that 
fSHiious if^esltb we have amongfl us of Paper Credit. 

When Theie are the Toptcks, which you may pro- 
bably enter upon ; when Points of this Con&quence 
may perhaps come before you j can you have fo little 
publick Spirit in you, as to heficate one Moment whe- 
ther you (ball come up to Town this Winter, or not ? 
You can have no juft, or lawful Excuie, but Want 
of Health . Your A£^rs, and every one that beloitts 
to you, are by the TrivUege of the Houie iafely ie- 
cured. How then can you look your Couotrymea 
' and Thofe, who have choftn vou, in the Face, when 
a Foint ef Confiquewe may be loft, perhaps, for Want 
of your Jmg^ ^^^ ' ^^^» if you do not attend your 
Duty io Parliament, you mm hide yourielf ia iovac 
obiiuire Corner. To (hew yourielf in.#«rPiW#, when 
every one knows that your Duty calls you to mmhw^ 
is h^y icandalotts} and, if you live wl|orc joa are 
A^eiUt you are daily infulting your Ei$^$r4s by ibew- 
ing them how much you ncgk& aad defpiiic $Mr 
ServM, 

. If Affairs (hould ever be conduced in Parliameat ki 
' luch a Maoixr a* to turn to the Detriment ef y0er 
Countty-f have youoocReaibn to be afhomed that you 
did not do whatever lay in your Power to prevent it? 
Shoukl they be »eU adtmuifired, for the Honmr and 
Jtifosmtage of the Kingdom \ are you not (eniibly griev'd 
that yotti who ought to hav0 been concem'd in it, 
oaa pntond to n# flttfc of th« R^tatioa of it ? 
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Is there any Thing more infamous, even in private 
Life, than to accept a Truft, promilmg to be careful 
in it, and afterwards never to do any one fingle Adi 
in Execution of it ? You arc like an Ojpcer folliciting 
for Preferment, and when any Danger appears, or his 
Country wants his Service, bafcly quits his Colours, 
and deferrs from his Doty. 

What (hall I lay to roufe and animate you in your 
Country's Caufe ? How (hall I warm you with a right 
Spirit aiid a becoming Zeal ? If your own Safety, your 
own Property, your own Proiperity will not affeA 
you i is the Welfare and Happinefs of Millions of no 
Moment to you ? On you it may depend what Lsmd- 
"Forces ihall be kept (landing within thefe Kingdoms 
another Year, and in what Manner They ihall oe re- 
duced. On you it may depend whether the Charge of 
twelve theufand HeJJiansy five thoufand WblfrrthmtU 
Troops t betides many Subfidies to other frinceSyttaSl be 
flill continued upon the People. On you it mav de- 
pend vrhit Security we are to accept for the Pofleflion 
of thofe important Fortrejfes, which have been for- 
merly yielded to us. On you it may depend whether 
a real and immediate SatisfaBion (hall be obtain'd for 
the Lodes of our injur*d Merchants y or whether 7Cim$ 
and Commijfaries ftiall be (uficr'd to liquidate them 
away to nothing. 

Thefe Points and many more, even of a yet higher 
Hature^mzj pof&bly come under your Deliberation. Caa 
you then be framing mean and poor Exctties againfl a 
Call of the Honfe, when it (hall be ordered; and at the 
£imeTime be deaf to the Calls of Honour andof youf 
Country ? If you will not, through vile Indolence, 
having no better Reafbn, be adive and diligent viwr 
felf'm your Country's Caufe; why do you not, irjou 
have the fble Intercft in your Corporation, bring id 
fbme other Perfon of a leu truant DiQ>ofition, w]io 
might be defirous and willing to exert himielf with 
more Vigour ? Gonfider that you dor a double Mlichtef. 
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You, who have the ^or^r of doing Good, from Indo- 
lence, want the Inclination ; and at the fame Time 
Tho&, who might have the Inclinatum, are by yoa 
prevented from having the 2awer of doing it. The 
Bodv of the Senate, like th« natural Body, is never 
perfe^ for Adion, when deprived of any of itsAfeio^ 
iersi ^nd yet capable of a^ng, though it wants, per- 
haps, a Finger, an Arm, ot two ox three Limbs, 

If a Man did but ferioufly confidcr what honeft 
Gmiforts there are in adiduoufly attending his Duty 
in the Houfi, He would want no lucrative Incitements 
to engage him to it. What a Satisfa^ion muft it be 
to a virtuous Mind, to think that he hath it in his 
Power to do Good to ten thou^inds at one Time ? 
What an exquifite Pleafure muft it a£fbrd, to think 
of releafing from Miiery, and the cruelleft Confine- 
ment, Numbers of ind^cnt and unfortunate Per- 
fons, by a genefal A^ ror the Relief of infolvent 
Behtifrs, 

But let us turn the Tables, and put it in the worfl: 
Light. I will fuppofe that you are of a different Prin- 
ciple from theP/ir/y, that prevails in the Houiej and 
that you fee no Probability, or Profpedl, of carrying 
any Queftion agreeable to your Opinion. This, you 
ikjt jdifcourages you from giving your Attendance ^ 
but will This abiblve you from your Duty, and the 
Ties of Honour and G>nrcience ? Will This releaie you 
from the Obligations you are under to Thofet who 
chofe youj or toI)b^, who are defirous of ailing with 
you? May you not, by diligent and cenfiant Atten- 
dance, have a Chance of now and then carrying a 
Point? May you not, by Accident, and the Non-Atten* 
dance cf others, have an Opportunity of ferving a 
Friend in a j/ijf Caufe, or in an EleSlion, if you can 
fippofe that Intereft, or FaSie»» might otherwife make 
Him fu£fer? 

Let us fuppofe it poflible that a Jew Gentlemen^ 
;&ealoufly concern'd for the Prtiervation of the Con- 

flitutioni 
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ftitution, and the Welfare of their Country, ihoold 
kboar with indefatigable Pains and InduftiT, through 
many tedious Days of a lon^ SefTion, witnout EmSt 
and TO no Purpofci every Thing being by the Force 
o^ Far ty- Prejudice, or ibmcftronger Infiuence^ carried 
againd them. This, no Doubt, isextreamly difheart- 
ningi but if, at Length, by their mrwtiiritd Aiten* 
dancBy and a ftrUl Secrety, they ihould be able to carry 
a Bill to frtvfnt Juch Mifehiefi for the future i what 
Tranlpom muft rhey feci? What Joy muft fill their 
Hearts ? Would not Icch an Jneident make them ample 
Amends for all their Fatigues? Would not TbU be a 
full Reward for ail thcir.Cnre and Pains? 

I have, in former Parliaments, known fbme of the 
rural £y^f#irej the odaell and mofl unaccountable Grea* 
turcs breathing. They will fit at home, or in their 
country Coffee-hou/es, railing at Courtiers i complain- 
ing of the Severity of Taxes 5 exclaiming 'againfl the 
Opprcflion of lb large an Army^ and giving away 
Money without Account $ in fhoit, upbraiding the Go- 
verTiment, and the general Adminiflration of fMick 
Affairs in all its Parts; and yet would they not ftir 
one Step, nor fay one Ma&le (nothing but a idono- 
£1 liable being expe£^ed from them) to remedy any of 
the Mifchicts they fb loudly complain'd ofj nor wiH 
they give their Attendance, to help and afTiA ethers 
that would attempt it. 

This brings to my Mind a Story T have formerly 
heard of two Highwaymen^ who attacked aStage-Coach ; 
in which there was anC^^er, twojuftices tfthePeace^ 
and a Clergyman, When the Rogues came up to the 
Coach, the Ojficer leap'd out, and put himfclf upon 
his Defence; the reft of the Gjmpany fat fHU; and 
whilft the Officer was bravely defending himfclf, they 
were the whole Time fcolding bitterly and calling aa 
Sorts of Names. They cry'd 'twas a Shame fiich fifty 
Fellows, who might get an honeft Livelihood by 
Work> fhould tarn Highwaymen, and plunder his Ma- 

jefty-i 
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Jtfij's Liege Subjeds. If they had Coura^, whjr 
cMdthey noc go into the Army, tad ierve Where their 
Gcmrage might be of Uie ? In (hort, the JufiUts told 
t^m they would come to be h/mg^iy and the FrnfM 
afikr'd them they would ctrtstinly be damned. The 
Oficity hnwing fired both his Pif);ois, was ac Lengtll 
cncrpowered ; upon which he reproach'd h49 Vetltw- 
T^m/flleri for tJieir Cowardice ^ teffing them, if they 
*had afiifted him wkilft he was figbtrng^ iodead of 
fitting ftilly and Hke old Women callkig Nannes only^ 
they might have perhaps taken 'the Rogues 5 or ac 
lead: hare prevented the Robbery. The Moral of This 
is, if Gentlemen would con^ftanrly attend their Duty, 
and be a IktJe adi?e, many Thmgs might be pre- 
vented, which it is in vain to ht flill and grumble at 
only. 

1 will fuppofe theAbfinters fhould not be fufficient in 
Nombfer to make up a Majority. However, might it 
not bring Divi/tons to be iomething nearer ? If there 
was the ieaft Tendency, in fome few Points, to an 
Mquality only of Numbers j would it not mzkc iMiniJiry 
more careful what they undertook, or attempted ? Would 
it not prevent them from hazarding many %Jobb, which 
xkA^^AbJenters encourage them to undertake ? We have 
heard ot Mmoruies, that have fought them ici vcs up to be 
a Majority j and we all know that when the Numbers are 
pretty near a Far, the Minijiry (cfpecially if they are much 
Mfiked) lofe Ground daily, and are in Danger of being fbon 
dcfisatcd and overturn'd. You therefore, by abfeming your 
ielfi do what in you lies to eftablifliand Iccure that very 
Minijiry you are continually railing againft. It is not their 
falfi Friends, who vote conftantly witlj them, though they 
vijhthem hang'd, that are their Support ; but it is their /»■* 
dmnt Enemies, who are abfent when they fhould 'vote 
agAinft them. 

There are another Set of People, whom I have 
known alio in former Farliaments ; who would faia 
be thought Coimtry Gentlemen j and yet were never

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prcftnt at any great Qucftion in their Lives. Thcfc 
are your Jham- Patriots -j who have not Refolution 
enough to opfofe a Thing, bccauie 'tis wrong ^ nor 
Honefty enough to be for it, bccaufe *tis right j and 
therefore, in all great Points, keep out ot the way. 
They would willingly, if they could, be thought ho- 
rcft Fellows on both Sides. They always talk againft 
every unpopular Thing, when it is over } but never 
"jote againft it, when it is depending j and by thefc Means * 
they hope to maintain their Charad^ers in the Coun^ 
try, without offending the Miniflers in Town. *Tis 
poinble they may f;:cretly get a Squeeze by the Hand, as 
I hey fland behind the Chair -, or now and then have 
Intercft enough to recommend a Tide-Waiter, or an 
'Excife-Man, But let me tell thefc pitiful Sneakers^ 
thcie half-pacd lukewarm Politicians, that they are 
known and defpifcd on all Sides j often juftly fuf- 
pcdicd of Corruption y and at beft are but [inglorious 
Neuters, 

Now the Adt is pailed for preventing Corruption 
in the EleSlion of Members to ferve in Parliament ^ no 
tvhn can expedc to be choien, who is not popular in his 
Country, or who does not take Care to recommend 
Himfelf by good and virtuous jiBions, That the 
People may be informed of This, and be able to judge 
of ihe Condudt of thefe Members, who knows but 
that, upon all great Occafions, Lijis may be made, 
ihcwing how every individual Member voted in the 
Queftion, and who were the jibfenters ? They, whofe 
Names ihall be found in this laft Lift, will, 1 am per- 
luaded, be laid afide with Contempt and Ignominy^ to 
whatever Place they may pretend to offw^r their Ser- 
vices again. 

SMch Members, as never appear in theHoufe butuj^ 
on a Call, 2.vc\\kt Soldiers, who are lifted only to make 
their Appearance upon a Mufteri and may properly 
enough b^ diftinguilh'd by the military Cant Name of a 
Faggot. If thcfc Faggots of the Houfe are to be 
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fhamed into aSenfe of their Duty, bv having a Name 
of Reproach fixed npon them, it will be well ; but if 
not, I hope in all ta/uing EliSions, every County, 
Corporation and Borough in EnglaaJ will conlider 
whether it can pofllbly be either for their Inttrifi, or 
their HiMur, to be reprefcntedbyaFAGaOT.

INHERE is no great Quality, for which 
^ femi Gtntlemen have been more celfbra- 
t^ ted by ih^i-^ AdvocMtei and Encomiujls in 
ordmnry, thati That of Linity and Tiir- 
' -■ "e, who are call'd 
mber I have long 
liail the Honour to be raok'd, for endeavouring to do 
my King and my Country all the Service, that lay ia 
my Power. This Topick hath conftantlymadcaPart 
of their Panegyricks. We have been told, over and 
over again, that DoMtn ia Pcver'were ever & indul- 
gim and even fajjcvt undtr riftMtd Infultt and Fra- 
vocations, as our prtfenl, exctlltnt Minijlers ; thac 
They have fuffer'd a Puper to pafs with bnpamiy^ 
.which They could eafily crulh at Pleafure; but The]r 
^vere Ci very tender of exce'rcifmg their Power, that 
They chofc to fuffer the groftft OShipiy and SUndtr, 
rather than take any Mtufitrei, which might preju- 
dice the Caufc of LIBERTT in general! One of 
theft Writni was pleafcd, t'other DSy, to dtmand omr 
yitfiic* in Bthalf of that honourable Pcrfon, irho, irith 
tht mofi temfemtt Fertitudi, fitflain'd tht Shacii and 
4ih'd tht tratr of ckarging Htfit ^ Jariitg Eaemier ) 
S X mi* 
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whofuffer'J his own Fame U lie open te their Malic^^ 
mnd his Pcrfon to their Jnfults, rather than He would 
htift our Liberties. ^ 

Nay, fome of them have gone lb far ss to reproach 
%nd even arraign thefe Gentlemen of Breach of Dutj 
for not demolijhing us at once, without ^ny Worms of 
Law. orjuftice j forThat is the only rational Conftrudioa 
I can put upon their Words. 

I formerly took fome Notice of this frlfe^ fatyricdL 
Eulo^ium, in my Letter to Colonel Plattoon, and 
thought myfclf bound in Juftice to vindicate our Afini- 
fters fiom this inlblcnt Charge of P4j^vff>wjl5, (towards 
U S ^r lead) by obferving that They had taken all 
le^^al Methods to furAJJj and fupfrefs U5 j that Theft 
were the only Methods, which our Conflitution, at 
prefcnt, would allow them to takcj and I might have 
added, that it is not in the Power even of the King 
hlmfelf (as, I am lure, it is not in his Inclination^ to 
fupprcfs the Liberty of IVriting, or to puniih any Au- 
thor, but by the ordinary Forms of Law, 

I thought fuch a general Vindication of the Miniftry 
fufficient at that Time j but the frequent Repetition of 
this Charge obliges mc to be {bmcwhat more particu- 
lar i though I am far from defigning to deny their 
Lenity, and fliould be very unwilling to rob any Gentle* 
enanoi' thcSatisfaftion, which he maypoflibly receive 
from fuch "Jipplaufes. I mufl however call upon the 
World ro judge whether IVarrants for feizing Perfons 
and Fafers, without DifiinBion, and even breaking 
Locks, in Cafe of rcfufal to open thcra j whether Jiri^ 
£xaramations, Commitments and Confinementy without 
Liberty of writing, or fpeaking to any Frieods in pri- 
vate y whether putting us to th/e Trouble of ruqnipg* 
about Town for Bait, upon every takiog vp> luad 
continuing us, upon divers Recognizances (to 4 wy 
great Sum) for zlmoft. three Tears together; whether 
the Expcn cc of y^x/#M/ Tryals, and of freparitig fot Gh 
veral others^ whi^h i^Qd^r tk^&mci imk to Ay my 

Thio^ 
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Thing of intimidating Bookfellers, Printers and PlwA-- 
lijhersy by thefe Means, and endeavouring to flop tb^ 
Propagation of our Papers, by a particular Pl-ohibition 
at the Foft'Offici j I fay, the World muft judge whe* 
thcrfuch Methods of Proceeding are properly Marks of 
a paffive Dffpofition, or can be juftly made an Handle 
of Complaint again ft Minifiers, who are knovsra to 
kave us'd all thefe Methods, 

I do not mention theie ¥a6ks as Hardjhtps, or Iti^ 
jftancesof Seventy j but only to ]\i^iy fome Gent lemem 
frqm an Afpcrfion, which hath been caft upon thcmw^ 
Frbm the Court in Weftminfter-Hall we have hitherto* 
experienced great CandoUr § and we do not accu& an/ 
$ther Court of Rigour. It is the Pirt of Women* ana 
Children only to whine and complain of Grievancet^ 
cither real or fuppos'd. It becomes a Man either to re»- 
move the Occafion of Offence^ if He thinks it jtift; or 
to fuffer with Courage and Magnanimity in what his^ 
Confcience tells him is an honeflCaufe. 

For my own Part, as I know my Deftgn in this Un* 
dertaking to have been upright, fo, upon a Review af 
what I have written, I cannot be induced to alter my 
Opinion. I will not indeed pretend to juftify ev«ry 
Expreflion, which hath been unwarily tnnfcribed 
from other Tapers } or which through an Hurry of 
Writing hath dropt from my Pen, or the Provocation 
of Adverfiries may have drawn from it. This h more 
perhaps than any Writer was ever able to do, for £o long 
a Time- togetncr. But I think that, in general, f 
have defcrv'd well of my Country for my Endeavour* 
' to ferve it j and, I hope, not always without EffecSt^, 
The Support of Trade, in Oppolition to exclufive 
Companies and Monopolies ; the maintaining the Ho- 
nou^of our Country and the- Caufe of our injured 
Merchants from the Infults and Depredations ok our 
Enemies -, the Prcfervaticn of Gibraltar and 2ort* 
Mahon from^ny fUture Claims ^Pretenfionst oxChicanes^ 
of the Spaniards or others \ the Wnedom of ParUanH.it 

S } aod 
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and oF the3^#;f»^fn rfParlismtni from $m»MrranidSU 
Ar:ijices,znd Inflniwe i the Mifcbiefs of StockjgkSbtgt 
CorruftUn and other Arts of ^^^ Mhiftirj, ts wdl as 
the Follies of vMi^» and ignorant Ckus^ the lUparatioii 
of Dunkirk, contrarv to a foletnn Treatjj. the Viad^ 
cation of the Briti/b Flag, as an antienti* undoubted 
Right of this Kingdom f the Aflertion of tUvolHtun 
Trinciples upon all Occafions, and of the frefini tfttk* 
blifl)ment in his Majefty's moft tUuftrious Houfe founded 
on thof9 frlnciflts \ Theie, I dy, are the gfmral 2>- 
ficks, which we hare diicuis'd in the Courie of theft 
Papers, and what we think ourfclves able to jnSdff 
before God and the whole World. 

But our Misfortune is, that fime Gentltmen are of 
another Opinion ; and, having conftrued our Wricingr 
m a badSenft, think it incumbent upon them to pro*- 
iecute us for them. They are therefore fb Ifer from 
. being fajjrve ("as theC: flattering Drfamers alledge) that 
they have done what they may think ^i&#irl>«(y to the 
utmoft, as We have done what we thought ours. 
The publick Good is equal! v pretended on both Sides f 
and may, perhaps, eqjually be the Motive to our 
Proceedings. The Cauie isftill depending between us \ 
and we muft fubmit to the IfTue of it. Wc appeal 
not to the Pallions either of our Friends^ or our£«e- 
tnies ', bur put our whole ConBdence in the Judgment 
of our Tillow Countrymen and the harosof our Country. 

In the mean Time, as mod Frofccutions of this 
Nature are fupportcd by what the Lawyers call an 
Innutfndo, 1 mulk beg Leave tot»-oub!e the Reader with 
ibnie Thoughts on that SubjSl. 

Tiieie Innuendos (as they are call'd) have been often 
made ufe of, in Croipn Profecutions, to fix a criminai 
Mijiuhjg upon Words and Expreflions, which arc 
eu hc;^ dubious, or naturally impoi t an innocent Meaning, 
Thus if an Author thinks proper, for general In- 
ft'-udion, to draw the Charactci of5^j/i»«/, Wolfey, or 
«i;y other iKVAfi/ A//n//?<,T of Antiquiiy> iie runs the ha^ 

zard 
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amrd of having it eallM a larallel and apply'd, bv tn 
InnuenJo, to fbme fsrtictdM' Minlfter of the preient Age. 
His Cafe is muehthe iame if he deals in AlUgofy^ falh- 
or /r9»)', which are (iibje^ to the iame Kind of Inter- 
pretatioo ; and even ffmegyriek itieif may be conflmed, 
by this Method, into SeanJal^ and involve Him in the 
Penalties of 2 fetUthus LiSeller* 

This is, in EfFe^, to iet upaCoiirt of InquifitioQi 
over a Man's Thoughts , andto punifh Him £or erimi-' 
nal IntentidHSy which perhaps never enter'd into his^ 
Heart i for if his. Words, in their firft and mod ob- 
vious Signification, bear an in0fftnfive Miammg, hov^ 
can any confcientious Man take upon Him to j&y that 
he had any other Me/inimgy or relbrt to a lefi natural 
ConfiruSHony in order to find Him guilty f Nay, if 
the Words wUl tqualfy bear an nrnosmt and a eriminal 
Meaning, the rnaik favoaraHe is always themoft^i/f^ 
cfpccialfy in a Court of Judicature. 

It is true, indeed, that artful, ill-difpoied Writcrji 
do often make ufe oF ambiguous Expreflions for Sad 
Mndst and to fcreen themfelves from Punishment} 
but it is likewiie true that fuch Exfrtffiom are fbme«- 
times neccflary to ferve go$d Furpofes, and are very^ 
often ufed inadver tenth, and with no Dejign; fb tha^ 
if thcfe forced Innuendos are allow'd, a will-defipiing^ 
or injudicious Writer may fuffcr Punifhmenc without 
dcfcrving it, contrary to Equity and natural Judice. 

But as I may be thought to have too much Con- 
cern myfclf in this Subject, I chufe to finifli it with^ 
forneQj orations from other Writers, of much greater 
Authority than any Words of ray own. 

One of the excellent Authors of Gato's Letters ob- 
ferves very juftly, that " there are fo many Equ^ 
voques in Language, Co many Sneers in ExprelTiofl, 
which naturally carry one hfieaning, but yet may in- 
tend another y that it is impollib.e by any fix*d and 
fVatcd Ru.es to determine the Intention, and punifh 
all^ who defer ve to be punilhed* Eat to get rid of 
I « thi« 
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" this Inconvenience^ at the Expence of giving any 
«* Man, or Number of Men, a difcretionary Power to 
^ judge Another's Intentions to be criminal, when his 
<< Words do not plainly denote Him to be fo^ is Tub- 
" verting all liberty, and lubjc^ing every Man to the 
" Caprices, and arbitrary, wild Will of Thofe in Power, 
«* A Text cf Scripture cannot be quoted, without be- 
*< ing faid to refled: on Tho/e^ who break itj nor the 
<* ten Commandments read, without abufing all Princot 
" and great Men, who often a£t again fl them all. . 

" Therefore, I muft beg Leave to think that it is a 
" ftrange Aflcrtion, whicn, as I have heard, hath 
" been advanced by Lawyers in fVefiminfter-Hally vix^, 
*' that it is an Abfurdity to afErm, that a j^udge and 
" y^^ ^^^ the only Perfons in England, who are not 
" to underftand an Author's Meaning-, which, I think* 
'* may be true in many Inflances, when they ^6k 
*' JUDICIALLY, and the fVords He ufes, candidly con«" 
" ftrued, do not import t^at Meaning** 

That inimitable Writer, the Drapier of Bublin^ 
informs us, that " Sir tVilliam Scroggs was the firft, 
'* who introduced that commendable Acutentfs into 
" the Courts of Judicature, When Pamphlets, «»- 
" pleafing to the Miniftry, were prefcnted as Libels, He 
** would order the oftenfive Paragraphs to be read 
** before Him, and lafd it was ftrange that the Judges 
** and Lawyers of the King's-Bench fhould be duller 
" than all the People of England-, and He was often 
•* fo very happy in applying the initial Letters cf 
•* Names, and expounding dubious Hints (the two 
** common Expedients of Writers of that Clafs for 
" efcaping the Law) that He difcovered much more 
" than ever the Authors intended, as many of theni, 
** or their Printers, found to their Coft— .How far 

this Pradirice hath been imitated by his Succefr 

fors, or drained upon Occalion, is outof inyKuow- 
^ ledge/' 

. Thfr 
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The lad Authority I (Jiall mention, is That of the 
late Sir Bachard Steele, who ipcaks as follows, upo;i 
the fame Subjeft, in his own Juftification. •* XJppa 
" the whole Matter, I do humbly conceive tha( no ^ 
" Pf7>rJt, which I have made ufc of, can be cenfured ' 
« as criminal, in the candid and natural Intcrpretatioa 
** of them, and can only be conftrued as fiich by 
" diftant Implications and far -fetched Innuendos, I 
*' fhall therefore beg Leave to produce the Authority 
** of a very great Man, with Reference to Accufations 
** of this Nature', (ince it is irapolTible for me to ex- 
*• prefs my ielf with fb much Judgment and Learn- 
** ing upon this Subjed:, as I find it already done to 
** my Hand. The Paflages I now mention arc in 
•* the Speech of the now Lgrd Chancellor of 'En^- 
*• land, (the Lord Harcouht) as I find them in Dr. 
*« SachevereWs Tryal, in the following Words. 

'* My Lords, tf there be a double Senfc, in either 
*• of fphich the Words are ei^ually capable of being un- 
•* derftood ; if in one Senfe the Do6tor*j Affertion b^ 
** undeniably clears but h the other yi«i* Doubt might 
« arife, whether his H^ds b$ criminal or not 5 the Law 
" of England is more merciful than to make any Man 
" a Criminal, by conftruing his Words, againfl th9 
«• natural Import of them, ia the word Senfe. This is 

the gnat Jujlice and Clemency of our Laio in every 

Man's Cafe. 

And a little lover. 
My Lords, if^ the Manner of this folemn Trofect^ 

tion has not altered the Nature of Things, I hope I 

may in/ift, (without putting in a Claim of Kight, in 
•« Behalf of all the faBious and feditious People in the 

Kingdom, to revile the Government at Pleafufe,) th^t 

by the happy Conftitution, under which we live^ ^ 
" Subject of England, is not to be made criminal 1^ M' 
•< laboar'd ConftrvK^ton of doubtful Wordsj or^ when 
«* that cannot ferve, by departinj^ from his Words, and 
«« refirthg to his Meaning, Too many lajlances ther.e 

" were 
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" were of this Natnrej bcfofc the late happy Revolo- 
« tioni ifut That put an EnJ to fuch arbitrary Coa- 
" ftrudlions ." 

I can add nothing to thefe great Authorities, but 
my Wifhes, that all Englijh Juries will, notwithftand- 
ing any Suggcftions to the contrary, have a due Re- 
gard to them,, and not fufFer themfclvcs to be made 
the Inftruments of punifhing any Fellow-Subjcdl for 
dark, doubtful and equivocal ExprcfTions, which can 
be conftrued in an innocent Senfe ; efpecially if the Per- 
fon accus'd appears to be an honefl Man j well afFedtcd 
ro the Conjiitution 5 and one, who hath made it his 
Endeavour to ferze his Country j for it is certainly as 
unjufl to wreji a Man*s Words t as to torture his JBod^^ 
into a Confeffion of Guilt. D. 

N. B. Since the foregoing went to the frefs, Mr, 
Francklin hath Seen brought upon his Tryal, and honour* 
ably acquitted by his Countrymen, the J U RY.

iHave been often furpriz'd to find the Ad- 
mirers and Dependants of certain great 
Men declaim fo furioufly, both in their 
Writings and private G}nverfation,againft 
your Paper. If their Patrons and Them- 
felves too did not pretend to favour the Interefts of 
Liberty i it they did not afTume and eodeavour to mo- 

nopoli&fl 
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nopolizc to thcmfelves the Name of Whigs, there 
would be nothing aftonifhing in fuch Condudl. The 
Tools of a Tory Adminiftracion, of a High-Church 
Party, have been often branded for their Dodrine of 
fajjive Obediencey and for preaching up an unlimited 
Loyalty xoMinifters, as well zs Trinasj tho* all Men of 
Senie, even of that Piir/y,dirclaim any fuch Principles. 
But for Gentlemen, who affe^ the Reputation of ha- 
ving a Regard for the Rights of their Fellow-Subjedks, 
and give out that they are of Revolution Principles, 
to condemn an Author, with fb much Zeal, purely be- 
caufe he differs in Opinion from the Peribns in pu^^ 
lick Trufty becaufc he takes thehoncfl: Liberty to cen- 
fure fuch of their Actions as He judges to be againft 
the Intereft and Honour ot his Country, is a barc- 
fac'd Con trad idl ion, and a notorious Infult upon the 
common Senie of Mankind. As Men in Tower never 
fail to find a Set of abandon'd Siaves, who are always 
ready to extol the vileft of their Proceedings j fb it 
always has, and alv/ays will be the Pradlice of the 
honefly free and independent Part of the Nation, to keep 
a ftridl Eye over Minifters, and narrowly to oblerve all 
the Motions of Thofe, who, under the King, arc 
intrufted with the executive Tower. Authority is a 
bewitching, enchanting Thing ; and is apt to make 
Thofe, who are poffeflcd of it, giddy and wanton. Ic 
makes ftrange Difcoveries of Peribns, and Alterations 
too, though fcldom for the better. Men, who have 
adted a fine Part in private Life, and eftablilh'd a Cha- 
ladtcr of Juftice and Uprightnefs» have, when ad- 
vanced to the chief Stations, frequently (hewn them- 
felves to be the very Reverfe of what they were once 
cfteem'd; and as the Fate of Millions depends upon 
their Condudb, nothing is more laudable than to cx- 
poie them, when they do amifs.

graces we have prudently thought fk to fufFet for 
jfome Time paft, and a Jealoufy of the growing ferner 
of 'Prance, Thefe, I think, are the moft common" 
Topicks of your "Paper j and docs not the whole Na- 
tion, except a few, perhaps, who find their Account 
in them, talk loudly on the fame SuhjeH? Surely you" 
are the fir ft Man, who ever was reckoned an Enemjy 
to his Country, or abus'd by Whigs, for writing in this 
Manner. I fuppofc, Sir, you are convinc'd, by this

'Dear Calebs 

H E Stoichs were very opiniativc of thdr 
own WifBom -y and mamtahied, amongft 
othir ridiculous Tenets, that all Man- 
kind were mady except Themlclves. Your 
old Friend Horace' ex^o^QS this arrogant, 
overweening Maxim very pleafantly in 
one of his Satires, under the Charader of Damajiffusi 
who from an ignorant Virfuofi, or a kindof^r^i^w Stock- 
jobber, fee Him iclf up for a rigid Philofbphcr of this SeH, 
and undertook to prove all the World lunatick. Ac- 
cording to the Principles of thefe Men, the Mijir and 
the Spend- thr^, the Froudy Ambitious, Luxurious and 
Corrtift were in Reality no better than Ma^mtn, In 
fliort. Ignorance, Folly and Vice of all Kinds, from the 
Kingro the Beggar, were, in their Opinion, only dif- 
ferent Species and Degrees of this epidewical Malady, 

I have often wonder'd, Mr, D*Anvers, that the^re/i^ 
Men of thofe Times would countenance, or even role- 
rate y«r^ aSe^i the fundamental Dodlrines of whole 
Creed were a ftanding Libel upon the Age, in which 
they lived i and who, under the fpecious Pretence of 
^hilofophy and InfiruSiion, were diligent and con(lant 

Spreaders 
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Spreaders ef Sc/tnJal and Seditim, Nay, I look upon 
it as a remarkable lodance of the Lenity of the Romsm 
Government, under Augujius, thit Horace Himfelf was 
not taken up and called to Accpunt for writing ^nd 
publifhing fuch a Satire y in which it is univerilall/ 
agreed, amongft the Learned, that He only put it in- 
to another Per fon's Moiith, what He could not fpeak fo 
freely Himfelf y and made ufe of this filly Fellow, Da-' 
mafipfHSi to vent his own Reflexions on the Vices and 
Follies of thofe Times j particularly, where He makes 
Him infinuate that MaU-adminiftration is one Species 
of Madnefs, 

Si MALE Rem gerere infaniefi'^ 

which feems ro contain a £^vcxt Innuendo ^ that fomebodf 
in Vower^ at that Time, was infc^cd with this Kind of 
Frenzy-y and yet it is well known that the Satirift not 
only cfcaped with Impunity ^ but enjoyed the Favour 
both of the Emperor Himfelf and of Mecdnas, his 
chief Favourite, to a very great Degree. Perhaps, that 
wife Prince, and honeji Statefman might think that all 
Ccnfure upon Vice and Folly in general (though liable 
to particular Applications, either to ^rf/?r, or little Men) 
was a Liberty within the Bounds of juft Satire j of 
great Service to the Caufe of Virtue i and what ought to 
be tolerated and encouraged under a good Governments 
That it was fuffcred to prevail, in a very free Marv- 
ner, under the Reign of Julius Cdfar, and duritig tbc 
firil part of the Reign of Auguftus, is evident from 
many Inftances, which could be produced out of 
Hiilory. Indeed, when Augufifis abandoned Himielt 
to air Manner of Tyranny, towards the latter End of 
his Reign, He grew out of Humour with thefe yi- 
tyrkal Phiiofophers, and punifti'd them for their Wri- 
tings, by a violent Explanation of the Law againft 
TreafoUy as you have formerly obferved. The fuc- 
ceodiog Emperors improved upon Us Modcl> and car- 

U 1 ried 
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ried his Precedimt into a Proiecution of all fadrical 
Writings, whether ggnersl or particHlar, ixplicit or 
implicit. Not only ff^ffrJsj (arnHguous, eqtdvocsl 
Words) but even Signs^ Emblemsy ^eroglyphicks^ Nodf, 
Frowns and Smiles were confbriied, by the Imperial Ad- 
vocates, into criminal Irmumdos, In Naro^s Reign 
that great and good Man Semca, his Tutor and honeft 
Minifter, fuffer'd Martyrdom for putting the Priiici- 
plf s of his Fhilo/ofhy into Pra&ice $ and Sveral other 
phin-dealing Stoich, (who, in the modem Phraic, 
were Libellers by Profirffion) underwent the laOBe 
Fare. 

Happy was it for Horace, that He did not live in 
thofc Days ; when all his inimitable Wit and Hu- 
mour ind Art would have ftood Him in but little Stead. 
It would have been in vain for Him to think of clca- 
ping Punifhment by concealing his courtly Satire in 
ironical Tanegyrick\ or by drefSng it up in Allegories 
and Parallels i or veiling it under the Fable of a 
Country Moufe and a City Moufe j or putting it into the 
Mouth of Damafifpusy or any other jiJverfarv, He 
would have been told, no Doubt, that Scandal was 
not the Is^fs Scandal for being difgmfedi that innocent 
Words were often made Ufe of to cover criminal • 
Meanings, of which his Profechtors were the beft fudges \ 
and that his Writings might be Libels^ though the 
Matter contained in rhera were true ,* nay, pcrfaap*, 
it would have been added that They were Libels^ 
BECAUSE it was true i and the Notoriety of the Fa&i 
might have been made an Evidence cf his Intention-^^ 
But thefe in&mous Profecutions and Refbraints on the 
liberty of Writing zxebxsinded in Hiftoryas Marks of the 
blackeft Tyranny ^ and, I hope, for that Reafon, They 
will never be mzde Precedents in any free Country. 

I fhall now return to the Purpofc of this Letter ^ 
and hope it will be no Affront, Mr. D*Anvers^ to fay 
that you feem to be fbmewhat a«kin to the sntiiat 
Stcicks in yoar Writings. Your Advcriaries have ofceo 

reproached 



reprdach'd you (perhaps unjuftly) with Amganee^ 
Self-Conceit and a vain Opinion or your ownfV^Jom ; 
and I confefs that, if I apprehend your MeaniDgrightt 
the Bufinefs of your Paper hath been to prove the 
World MAD \ that \^ according to the Principled of 
Stoici/m, governed by a ftrange MecUey of Ambition^ 
Jgmrancei Luxury and Corruptien, I hope, Mr. D^Anveri, 
that I neither do you any Injuftice, nor exceed my pro- 
per Bounds in this Aflertion, which is the common 
Complaint of all Divines, Moralifts and political Wri- 
ters i but I defire you to fbften anv Expreflions, which 
you may think too unfeafbnabfe, and publifh my 
Thoughts in what Manner you pleafe ; for I cannot 
pretend to be fb good a Judge as you are, how far a 
Man may take the Liberty,, in this nice Age, to cen- 
fiife and complain of Vice, without incurring the Im- 
putation of a Libeller and the Penalties of the Law, 

If you are not afliamed of the Character of a modem 
Stoicky I wifh you would explain this Syflem a little 
farther, and expofe the prevailing Madnefs of the prc- 
&nt Age, as HorMCe did That of antient Rome. I am 
lure there is ample Matter for a fine DifTcrtation on 
this Subjcdt, if you think the Times are not too ten- 
der and generally infc6fced to btar it i cfpccially, if you 
might be allowed to trace the Marks of ^ute-Lunacy, 
(as you formerly did Thofe of a wicked Mimfter,) with 
Relation to Peace and Wi»r^ to Treaties, Alliances and 
Negotiations. 

I am fcmfible that fuch an Undertaking would be 
liable to ieveral Exceptions and little Sarcafms; as, for 
Inftance, that you were endeavouring to revive an ex- 
ploded Syftcm ot heathen Vhilofofhy, with an in (blent 
View of libelling Mankind, and branding them with 
Folly and Madne/s, in order to exalt the Wifdoin and 
Integrity of your own Se£l. Nay, perhaps, your Ob- 
fcrvations upon the bad Poli/icks of the World in ge- 
neral might be applied to feme particular great State/- 
mm of this Nation, and conftrued into Reflections 

U 3 upon 
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upon our late tftfe and excelUnt NegotiAtims \ tlumgh 
we can make no Donbt, fipom their ftft Cmdu^L 
that it will appear undeniably evident to all the Worl<S" 
vhtn the Jbrticles if the IVm/v are mad$ fuSlkk, that 
They could proceed only from ionefi HeArtj, Ung^MBadtt 
tnd deefUiMirfiandings, 

But whether you naay think 6 1 to run the Hazard, of 
fuch far-fetch'd Conftruoions or not, I cannot forbear 
taking fbme Notice of another Sed cf Bhiltfopherst 
whom I (hall diflioguifh by the Name of AntiStoicks.i 
the Principles of tnis modern School being the verv 
Reverfe of Thofe eftaUilh'd by Zmio of old. Thcifc 
fhilofophers, who are grown very numerous amongft 
us, have fome Refemblance to the antient EpUMream^ 
•dsThey place thcivfummum Bonum in frefent Vleafmrt^ 
And the Gratification of their Affiuius^ wtthouc any 
Regard to future Confequences ; but then They carry 
their Princifles a great deal farther than their ?red$^ 
ceffors ever didj for They not. only confult Tleafuro:, 
as their chief Good, but puriue it by the moft vicked 
Means, and pur chafe it at the Expence of the Hq>pi- 
nefs and Prolpcrity of Millions. In (hort, They differ 
from all the antient SeSis^ who never excluded Virtue 
out of their Syflems, and are diametrically oppofite, 
both in their Principles and Praftices, to the Stoicks, 
who held it as an eftablifh'd Maxim that Knaves aiki 
Fools, of all Kinds, were downright AfWw^tt 5 where- 
as theie new Philo/ophers, in dirc6^ Contradi6lion to 
them, aflert that They are the only Jober Tart of the 
World. If they hear a Man talk with any Emotion 
a2:ainft Bribery and Corruption, or any other fajhion* 
able Vice, They fhake their Heads at one another, and 
ieem to piry Him for the Misfortunes, which have 
turned his Brain. According to their Maxims, a Man, 
who refufes to do any dirty Work for a Venfion, or 
quits a good Flace at Court, rather than come Into 
rjinous Meaiures, is fit for nothing but another in 
Bedlam, i ^

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The frtfent Head of tliis School' (^Bo if a perfeft 
Maftcr of the anti-J^Mcal Thihfophy) conftantly incut 
catcs thefe two Precepts amongft his Difciplesi firft^ 
to reprcieDt all his Adverfaries as Ltmaticks $ and ft- 
conMp to-ap' boldly on with Him, through thick and 
thin, without minding the Reflexions of Thofr, who 
have fb manifcftly loft their Senfes. 

How often, Mr. D'Anversy have I heard the Difci- 
ples and EmifTaries of this great Aych-PhHofopher la- 
ment your Cafe in Cofee-Koufes and' other fuBlick 
VUcesi When any of your Papers happen to be api* 
plauded in Company, They give us a fmiling Sneer, 
and ctfi 4W, m^ perhaps thi Man may writcandmcui 
well MMMf^i ffui be is certainly mad* and ftamU in 
need of clean Straw and a dark Room ^ fir wotUd any 
Man^ in his Wits, gofo dlreBly contrary to the Stream 
and his own Intereft? Is fuch a 'Fellow able to eorreH 
the Meafnres of an Adminiftration ? Can He think it 
in his Fewer, to Banijh Corruption and reform ti^ 
World? Alas! poor Creature ! He might as well hof$ 
to batter dawn a ccTtaxn Gentleman'^ magnificent Palate 
in Norfolk, - iy running his wife Head againft the 
Walls (fit !

my, and notwithibnding the Oditrm, which they 
were fenHble it wOuld dfaw upon them from fbme 
pMrtic$ilar JPerfim in Authority. 

The Confcqaences, indeed, have been the moft un- 
juftifiable Slaiklers, fj^read zealoufly, though iniignifi- 
camly. The falleft Motives, fuch as Kefentmtnt and 
wrong Amhitlm^ have been afqribed as the Caufe of a 
noble Behavioury which they, who had neither Vir- 
Tue nor Courage to imftate, were forced to envy. 

This I have frequently obferved, with inward In-

Afliflancc; and for that Rcafbn have frequently en- 
deavoured to fatisfy my Confcience and avoid the 
Refentment of great Men, by an ingloriom Neutrality ;

admirable Reafbns> on the whole of this Subje^l, that

In the Year 1714.. his late Majefty was pleateJ to 

aflUre 115, from the Throne, tbu We ini f4»c» Jvth 
X 3 Als. 
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All Powers Mbroadi and we were, in particular, lo 
hr from having any Contefts, or Difputes with the 
Emperor and tl^ Kin£ rf Spain, as to all outward Ap- 
pearance at that Tim^ that We were made iliiU- 
iprs between thenii nt the Googrefi of C0m6raf, id 
Conjund^ion with Fmnre; but hnmediately after This, 
the Face of Aflairs was intirely changed, oy the Con- 
dufion of the I>eA/y tf VUnnA $ which gave our Ml* 
niflers fuch dreadful Appfehenfions oi {omeficnt D0* 
figns againft the Intereft of CriMt-Britain, that it in- 
duced them to projed^ a Coimtvr'AllyMnce^ called the 
Hanover Trenty^ to oppofe the Machinations of thefe 
nm Allhs, and prevent the Execution of thehr 
Schema, 

The fecret Motives to this fttiUin, unMceuntabU and 
formidable Union (as it was (liled in the Enquiry), be- 
tween the Courts of Vienna and Madrid were canvaf- 
fed very largely, laft Winter, by the Gentlemen con- 
cerned in tne Crafifman and his Opponents} and I 
think it was demcnftratiyely proved, by the former ^ 
that ihc fending back the Injanta was the immediato 
Caufe, with Relation to France, which threw the King 
of Spain hto the Arms of the Emperor ; and that our 
nefufal to accept of the fUo Mediatien^ upon this Oc- 
currence, out of Complaiiance to our good Allies the 
French, was one accejfory Caufe of it i as another might 
be our Refbfal to deliver up the Fortreisof Gibraltar 
into the Hands of the Spaniards^ m E\irluance of a 
fofitive Engagement, as they pretended, sund a Fro* 
mifct founded on a Letter from his late Majefty to 
the King of Spain; which hath been fince fiiUy ex- 
plained to the World. 

The Emperor might Hkewiiehavefbme^mM/flU^. 
fins for accepting this Offer from Spain, be£des thoie 
advantageous Terms, which were prepofcd to Him, 
and have been Co much exaggerated. 

But whatever might be the fecret Springs of this 
Alfyance, the open and pio&Is*d Motives t& the Pro- 

t jeck

which the T^taty tf Vintfrn was fM to ccmtiin i tad 
Thefe indeed were the only reafonable and jaftifiiMe 
Modvet, which could eng^ our Midfiers n it; Ibr 
a mttr XJ^^m between the ^ttftnr and Sfmm was 00^ 
of it&if, of fa faemidtkAc a Nature, as it hath been 
reprefoted. They might have concluded a Tirutfytf 
JfH^^i OX CMtmmrnt or fMutual pefimt^ as all Nations 
have a Right to do, without giTing any rea^oabb 
Qround ot tiitfentmmt, or Affrtkmifim, Nay, We 
might have iafely acceded to fmk JVMty, as We 
were invited to do. But it was the fient, efif^V 
TfHktyy which raiied our Ind^nation, alarmed oUr 
Fears, and put us upon our Guard. For this Realbn 
the Author of the Enquivy employed all his Strei^th to 
prove that there reaUy was fuch a fierei IVuuy ; and 
He icem*d to be as pofitive as if He had been prefent 
at the figning of it, that the foU^mmg Ankles wane 
contained in it > viz,, ift, that the King of Spain had 
entered into an Engagement to fiipport his Imperial 
Majefy, by Force of Arms, in carrying on a Trade 
from Ofiend to the Eaft-ImUes, in Violation of Treaties, 
as it was alledged ; and had given him greater Privir 
leges of Trade in the Hift-Indies than to the Englijb. 
%3fy, that his Imperial Majefif had taken a like En- 
gagement to aflift the Ring of Spain in endeavouring 
to wreft GikraltMt out of our Hands. %dly^ that they 
had Both jointly engaged to make an Attempt in Fai- 
vour of the Pretender, and to fet Him upon the Throne 
of Great-Britain, i^^hy that a Marriage was agreed 
upon between the Innnt Don Carles, and the el^ 
Caroline jtrch-Dtttchefs, which threatened Europe with 
univerfal Monarchy, 

Thefe were they^rrr ^ Engagements, which gave Oc- 
caiion to the Treaty ofHanover^ and upon wbich the 
Expediency of it, and the Conduct: of our Minifters 
hath been juftified both within Doors and without.^ 

Indeed 
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Indeed, this ficret, 9ffmfiv^DreMty and the Attidisl 
iuppofed to be contained in it, were immediately and 
very ftrenuoufly denied by the contra^ing Parties in 
the Drmtyof Vwmai particularly, That of endeavour- 
ing to {et the Pretmkr on the Brittfh Throne $ which 
the Emperor ordered his Minifter to declare, upon his 
Imfirid ffbrd, to be intirely vithout FoumUtWi ; but 
the Emperor is- a Fdpifi, as the Author of the Enqmry 
very Juftly obferved; and therefore his ffbrd could not 
be of equal Validity with the learned Arguments of a 
£oodt Frateftant ff^Uer, or the folemn Afleveration of 
a Profeftant Minifter. I fpeak This with all due De- 
ference to our Wrench Allies s who, though Papi/is m 
Principle, have been found to be thoroughly Protefiants 
in their Praxes, 

It muft be confeffed likewise, that whatever might 
be the Engagements of this fecret^ offenfive Treaty^ 
which was never yet brought to Light, tberoidoes nioc 
ieem to be the lead Proof (I mean, betides the Ar<- 
guments and Afleverations betbre- mentioned) that the 
Emperor gave his catholick Majefty any AiTiftance, 
durin? the Siege of Gibraltar \ or that his catholick 
Idajefly, on the other Hand, fupported the Emperor ia. 
his Project for carrying on a Trade from Oftend; or 
gave Him any Privileges of Commerce in the ff^ 
Indies, fuperior to what had been granted to the£»^- 
li/h; or that there ever was any Deiign of a Marriage 
between Don Carlos and the eldeft Aroh-Dutchefs of 
Aujiria — But Thefe are Poftulata, which We arc ob- 
liged, and every good Englijhman will be ready to 
grant, for the Juftification oi' thofe wife znd ft eady Mea^ 
furesy which our Minifters have £o glorioufly purfued, 
for feveral Years pad. 

Great Pains have been taken, on both Sides, to throw 

the Occalion of our late unhappy Difturbances upon 

each othsr.

Wkhoiit enqiikiog therc&re any farther kfio the 
Grounds and Reafona of theie tw gtt»i Aifymicis^ let 
us coniider what hnrebecn theCoiifequencesof thenti 
and here I think* there can be no Room for Di^ 
pate i fittce whatever might be the Motives to thft 
TrtM^ tfVknnmy or the /tgra Difigm of it« the Con* 
dttfioa of a jye/uy wkk Fraiue, in oppoiitioo to t^ 
was certainly the Occafion of widening our Difife- 
rences with Spain, and engaged us in thofi Meafunsp 
both heftih and fac'^k, which have been fince 
taken. 

Thrte Isrgt Sqmadrms 9f Skips rf Wkr were imme-t 
diately equipped, at a vaft Expence, and fcnc into the 
JBsltick, the MeMtirraman, and the Wtft'Indks. The 
ComKoander of the Ufl had ever memorable Orders 
to He before r§rtoMU, and block up the GdUeimt, 
which were then coming honM, and even to uie pir» 
Jifisfive ¥arce^ in order to pofleis himfelf not only oi 
Tlnm, but likewife of the UMlMy which lay at Im 
Vtra Crux,, focne thouf^knd A4)le8 pfiF; but the Spm^ 
niards not being fo complaiianc as to put ihemielves 
in his Power* He continued upon that unwbolefome 
Station 'till his Ships were aim oft deftroy'd by the 
Worm, his Provtfkms fpent, and his Men pcrilh'dy by 
Tboufands, in the moft miferabie Manner. Nor wu 
This all. The King of Spsm looked upon this Pro- 
cedore as an Ad of OtfdUif and te&mcd it accordr 

ingly. 
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ingly, by laying a vigorous Siege to GihMltMri^^ni It 
hath been made a Doubt whether our Allies did not 
view it in the fame Light; for though it was ftipu- 
lated, in the Tirmty rf Hunovtr, that the contracting 
Parties (hould alTift and fupport each other, in Ca(e 
their Dominions were attacked i though We had fre- 
quent AfTurances given us, bv a certain Gentlemsn, 
that the French would make the Siege of Gibraltar a 
Cafus Feeder is t and were ready to march a large Army 
into FjBuJpllont to divert that Defign, or oblige the 
Spaniards to raife it ; yet, I fay, nothing of all This^ 
was done. The Siege continued feveral Months ,- and 
as the Emperor did not afTift the King of Spain ia- 
carrying it on, as the Author of the Enquiry told us 
he had engaged to do; fb neither did the Court of 
France move a Man to our Affiftance in the Defend 
of it, as One of the Patrons of the Enquiry afTured ut 
they would $ but they obfcrved an cxa6t Neutrality^ 
at mod, and fat unconcern'd Spectators of our Danger 
and Expcncc. 

I cannot forbear obferving, in this Place, that tho* 
thcfe extraordinary, naval Armaments and Expeditions 
were look'd upon as Hoflilities by the Spaniards t and 
produced a Return of Hoflilities upon Us ; yet they did- 
not anfwer the End, which farther Hoflilities would* 
very p.obably have done; and at the lame Timegav9 
our Allies an Opportunity of withholding their Affi*- 
fiance, by opening a Difpute whether we were not 
the Aggrejforsy for, in that Cafe, they were not obli* 
ged to ailiit us, hy Virtue of an AllyaneOy which was 
defenfive only. T^us we had the Misfortune to do 
cnoii^h ro provoke the Spaniards to Hoflilities^ but 
not etiojgh ro bring them to a Compliance vith our 
Jerms, 

Oav Land Forces were con fiderably augmented upon 
the lame Account. Our Taxes were of Conlequence 
increaled; and our national Debts were fo far from 
being reduced in fuch a Degree, as they might other- 
wife 
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wife hive been, that inftead of difchargmg a great 
Part of them, which we could have done, we nave 
been incurring a large Debt^ which we need not have 
done. 

In the mean Time, eur 2V/»i/e decay'd in^very Part 
of it, and dwindled away almoft to nothing in fbme 
of its aiofl beneficial Branches; our IdunufaBwres de- 
clin'dj and our Merchants fuftained infupportable 
Lodes j their Ships being taken without Number is 
the wefi Indies^ the Ocean, and even in our own Chan- 
nel} having no Conveys to guard them, and no Let' 
ters ofRefrizal granted to make themielves Satisfac* 
tion. 

At length, Prelimwaries were agreed upon for a 
general Pacification ; which were figned at Faris, oa 
the 20th— 31ft of May, 1727, by the Minifters ple- 
nipotentiary of his Imperial Majefty, his Britanmck 
Majefty, the moft chrifiian Kingj and the States Ge- 

neral'y and on the id 13th of the next Month they 

were fign'd at Vienna by the Minifter of his catho^ 
Ikk Majefy', that is, above two Tears and an half 

ag^. 

By this Convention it was iHpulated that, within 
xht S'^cc of four Months after thefc Articles were 
iigned, a Congrefs ihould be open'd $ in which all the 
Jdghts and fretenfionsof the contrading Powers (hould 
be examined, difcufs'd and determined i and that the fc- 
veral Powers ihould earneftly injoin thehr refpedHve 
plenipotentiaries to avoid all ObfirssHions, or Embar^ 
rajfments, which might in any Manner protraH, os 
d0urb the Congrefs. 

But the Freliminaries were no fboner figned, than 
new Difficulties and Dilutes were ftarted concerning 
the Meaning of them j particularly with regard to 
thofe Articles, which a£Eeded Great Britain-y fuch as 
raifing the Siege ef Gibraltar, and releafing the 
Ship Frince Frederick, as well as the other Ships taken 
by the Spaniards. His catholiek Majtfiy infifted that

Event? The Plenipotentiaries aflcmbicd in Form; 
and, having (pent five or fix Months in Ceremonies^ 
and Compliments to Cardinal Fleury, as well as Enter^ 
tainments, Bstlbt Hunting-Mutches and other i^iv^r- 
fans, they broke up and returned to their refpedlive 
Courts, without fettling an^ muterial Point towards 
the general Facification, fo long promifed and de« 
fired. 

Indeed a Projed, cali'd a provifional TVoaty, wai 
concerted by the Allies of Hanover y and laid before 
the World lafl Winter, with pompous Observations 
upon It ; in which the great Wifdom of that Scheme 
was explained, and Hopes were given us that their 
Imperial and catholick MajeJOes would accede to it. 
But as this FrojeSl was far from giving a general Sa- 
tis fa^ion at home, fb neither was it ever accepted by 
thofe Powers abroad. On the contrary, the main Bu- 
£ne(s of the Parliament was no (boner got over, than 
Affairs fccmed a^io to be tending to a Rupture. The 
Conferences at Soijfons continued Tufpended, and mili* 
tary Preparations were renewed ia mofl Parts of Bti^ 
rope-, particularly at Spitheadj where a powcrful5 
united Fleet of Englijh and Dutch Ships of WarafTem- 
bled together in a very formidable Figure, as if de- 
figned for fome great Enter prize of the h(k Impor* 
tance; but having lain there at Anchor, for the whole 
Summer, in a very peaceable and hofpitable Manner* 
for the Reception and Entertainment of a!) Vifitors^ 
(whofe Curiofity to view (o fine a Sight drew them 
thither from all Parts of ihc Kingdom j they Jepa-

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rated at lad, without committing oac AS tf £b^lisy^ 
and returned in Safety to their refye^kivc Harbours. 

The Continuance of this paciftck ^rmads at Spit" 
heMd, for fo many Months together, hath given fome 
People an Handle to fugged that tme of omr AlUes 
hath received fome AfTurancesof Satisfa&icn &r their 
extraordinary Expeoce on this Occafion • and that our 
military Genius was reftrained from Any hoftile Ex- 
ploits by the prevailing Influence of the^r^^r. They 
go farther, and altedge that the Dutch Sipuidr^m^ 
which }oin*d curs, was not originally de^raed ior that 
Sfrvice. They tell us, with 4great Aj£raiioe, that 
they were equipped to prevent the I>efigna of iiif 
J>smjh Maiefty, with Aefped to the Alttnm ComfMyj^ 
and that that Affair being made ^^ for the Prefeoc 
We prevarl'd upon them, by our UrJuapvB Infitumm^ 
to make a Figure with us at 6fithead\ but that they 
had no Orders to iail anf frrtker, fuppoiing we had 
been in a fighting Humcur, being neither viBtutUfd 
nor otherwife provided for any Expedition. Rut I 
make no Doubt that thefe Suggeftions will be Haoa 
proved groundle fs, in a proper Place, and that the 
Equipment and Difpollcion of this JPlmt will appear 
to be wife, prudtnt and ntajfary. 

It harh Ixren however our peculiar Misfortune that, 
during all this Time, whild our Expences and Taxis 
have run very high, OMvCommtrctYi^ih. beengrievou- 
lly interrupted in its moft valuable Br anchesj not only 
by the continued Depredations of the Spaniardj on 
our Merchants in the uteft Indhsy but like wife by a 
very ftridi Embargo, which it was thought expedient 
to lay, for above two Months together, on all Ships 
bound from Jamaica and Virginia^ on ibrtie Appre- 
henfions, as it is fiid, of a Defcent from the Spavigtrds. 
I call This u peculiar Mkfortuae t0 usi becaufe our 
Allies hive not lain under the £ime Diiad Vantages in 
their Trade and the Ginfumption of their Af/iJiM/Sif- 
turesi but, on the contrary, have reap*d a very great

But it win be asked, perhaps, why I dwell Co long 
oo this melaftcfooly Side of our Cafe j and do not rather 
congratulate my Countrynoen on that happy Turn, 
which the 2>f4/y, lately concluded, hath given to our 
A^rs ? My Anlwer to This is, that I thought it no- 
ceflary to take a fhort Review of our Affairs forfim$

vhat kind of Treatment we have already met with ) in 
order to form a right Judgment on our frefint Con^

I Height alfo n^akc a Doubt whether the Trea$y% 
lately publiihed by Mr. Buehley, i$ the genuine Treaty 
concluded at Seville-y becauie it does nor appear to b« 
publifhed by Authority^ at leaft, whether all the Ar-*^ 
ticUs are contained in it. I confeis, it feems very 
innprobable, for feyeral Reafbss, which I may herc^ 
after mention. 

However, I will juft take a ftjort View of it, as it 
k given usi and ice whether it eontaiAs all thofe g99d 
Things J which have been ib often promised, and w« 
kavtf A> much Realbn to exped, aicer all our heaty 
"Loffes and extrawdvMry Bxf0Of0s, 

Such an Examination is the more neceifary at pre* 
ient, becaufe the Publication of tkis Treaty was im- 
mediately folk>w'd, according to annui^ Cuftom, mch 
fUicH\$us Ohfirvatiwis upon it, calculated to impolii 
upon the World, by (training it to a Senfe, which t h# 
Words will not bear, and could not pofTibly be \^ 
tended by the e§n$fa&hg Parties. 

But beifbre I examine thefe Obfirvarimts, I motft bug

Y % Thif 
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This Method of wiredrawing and refining upon TV^ii^ 
fiest in oppoiition to their natural Conftru&iOD and the 
True Deiign of them, hath been too much pradlifed 
of late, tor certain Purpofcs, which are no Secrets 
to the Woiid; and I confeis it hath always given 
me a ftrong Sufpicion of Inability, or bad Dcfigns, 
when there is any Occafion for ExpHcathm and lU- 
finetnents of this Nature j for as flain Terms are al- 
ways more ready than amifiguous and dquivocal oms^ 
They will always be prcfer'd by Men of Vnierftam^ 
ing and Inttgrityy who will never fuffcr Themfclvcf 
to be impos'd upon, nor endeavour to impofe upon 
their Country by IVords, which are liable to eternal 
Cavils and Difputes. 

Theft anniverfrry Writers have often put me in Mind 
of the French Mountebtinky mentioned by Mr. AddU 
fin^ who had always a little Boy tunning before Him 
through the Strews of Paris ^ and crying, my Father 
cures all Sorts of Diftempers \ to which the DoHor re- 
plied with a grave Voice, the Child ffeaks Trjith^-^ 
Charlatans in Politicks muAhavc iheir Zanies and MtT" 
ry- Andrews t as well as other ^tuicksh but as a certaim 
great Do^or hath ienc his Children before Him, with- 
out any Succels, for fome Years pail, He hath thought 
fir, at lad, to fpeak for Uitnfelf, and be the Trumpeter 
ef his own Fame. 

If theie political Ccmmmtators could perfuade fo* 
reign Princes to underftand Treaties in the Senfe, 
which They are plealcd to put upon them, it would 
be a real Service to theur Country ; but the Cafe is 
quite otherwife, and their Explanations have been hi- 
therto conflantly difbwned by the Powers abroad^ as 
ibon as They have ferved the Purpofes, for which they 
were intended at home. This hath often had a 
double ill £fFed} for as it gives us the Charader of 
awkard Drickflers in foreign Courts, fo it always makes 
us uneafy and diffident at home, when We find our-

This is too evident from what hath been ob/enred 
upon the TViatUs tod Conventhns before-memionVlf 
iMd I wiih it mi^rnot be rerifkd in t^icfrefentl^taty 
and the Commmt now before us ; upon which I (hall 
take the Liberty of making (bme Remarks, without 
being in the leaft zStdtt^ with the Scurrility of th& 
Author, who iieems to have the Vanity to think that 
his infc^ent Reflexions and dogmatical AiI(nrtions will 
preclude all ftmhtr EjeMminatton, and deter others 
firom con trad ifting what He lays down. He mieht 
M well have faid; prMV, Gentlemen, resd ever tSefi 
jirtkles, snJ cenfefs what s glorious Peace / hav0p^p» 
cwred fer ym. It it ft^cienty GentUmtny that I fay 
it i and tf you offer to be of another Ofinien, it is ii 
flaiti Sign that you are no better than Jacobites smd 
Ftpiik^ hi your Hearts, 

It feems very extraordinary that this Gentlematf 
Ihould think proper to juftify his Treaty, before any 
€ibjeBions had been publifhed againft it > for though 
He is pleas'd to £iy xhtxjpme feofle have taken Toms 
f$ dif credit it, even before they had feen it i I coofeis I 
am at a Lofs to guefs whom He means. I am fare 
$ipffe fVriters, witn whom He fcems to be fb very 
•figry, have purpofcly declined any Animadverfions 
open ir, though they might perhaps have been ap- 
prfted of ibme of the Articles, till it was publKhcd 
ty Authority; and I hope a Man of his Imfortancf 
would not condcfcend to turn Pamphleteer ind wafte k> 
much of his precious Time in anfwcring the private 
Whifpers of Cofee-houfe FoUticians. 

His great Officioufncfs therefore, in having the fifi 
fford and anfwcring ObjeB'ions, before they are made^ 
looks as if He was conjcious to Himfclf that thcFeae0 
was not found at the Bottom, and flood in need of 
fcMWe Explanation to fupport it. But how bath He 
ttccraptcd to vindicate n ? 'Why, by celebrating h*s

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§wn exe$lUiu OrndttB^ and abufing fonu fMrtic$dmr 
Gentlemen, whom He is pleafed not to like, in fb li- 
centious a Manner, that nothing can add to his Vani- 
fy and Infolence, but endeavouring, by his Intereft in 
any Place, or in any Manner, to prohibit the fame 
Freedom of writing on the oiher Sid9, 

I hope that He will have fb much Modefty, at 
leaft, as not to make any fuch Attempt after ThtJi 
and I think it a very ieafbnable Opportunity to put 
the World in mind of the great Ufcmlneis of the lA" 
herty of the Frefss for if any Refiraiut Ihould belaid 
upon it, by his Means, ("and I believe no other Man 
will ever attempt it) they cannot expcd any Accounts 
ofpelitical Affairs , of any Kind whatfbever, befides 
fuch partial uid /can Jalous Glojfes as That, which is 
now before us. 

The Obferver fccms verjr unhappy, at his firft fa- 
ting out, in the Defcription he gives of thofi Men^ 
who, as he fuppofes, will find Fault with this 
Treaty, He tells us they art like thofe Wretchu thai 
live upon dangerous Coafls, whofe Profit ari/es from 
Wrecks i tphofubffi by the Misfortunes and Calamities 
of their fellow Creatures $ and whofe AfRi^ion is confer 
• ^uently an happy Trefage of Calm and Serenity. I &y 
this Defcription does not feem to fuit Thoje, to whom 
he npplcs it, fo well as it does a great, overgrown, 
lojcked MinH^tr, who hath enrich'd himfelf by the 
Spoils of a llaiioni v/hofc Power fubfifts by theMr^ 
fortunes and Calamities of his Fellow Subjedisj and 
whofe Dovpnfal would confcquently be an happy Omen 
o( the Profperity of his Country, 

He infinuates, afterwards, that the Arguments of 
thcfe wicked Men, his Oppofers, have mSe no fmall 
Impreflion at the Court of Madrid, How ftrange and, 
at the fame Time, how melancholy a Conlideration is 
it, that fuch a mean, inconfiderable and deJpicableWac* 
tlon. as They have been often reprefented, (hould h§ve 
any Influence ivkfortign Courts i or be able to give the 
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ktft Obftru£kion to Him and his AjfocUttSt in their 
wife and notable Negotiations ? 

He is likewife full of his Apprehenfions, that the 
Suggeftions of this iame mean and inconfidetMble CmM 
willhave fbme Influence on the Counfels of Viennm ; 
and lays, fVe may moft artaitdy exfeSi that They will 
now apply their whole Skill and Invention to find out 
fuck Reajons as may beft ferve to divert his Imperial 
Majcfty/rtfOT becoming a Party to thefe Engagement's. 

Now, in my humble Opinion, this Work is already 
done to their Hands by the Objerver Himfelf, who 
hath furnifhM his Imperial Majefiy, in this very Pam- 
phlet, with ample Reafons for not acceding to the 
Treaty, as I (hall prefently (hew $ and, in the mean 
Time, I will leave the Reader to judge whether 
charging ib great a Prince with Ingraiitside and Breach 
ef Faith (as this Writer does by a very (Irong Impli- 
cation) is the moft probable Method of making Hioei 
our "Friend. 

He cannot forget furely how fuch Ufage, from Him 
and his Creatures, upon all Occaiions, was relented at 
Viermn fome Years ago. Nay, He j^m'd to be fen- 
fible of it laft Winter, and began to fbfren his Lan- 
guage towards that Court, and beftow'd the fame 
Kind of Rhetorick on their catholick Majefties -, but 
now, it feems. Things have taken another Turn, by 
his wife and fleady Measures, and the Emperor muft Tub- 
mit to be abufed in the fame Manner again. 

But to return— The Reafons of his Apprehenfions 
that this little, powerful Cabal of his Adverfaries wiU 
ufe all their Intereft at the Court of Vienna to divert 
his Imperial Majefly from acceding to the Treaty^, are 
contained in the following Words. It cannot certain^ 
be expeBed that the fame Perfbns, who were fo much 
alarmed at the Negotiations, and apprehended fo manf 
ill Confequences to Themfelves from the Conclufion ef a 
proviHonal Treatv, fhould fhew lefs Concern and Dtfap" 
f ointment upon the J^ews of a fblid and lafUng Peace; 
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•r jh^uld h$ lift sUrtsMdM^hi in tlnk MnJHUVimi H 
frevent its bieoming general. 

This is eqaally camlid with thtt Chara€feer, which 
He gires of thf/k Firftntt in the preceding Pages» aad 
equally probable witk the reft of hit Coniequencei. 
How filid and U^g this T€M€$ is like to be, We may 
judge from his own OhfervMimt on the chief Artfckss 
of it i bat I muft firfl take Notice that fhtfo terfims^ 
who cannot poiTibly reap any Advantage from the 
higheft Taxes, muft be very fond of parting with 
their Money, if They are lefs deiirous of leeing (hem 
diminiih'd, by a filid and Isfitng Feacf, than ibme 
§thir Ferfins, wlio may heap up fmftbtr 'Riches by 
them. 

I amwellappnVd, firom paft Experience, that even 
tzpofing the vue Sophiftry of tins Fstmphiet may be 
called fisndfldng tht Empe«or with Arguments mgahifi 
reading t» the IVe4^, and endestvetirUg to frevene Us 
becoming general. To This I fhall only repiy, once 
for all, that it ts .a J^ficky which may be equally urged, 
at any Time, againft any bad Mesfitres^ or wicked M4- 
mfien whatfoever^ and therefore I am fiire that the 
Mifibie Part of the World, who <k> not hold an im- 
piicit Faith in Mmijiers^ will lay no Manner of Streis 
upon it, let it be repeated and ecchocd back irpoo as 
never ib ofxen, or fbrongly, by ti»s Gentleman and hit 
jiffeciaees. 

Having made our Way that far through the M- 
lingfgate Rubbiih of YnsJntrcdH^en, Vft come to the 
Subihnce imd Marrow of hit Beek ; and here, perhaps, 
it will be fa'd that He does not fight againft the Air^ 
lince He brg^ns his Ohfcrvateans wkh taking Hsfke ef 
feme falfe Inftauations, which theie feme wicked Per- 
ions have already let fall with Regard te this Treaty, 
which they ceuld not, fays He, at that Time hofvf fef- 
fbly ftent and ef the Cements ef which phey wemld per-' 
fnade us that the Diredlofs ef k Company, extremely 
inter efied intheOm f e e iueietces efKk\% Treaty, were eijmafiy 

ignorant $ 
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jgnufMnt ; though thoie Dire^ors Imd fitn snd Mf^ 
froved them, 

Caa anv Thing be more ridiculous than this Pan- 
graph, which carries along with it a 6j11 Aofwer to 
the Charge ic contains? ^ For who could poflibly ap- 
prehend that thefe DireSors hsd fien the Omtents rf 
the TVM/y, at that Time ; or were not equalif ignorant 
efthem with all other Englijhmen, who are equally in^ 
tereftedy at leaft, in the Cenfequences cflt f Who could 
imagine (rill this worthy Gentleman was pleafed to in- 
form us of it) that- the Managers of a menied Corf§» 
ration (liould be more favoured than all the reft of 
his Majefty's landed and trading SubjeBs i or even than 
the whole Body of the Proprietors of this Gompao/ 
itfclf, in whofe Name They expreflcd their Affroba* 
fien of it? 

We all know in what Manner fuch Things are often 
carried j and if it fliould appear that this Obiequiouf^ 
nefs to minifterlal Furfofes was drawn from them by 
the indirc^ Methods of any of their Managers, with- 
out having the fame Knowledge communicated to ' 
them> We hope They will (hew their Re(entment of 
it at the enfuing Election of DhreHorsy and not fufTer 
them {elves to be led by ary Men, who make a Pro- 
perry of them upon every Occafion. 

// hath likevife been hinted, quoth the Obferver^ 
thaf the fecuriag of the Succeffion of Don Carlos io 
Italy, by Spani(h Garriions, (which makes one ofthefrin^ 
eifal Stipulations of the new Trearj) is a Step, that ^ 
may prove dangerous to the Peace of Europe \ and that 
the Emperor, in particular, is obliged in Interefi tp 
prevent its taking EffeS, 

In the firft Place, I appeal to the World who were 
the firft, that not only hinted but expatiated very 
largely on the Danger, which Europe had Reafbn to 
apprehend from the Profpe£ls and growing Grandeur 
of Don Carlos r Did not the Author of the Enquiry 
begin it three Years agoj and wm it not very ftrenn- 

oufly 
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oufly infiftcd upon kft Wiiirer, by ?hi« very ffHtw 
himfelf and his Advocates, hit this SuceeJIkn, upon 
any Tcrmst was abfolurcjy eor.trttry to the luttrtft of 
mU Ef^opo, and pjirticu«arly tu* 7^«/ of Great Brhmb^t 
But iince he hath now tkoui^li. he to alter his Note, 
for wife and fttatfy Rtafons^ i^ tair as even to afHrna thtt 
iafteaa ot bcing^ eoatrMry to tho Jitter efis of all Earope, 
there cati io no folld Ooje^iom m aJo to ify and iinc« 
the Sturtffon of Don Carl >s vt\\i\y u tmade ono of th% 
principal Stipulations i/i tko »ei» Treaty (as V)e> for 
once, V cfy jitflly ohferves) 1 wili gve this Affair a par- 
ticular ExaminatioT:.

Bclides, the Obferver luth told us that whatever 
Obje^ions migl.t be made to //^ Succejponty it is al« 
ready conftnted to and eftahlijhed by the ^uaJruflo Al» 
lyarue \ though it it ibould be allowed to be bad in 
irielf, I do no: fee how This will n^tnd it, or that on§ 
falfeStep is any Juftification of another y efpeciaily if 
it could be avoided. And I (hall leave it to this mua 
I>tft'inguiJJ}er to flicw any Rea(oD why we could not 
depart from ono Point of the ^uadrmpU Ailyanco as 
well as another 'y ox whether^ indeed^ the whoUof'\t'i% 
not vacated by this Omravontion ; eipecially aa far a« 
k relates to Von Carlos^ and the E/nporor. 

However, I will confider this Anair in a folitiaoi

Whereas it is ftipulated by the frtfora Treaty, ^rat 
the introducing ofGarrifons into the Flaees tf Leghorn, 
Porto-icrraio, Parma and Placentia, to the Number ef 
fix thou/and Men of his Catholick Majesty's Troops, 
and in his Pay, Jhall ^Efi'FiCTVA^ED wiTHoot Loss 
OF Time. 

The OSjerver {pends fcveral Pa|fes in jufttfying this 
Sripuiation in Favour of Don Curios, and pronounces 
the Court of Vienna to be very ill advifed, and very 
unjuft, or unreafenahle, if they refufe to accede to the 
Treaty of Seville, on Account of this Variation from 
the Quadruple Allyance, by the Introdudlion of Sfa' 
nijh, inftead of Swfi Garrifons, into the fortified Places 
of Tufcany and ^arma. 

Though I am no tone of Thofe, whom our great Att" 
thor hath reprcicnted fb averfe to the general Tran- 
quility of Eurofe, as to fuggeft Arguments, which 

may 
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may prevent its taking Efled^ yet 1 muft beg Leave 
to cxprefs my own ApprchenfionSy that his Imftrud 
Mayfly may think it lomewhat derogatory to his H§» 
nour, to permit the Succedlon to {6 coniiderabie « 
Fief of the Empin to be difpoied of, not only without 
his Confent and, in the Manner of it, contrary to a 
folemn Treaty ^ of which he was a frmcifal Tarty \ but 
iikewiie with an Air of Triumph over him, and as 
an Expedient to dilTolve an Allyance^ which hath been 
repre^ted ia advantageous to him. 

His fuffering himfelt to be difunited from Co h» 
neficial an Allyana, rather than come into this ProjeSf, 
is likewife an Argument to me, that he thought it 
contrary to his Intereft, 

But as this Introdud:ion of Spaniflj Troops is to be 
KFFECTUATED withoui Lo/s of Time, let us confider 
how hr this Variation firom the Quadruple jUlyMnce 
may affc^ Great- Britain, and the general Tranqui- 
lity of Europeif propofed to be efbbliflied iy this 
Treaty. 

I think it \t allowed by this Writer and his Jidv§9 
catest as well as others, that our prefent Circumftancet 
require a fpeedif and folid Peace y but I am afraid it 
will be found, that this Variation is very far from tend- 
ing to facilitate that good End j for however averfe 
the prejent Dukes of Tufcany and Parma, and all the 
Italian Princes, might be to have their Dominions dif- 
pofed of in this Manner, even after their Death j yet 
they might, perhaps, think fit ouictly to fubmit to ir, 
upon the Terms of the ^adruple Allyance^ when 
they faw all the chief Powers of Europe concurring in 
aRefolution to that Purpofe; but when thefe Terms 
are varied from neutral to Spaniflj Troops, contrary to 
the Inclination of one of the contradling Parties, iney 
will certainly endeavour to oppofe it,- anJ I conftru 
this Variation does not Teem immaterial to Thet»» for 
the following Reafans ; 
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^kfty the prefent Dukes might think their Perfitu 
to be iafcr, whilft their Towns were garrifbn'd by 
Forces, vrhich would not join in any Violence upon 
them, without the Concurrence of three neutral Klngs^ 
who had no Reaibn to be fo impatient fbr the fpeedy 
Acceflion of Don Carlos, as cheir catholick Majefiies 
ieem to be. 

Secondly i neutral Garrifons would certainly lie under 
t lefs Temptation to meJdle, Mreiily or indireBly, in 
Affairs ef the political^ oeconomical and civil Govern- 
ment. 

If therefore, fbrthcfe, or any other Reafbns, the pre- 
font Fojfejfors ihould refufe Admittance to the Spanijh 
Troops 5 and his Imperial Majejfy, upon their Applica- 
tion, (hottld think fk to aifift them in it, either for 
juft or unjuft Reafbns ; I leave the World to judge, 
whether this Treaty hath procured us that only good 
End of all our late tedious Negotiations, which we 
have fo long deflred, and hath been To often promifed 
uSy I mean a general and lafting Teace ; for if we 
muft be involved in a War, as this Writer feems to 
prognofticate, it is of but Uttle Confequence with what 
Prince it begins j and I muft put him in Mind, that 
though a Peace vntYi Spain may be more advantageous 
to a trading Nation than a Peace with the Emperor ; 
yet a ff^ar with the Emperor would be, for the fime 
Reafoxu more burthcn&me and impra^icable to a 
maritime Power, than a War with Spain, 

I have heard it often alledged in Converfation, that 
it is not in the Power of his Imperial Majefiy to pre- 
vent the Execution of thisTreaty 3 but this Allegation 
has been fufficientiy confuted by the Author of the 
Enquiryt who told us that the Emperor alone was ca- 
paole of difittrbmgity as well as by the Aflertionof the 
H^iter before us, who iays that had that Succeffion 
been left open, all Italy, ^tnfidering the Strength and 
Infitenci ^ thefe Dommions, which the Emperor hath 
tUreadjf got Poffejpon rf in that Country, mttft in all

If therefore the Emptror^ In Conjun^on with the 
ItMinn Trinces, or any other ttmtrs^ fhould think fie 
to oppofe it, we cannot avoid entering into t War with 
Htm and his Allies i and if we (hould happen to fM 
of Snccefs by coercire Methods, after perhaps a great 
Number of expenfive Campaigns, the 5^iiiif«nlr might 
comphritt of the Hhn-txwt^tkn of the Treatyy in one of 
its moft important Articles, and vacate the whoUt 
upon plautibie Allegations that however we might have 
attempted^ we had not, according to the Tenor of 
the 7Vf«ry, iffbctid the Introdu^on of i>#f» 
Cmlot into Italy, 

It is Hkewife verfobfcrvable that there is no Provi-

And here, I think, I have much better Grounds 
than the Author of the Enquiry had, to aflert that 
there mud be fomc fecret JYeaty beildes Thst, which 
is made fuhlick ; for though it is flipulated that the 
Introdudkion of Sfanijh 1>oofs into Italy, for fecuring 
the SuccefTion of Don Carlos, (hall be effecluatid with' 
out Lofs of Time-y yet no Provifion is made in what 
Manner, and at whoje Expence, they are to be carried 
thither. 

This is one Renfbn, amongft manv others, which 
induces me to believe that there arc iome feoref Arti> 
cles nor yet produced j efpecially, fincc wc have lately 
heard Diftind^ions made, by this Gentleman himfelf, be* 
t vvccn a publlck, ostensible 7>M/y (as He phrafed 
it) and a private Treaty, kept in Refcrve. This puts 
mc in mind of the exoterical and efoterical Dodhines 
of the antient Philoibpbers ; the former of which 
I hey propagated amongfl the Vulgar, and kept the 
htter for learned Men only, and private Converfation 
adon^H: themfclves. I am apt to believe that our 
modern State/men have built upon this Fouodation, and 
borrowed their Method of Negociating from the Pria- 
ciplcs of thefe Philofaphers 'y fmce, upon examining 
ir.oil: of our late Treaties, we (hall find very few^ 
which are not reflrained by ibme private., or efptericai 
Articles, 

Since therefore fuch liberal Conceflions have been 
made to Spain, let us next enquire what Advantages 
are granted in Return to Great Britain, with regard 
to our Trade ^lA Tojfeffionsy which have been brought 
under Difpute. 

Oar Author tells us, that all firmer Treaties and 
Conventions being confirmed by tne firft Article^ we 
have a very full Acknowledgment, on the Part ofSpuat 
of our Right to Gibraltar and the IJland of Minorca j 
but, as the Prctcafions of the Spaniards to the fmrm^rr 

have 
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bave been founded on the Conveation at Madrid in 
the Year 1711, fbme People may be apprcheofive 
that they will renew that Claim, upon a proper Oc- 
ca£oni fince this Convintifn is confirmed, as well al 
any other, by that Artkle, 

We muft therefore, in fuch a Caie, rely upon the 
fic0nd Article, in which the King of5^i» guaranties all 
hisMajefty's Kingdoms, States indDemini&ns i and I hope» 
with oar Assthor, that Qibraltar is fecured to us» 
under one of the& Denominations, heyond all toffiH- 
li^ of DoM^, or Cavil, But I think 1 may farcly ac- 
cept of his Difianctj ti Jhew in what manner they 
could he more effectually fecnred j which they moft 
undoubtedly would have been, either by a J^edfick 
Rinnntiation of all Right and PretenHons to them for 
the future i or by ufing his own Terms, foreign Ac- 
quijitions, or VoJfeJJhns, I mention the Term Toffeffi- 
ons, becauie our Mimjlers £eemed to be fenfible of the 
Comprehenfivenels of it, by ioiertingit in the Treaty 
of Hanover 3 and the making uie of ic, in the Articles 
of Seville, would have contained a full Acknowledg- 
ment of our Right to thofe Places i and if the Spa^ 
niards had a fincere Intention to confirm that Rights 
they would ha?e fy^fered ic to be expreiTed in Terms 
as clear as Tho/e, in favour of Don Carlos, If tbey 
were not fincere, but had fome Rtftrve, I am afraid 
that a di&rent Conlh-ud^ion of fo important an Ar- 
tick will render the Peace lefs foltd and la^^g than 
the Obferver procQiies» and every good Engiifiman 
hath Rcaibn to wifh. 

The other Point, which concerni us, relates to the 
Re-eilabU(hment of our juft Privileges in Commerce, 
aad the Compenfatioa due to our Merchants for their 
Safirkegs during the Rupture ; which are left to be 
fealed by Commijfaries of both Nations, who are to 
affembfe at the Court of Spain, and to fiiiiih ^hdr En- 
quiries within the Space of throe Tears,

F/V/f, as to the Place i which fome People think 
would have beea more properly fixed at tendon y 
where our Merchants, for whole Relief this Commif^ 
fion was principally intended, could with much lefs 
Trouble and Ex fence have produced the authentuk 
Proofs and Vouchers for their Lofles, and reply to afty 
Objecilonst that may be made to their Demands, 

The next is with rclped^ to the Condition, upon 
which this Compenfation is to be made; and That is, 
that the Ships, Merchandtz,e and Efi^s Jhallnot hav$- 
Seen taken, ot feiz^ed upon account of unlaioful Com* 
merce, without fpecifying, or explaining what (lull be 
deem'd unlawful Commerce', which hath ever admi- 
nidrcd Matter of Difpute between the Spaniards and 
the Englifhi 

The third Objc^ion is to the Length of jHlmsaflig- 
ned to this Enquiry -, which I find fome Merchants ap- 
prehend may, in a great Meafure, invalidate thatSti* 
pulation-, for the Spanifh Minifters cannot be ignorant 
of the Italian Proverb, Chi guadagua Tempo, guada* 
gua Tout to; He that gains Time, gains every Thing, 

Thefe Commifponers are likewife to difoufs and de- 
cide his carholtck Majejiys Pretenfions to the Reftita- 
tion of the Ships taken in the Mediterranean, in the- 
Year 1718} an Article, which may be £0 caft up by 
Spanifh Accompcants, as to over-ballance the Account 
of the £mi/7; Merchants, by fevtral hundred thou/and' 
Jiounds, 

The Obferver tells us, that there '»as the lefs Prei^ 
tencefor declining this Difcujpifn, becaufe ve werefm^ 
it -would, upon Examination, appear that it vasJUo 
Fault of the Spaniards only, that thofe Ships werXnof 
put into their Poffefjfon 5 firom whence he would infor, 
that they cannot expe£^ any Satisfa&ion for them; 
though he tells us himfelf, that at the Time thoie. 
Ships were of&r'd to be delivered at Portmahon, they

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were m fueh a ika^J CmMtkn^ that, upon the Re- 
fufal of the Sfanmrds to accept of them, they were, 
by the Order of the Governor ^ funk in the m^in Se0: 
It is therefore reafbnable to prefume, that they will 
expe^ Reparation for them $ or why (hould they have 
inufted on zStifnlation to that Purpoie? 

The Ohferver farther £iys, tUxacxhcSpnuards found* 
their Claim to this ReJHtution upon the Dreaty of 1 71 1 $ 
the very fame Treaty y upon which they likewise 
found their Pretenfions to Qihraltar ; the very fame 
T^iapff which we concluded privately at Madrid. 
whilit we were Mediators between that Court and 
Vienna. 

As this Convention therefore of lyii, (which> per<^ 
haps, it were to be wifhed' had never been made) is 
confirmed by the firfi Article of the frefent Treaty ^ 1 
do not fee why the Spaniards may not infift upon the 
Reftitution of Gibraltar, by Virtue of this Treaty (\i 
there is any fuch private Article in it, as they alledge) 
as well as the Reftitution of 5^i^/ taken in the Meditef" 
ranean \ unlefs it be allow'd, that this Article^ with 
Regard to the Cafe of Gibraltar, is derogated from, la 
the fecond Article, under the Words, Kingdoms, States 
and Dominions} which I hope will occafionno future 
Difpute. 

I had almoft forgot' to take Notice of one Article^ 
which I confefs I was fomewhat furprized to find in 
the Treaty, or at leafl exprefs'd in that manner i I 
mean the third, where it is faid that the Ministers 
of their Britannick, and mofichrifiian Majefties, haviag^ 
PRETENDED (as it is in the Original) that the Treaties 
o§ Vienna, between his Imperial Majefiyind the King 
of^Spain, contained an Itifradion of the Treaties ^ 
Commerce, antecedent to the Year 17 ij*; his catholiek 
Majefty declares, as he had before declared, that he 
never had any such Meaning. I fav, I was fi)mewhac 
furprized to fee an Article exprefled in tins Manner i 
htcaufi: it.may be coaftnicd into a Reflexion on the*

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UaderdtAdkig or Iate|rit^ of fmu ftrfmu of great 
Importance j and conudering tne Cordiality, vhk 
•Meh his catiiolick MajeHy uttered into tins Treaty, 
I cannot doubt that he would have iu&red this Mr* 
ticle to be worded in other Terms, 

Whether the Treaty, lately concluded at Seville, be 
JHfit homtiraUi 2itid advsntagecM or notj I mufl leave 
the World to judge whether this O^rver hath proved 
it to be fo i but I am very ready to agree with him 
in acknowledging his Mafefy*s Goodnefs to us, and thac 
the Interefls ^ Great-Britain had the cbirf FU€4 in 
his Thoughts, 

I know very little of the Disputes between his 
Idajffty and the King of Truffia \ but if that friace 
hatn forcibly taken away any of his Majcdy's German 
Subje&s, he hath certainly a juft Right to Riprijklsg 
as I think our Merchants nad for the Shifs unlawfully 
taken firom them by the Sfaniards, 

Neither do I know of any Britons^ who now look 
upon the King of fru£ta as their Here^ and could not 
formerly prevail upon themjelves to troat him with 
common Decency i but I remember very well thsLtfims 
Men, who now iet him forth as a weak, inconfiderahla 
Prince, represented him, about four Years ago, as a 
very potent and profitable Ally. 

I am as much at at Lois as this Auihwy to fee b(» 
it can bo the Duty of any Engliihman to encourage 
foreign Powers to invade the King's German Domimons, 
and to excite the neighbouring Princes to ofprefs n' 
People, meorly buaufe they acknowledge the iame Sove<^ 
reign that we do. I fcorn, as much as he, to rcpre- 
fent thf^t Coemtry barren and dejpicable^ though I can- 
not help thinking the Britifh Dominions much -more 
con£derable, both to his Mojefly and Us, and deftrvinjg 
the firft Place in our Thoughts. The former hath cer- 
tainly tho common Clam of aH Proteflant Nations ta 
our Favour and good If^fhes i Vut how f^ we are ob- 
liged, under tbe Naaie of Pr^te^tio^, to engage our 

felve% 
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fekcs in a W/tr upon that Account, I muft leave to 
the Deciiion of the AB rf SeHlemenf, and to that Why 
of thinking upon it, (as our Author exprefles him- 
fdf ) in which the Parliament Jhalt decUro themfelvis 
to be, 

I cannot conclude, without taking Notice of the 
Difingcnuity of this WHter, in putting Cafes and pref- 
fing Arguments of a very high and ferfonal Nature, 
which cannot be anfwered without luch a free Exa-^ 
jTiination, as nnay be thought improper and difreJpeH* 
fiil. The Words of the late Earl of Hallrfax, when 
Minijler of St^te, upon a Subjeft of this Kindt arc 
very candid and applicable to the prefent Occafion ; 
viz,, that it is not jtift to frefs ii;) Argument, which 
puts another Man in Fain, when he goes to anfweri/. 

But This hath been the conllant mean Artifice 
of our Author and his Advocates, When we offer to 
urguc with them, their Caufe is always the King's- 
Caufe, and their Meafures muft be the King*s Meafures'r 
which is fbmetimes true, in oneSenfe, as they are car- 
ried on by his Authority, and in his Name , but I 
muft beg Leave to inlift upon it, that Minijler s, by 
the Conftittttion of this Nation, are anfv^erable for 
mU their Meafuros, though tran&ded by the Kingj's 
Authority j and that they ought to be punifhed for 
had lyeatios, though Concluded under His royal 
San&ion, 

I hope I have preferred a proper Decency of Lan- 
guage through thefe Sheets $ but if I fhould be 
thought to have let fall fome ExprefHons with too 
much Warmth, they ought to be imputed to that 
Virulence of Style and Manner, with which our Au- 
thor hath thought fit to treat this Subje^. 

When theReader confiders how very lately the TOroaH 
and Objervations were publifhed, he wul coocludie 
that thiefe Thoughts upon them muft be very fud* 
den, and thrown together without any Order, or Me- 
thod, I need not therefore atk his Indulgence for

Thia was 
the Occafion of m; writing in Sa much Hidci and 
I make no Doubt that the iarae Subjed will be Cooa 
treated by a much more M* ud w^trly Hand. 
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£ Shall not treat the cMerick Authtr of 
» theft Obfirvatlons (o ill as He dcfervcs to 
t be ufed. But let him not rniftakc my 
J Meaning. I am One of thai Number of 
t Briieni, who bear him no Eftetm in the 
' midft of his imaginary Succefi i not en- 
tertain the leaft ftar oi him in the midft of his u»l 

Tiiz Lenity I fhall exercife, proceeds from pureCus- 
ttmit. What orher Sentiment can Hi create, who 
fends an empry Declamation into the World (for fueh 
1 (hall inftantly prove it to be, in all its Parts) only to 
(hew us what we knew before} that he htufiers mfi 
when be is m»j? afrMid; and that if his Enemies in- 
tend to turn hii Htud, they are in a very faic Way of 
fuceeeding !

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This manner of Trcarmcnr of him will, I am 
fure, be approved by thofe trvo Gentlemen in particu- 
lir, againft whom he is thought more immediately to 
dirc6t his Billingfgate Dialed. As they may defy 
him to maintain whath^has the Front to aflert, they 
have a Right to dclpifc his iHveSive, This Weapon 
rarely does Hurt to any but Thoie, who wield itj 
and iurcly if ever it is blunt and harmlcfs, it muft be 
lb in the Hands of One, to whom Honours have not 
been able to communicate Dignity, nor Power Au- 
t'noii'y i to whom long Habits at Court hive not 
been able to give fb much as the Manners of aGen- 
rl.man, nor long Experience in Bufinefs the Kfiow- 
leJgc of aMinillcr. 

Leaving himihcrcfore to wallow in that Mire, from 
which he can never be walhed, I proceed to the Ex- 
amination of his laft notable Performance; in which 
I fliall have the lefs to do, becaufe the Author of tkA 
f,:ortVie-a>of theStateof jiffalrs haih anticipated many 
Things; which I fhouid othcrwife have been obliged 
to mention i and to that Treatife I take the Liberty t>f 
referring Thole, who aredclirous to enter into a more 
minute I3etail than I fl^all trouble the Publick with at 
this Time.

Tins Author hath been accuftoracd very much to 
flatter himfelf by the Favours, which Fortune hath 
beftow*d, in her Wantonnefs, upon him i and vet he 
could hardly hope to perfuade the Generality or Men, ^ 
xhzz the Point laboured the Lift Year by Thofe^ who 
oppoH' iiim, (and who, for that very Reafon, have the 
PL^>i.\k on their 5Me) wdii to fur rjfl) Spain with Ar- 
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gnmtnts to juftify fiizJng tmd JetauuMg tht S^fuh SeA 
Comfanfs Efe&s and the DifnJaiWHs ttfw cur Mer* 
chants in thewffi InJks, He could hardly hope Tms; 
becauie he kaew that the Public k was dailv aWitnels 
to the loud Complaints, made hj theie Per^ns, of the 
Seizures, Detenfiens and Defrednti^ns , which oar 
Merchants fuflfered, without being defended, or having 
the Means of doing thcmfclves juftice put into thcii 
Hands. The Papers, writ on this Side of the ^^cftion, 
arc ftill in the H mds of every one ; and he, who or. 
read, may fee, in flat Contrad:d:ion to th:s modej^ 
Ferfon, that his Adverfaries, who wiihed that Britain 
haci been kept out of nev ^nd nnneceffary Broils, were 
equally zealous that /he (hould extricate hcrfeif by 
fuch Means as became a po^'crful and a warlike Narion. 
Very far from furniflmg Arguments xo juftify the Pro- . 
ccedings of xhcS^niards againll us, They, andTluy 
alone, were d^rlirous and even prciVng thir the Spj- 
niards might be obliged by Torce of Arms fih-* or.ly 
Way, which could then be taken) to acknowledge the 
Injuftice of their Proceedings } to make ample and 
certain Reparation ; and to me for Teace. 

The Publick knows cxtreamly well, if this Writer 
d<K& not, how to diftinguifli between thoie Advanta- 
ges, which the Blunders of one Miniftry may give to 
another in Segotiati^n, and thoie jufl Reafbns, for 
which alone it is lawful for one Nation to commence a 
fPkr with another. 

Again ; is it pofTible this Author could hope to per- 
fuade Mankind, without the lead colour of Proof, that 
Thofe, who write againft him, emitted no Argts^ 
mentSi •which might provoke , or encourage the King 
tf Pruflia to a Rupture f This he charges dire^lly and 
pofitively upon them, as well as fuggcfting to the 
King's Allies, that they were not obliged to take part in 
this Quarrel, nor wire at all concerned in the Confo" 
quencts of it, 
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As provoking as this Charge if, it is at the iaKie 
time io fillj, and in the Nature of Things fb void of 
the fainted Probability, that I (hould ask the Reader's 
Pardon for dwelling in the leaft upon it, if it did not 
give me an Occauoo to take Notice of ibmething 
elle, which cannot be inculcated toe often. 

I know of no Man among this Author^s Adverfa^ 
fariesi (that is, the Tublick) who gives himfelf any 
Concern about thcfe northern parrels i except Thar, 
which arifcs from an Apprchcniion that Gnat Brhah 
may be concerned in them, by Viftue of forae of 
thofe innumerable Treaties and Guaranties, into which 
we have cnter'd within a few Years; or by ibme 
new Device of thoie profound Statefmen, who have 
been the principal Authors of theie Engagements. Far 
Irom apprehending that they fhould he driven from th$ 
Congrefs at Soiflbnsi far from refolving to take Refuge 
in That at Brunfwick \ I dare adlire this ObfervA* 
tor, that the Public k knew well enough in whofe 
Clofct the Scene of Negotiation was laid, and never 
expcdlcd that any Thing, which deferved Attention, 
would be tranfad^cd at Soijfons, I dare likewife afTure 
him that the fame Vublick is as little alerte (fxi ufehis 
own Words) about what pafles at Brunfwick i where 
DO'.hing perhaps may be done, and where moft cer- 
tainly nothing ought to come under Debate, which 
hath any Relation to Great Britain^ lb falfe is it that 
any Pci fons here have encouraged foreign Towers to tn^ 
vade his Majejlfs German Dominions^ or have excited 
the neighbouring Princes to opprefs a People^ merely be^ 
caufe they acknowledge the fame Sovereign that we dp. 
Such a Dcfign would be fo abominably flagitious, that 
I (houki fulpedb no Man to be capable of forming ir, 
if I did not meet in this Writer with one, who is ca- 
pable of fuppofing it, and of a Crime, almoft as great 
as the Defign irfelO That of charging k on innocent 
J^len. 

But 
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But I can readily agree that the Tublick may hive 
been told, and that the THhlick may think ^and both 
furely with the ftrongefl Reafon imaginable) that no- 
thing could be hiore melancholy than to fee a mw 
Wnr break out, or to be brought even into Danger of 
it, u^nfuch Motives as have appeared to make the 
King of Frujfta aflemble his Army lad Year, and to 
continue his Preparations flillj and fuch as gave our 
Monarch fb glorious an Opportunity of ihewing his 
own ferfonal Refolution, I can agree that the lame 
Perfbns may be apt to think and call it an infufie- 
rable Grievance, if Creat Britain is engaged in fuch a 
Quarrel} and if thofe Swords, which reilcd peaceably 
in their Scabbards, whild our Merchants were plun- 
dered, and our Nation infuked by the Spaniards, fliould 
be drawn for the Sake of a few Cartloads of Hay, or 
for fbme irregular Practices in lifling, or detaining a 
afevforryVenfants. Nay. I can agree that This will 
be thought and called a Grievance, even if more im- 
portant, but hitherto unnvowcd Motives, fuch as Fa» 
mi'y Difputes about tVills and Legacies, or Ele£toral 
Dilpatcs about the Execution of Imperial CommiJJtons^ 
fhaii hcrearter appear to have been the real Motives of. 
fuch a Quarrel i and when I have agreed all This, 
which is all that can be agreed with a due Regard 
to Truth, let oar fmart Obferv:itor make his mod 
of it. 

The People o^ Hanover are our Friends. They are 
Trotejiants. They are Subjeifls of the fame Pnncc. 
In all thcfe Refpeft>, far from having that ignoble 
and wicked Sentiment of repining at their ^uiet, wc 
ought to wiili for their Prorperity *, but then they can 
have no particular Title, in the laft of thefc Refpe^ls, 
to claim our Succour and Defence, even when they are 
adhially invaded i much lefs to expe£t that we flioiJd 
maintain a ftanding Army in Germany for their Secu- 
rity. 
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We know very well in what Way of Thinking the 
lafty as well as thi frtfent Tarliament, havi declared 
them/elves to be upon this SubjeSi ; and the Engagement 
to ft and by and fnf fort his late Majefty againft alTlnfitUs 
and Attacks that any Prince or Power y in Refentment of 
the juft Meajures, which his Majefty hath fo wifely taken, 
fjjall make on any of his Mayfly s Territories or Domi- 
r.ionsy though not belonging to the Crown of Gxtzx Bri- 
tain i I fay, thhs Engagement fpcaks their Senfe in very 
intelligible Terms } but muft every Quarrel, which 
arifes in Germany^ be out of Hatred to the Hanover 
Treaty 1 Can fuch Motives andOccafions of a War, as 
1 have mentioned above, be laid to arifc frofti a Re- 
fentment of the Meafures taken at that time by his 
late Majefty, or to be included within this "Engage' 
ment f If they are faid to be Co, and if This be once 
pronounced by that Voice of Parliament^ which muft 
determine us all, it will certainly be apprehended to 
follow, that there never can happen any Difturbaace in 
lower Saxony^ by which we muft not be alarm'd ; 
nor any War there, in which we muft not be engag'd. 
I leave it to the World to judge, if That ever comes 
to be our Cafe, what Advantage we may ezpe^ to 
reap from the Situation of our Country, as an liland, 
or from the prefent happy Eftabli(hment of our Go- 
vernment. 

In the mean time, let us hope for better Things, 
and look on every Man, who labours, (however art- 
fully and infenfibly) to introduce the Notion, that we 
are under any other Obh'gations of protedking his M*- 
jefty's German Dominions, than we are under of pro- 
tcdling any other State, (I mean Obligations of gene- 
ral Intereft, and particular ComfaSt) as a Man, who 
betrays one of the mofteflential Rights of the Britijh 
Nation, and which we hold by the fame Tenure as 
his Majefty holds his Crown j the lame A^ of Par- 
liament, which eftablifhcd the Succeflion in the Houfi 
of Hanover, having enadted fi^/if in Cafe the Crown and 

Ita* 
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Imperial Dignity. of this Realm Jhall kereafier come t§ 
My terfon^ not being a Native of this Kingdom of Eng-- 
land, tt?is Nation flmll not be obliged to engage in any 
Wary for the Defence of any Dominions or Terriiories, 
vhich do not belong to the Crown of England, withotft 
the Confent of Parliament. 

Since this Writer could not hope to impofe on the 
Tublicky in the Points I ha^e mentioned, it is vain to 
guefs for vhom theie Parts of his elaborate Wo^k were 
defigned. 

Shall we fay, that he meant nothing more than to 
indulge himfelf in a Fit of Railing i Or ftiall we refine 
enough to imagine that he might think icrequifite to iet 
fome glaring Examples of Conftrudions by Innuendo^ and 
to renew, if poiTible, the Method of condemning Men, 
not for vhat they writer but for what others affirm that 
they meant to write i He hoped, perhaps, to eflablifh 
that fcandalous Pradice, for fuch it is, of accufing 
Thofe, who are Enemies to Minifters, as Enemies to 
the Crown i and of reprefenting all Oppoficion to their 
Meafures, as an Oppofition to VitMeafures of the King 1 
than which there cannot be, at all tin^'Cs, a greater In> 
ju(lice lotYieSubjeSisy nor, for the mod Part, a more 
infblent Reflexion on Majefh, It would not be ftrange, 
if he flatter'd himfelf that ne might fucceed in theie, 
and ibme other noble Deiigns of the fame kind. Gouki 
he do {6i he would carry a great Point indeed. Such 
Expedients would anfwer aU the Ends of a legal Re^ 
firaint on the Liberty of the Prefs \ that favourite Pro- 
jed, which hath been fo much laboured, both laft Year 
and this, in Private ^ which feems, next to a BiU of 
Indemnity y the befl Security for himfe^ znd his Family > 
and which he may not think it ad visible yet a while 
to propofe in fublick. 

But whatever his Views may be» let u« proceed in our 
Remarks on his Obfervations. 

It is not worth while to take much Notice of what 
h^ fiys concerning the Cooununication of the Con- 
tents 
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tents of the T¥iafy of StvUli to the Direiiors of the 
Smth-StM Camfanft before the reft of the Nation. We 
ihall be able to judge whether theft Perfins (bewed them- 
fHves ^ttn OmrHtrs, or btiUr Merchants^ m the Ap- 
probatioo, which they gave, hj the Time we hate 
gone through the Task we have iet our ielves. 

I haften to the gre^t Vsriari^n macje by the ninth 
and following Articles of this Treatj^, from what was 
fi!ttled by the ^ndrufhAllyAncei over all which he 
hath thrown the thinned Veil, that was ever wrought 
in any minifterial Loom. A bare Expofition of (bme 
few Fafts will fiiffice to fct the whole Merits of the 
Caufe in a very clear Light ; and Thefe ihall be fuch 
Fads as it was unpardonable in him not to know, or 
knowing to conceal ; fb that he hath but a bad Choice 
left him to make between Jgncranee and Unfkirnt/s. 

1 ihall fay nothing of the Faults, which he iniinuates 
may be juftly found with the ^adrufle Alfyanet, 
more than This ; that it little becomes Him to find 
fault with any Treaty 5 and that the ^sdruph Ally^ 
ance will have very different Faces, when it appears 
by itfelft and when it is coniidcrcd as a Confcquencc 
of the id Article of the Treaty between his late Ma- 
jefiy and the Emperor ^ of the 25-th of May, 1716 5 to 
'which Treaty, I believe, he will find the Subfcriptions 
of fbme of his Acquaintance, But let This be paiTtd 
over for the preicnt. 

In the f th Article of the ^aaJrufle Allyance, Great 
Britain and France took upon them to declare, in Con- 
junction with the Emperor, that the States, or Dut- 
chics foffeffed at frefent by the great Duke of Tulcany, 
anJ by the Duke of Parma and Placentia, fhould be ac» 
knomedged for the future, and to all Perpetuity, by the 
contra^ing Parties, to be mafculine Pufs ^ the Empire. 
It was neceflary to aiTame this Right, in order to dif- 
poic of them afterwards. How jufl, or how poli- 
tick This might be, it is no prefent Buiinefs of mine 
to enquhre. 

The 
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The Article goes on, and the Empiror promifes, as 
Head of the Empirt, that when the Succeflion to the 
faid Dutchies fhadl be open» for want of Heirs Male of 
the Families of MtdicU and tarnefi^ the Succeflion of 
Don Carlos (hall take Place, and the Entail there ipe* 
cificd ihall commence. After This, feveral Stipula- 
tions follow, which are plainly directed more, if poir 
Able, to fecure the Rights of the Emperor and Epipire, 
than the Pretentions of Don Carlos, Among other Con- 
ditions, it is not only ftipulated negatively, that ^Mri»^ 
the Lives of the prefent Vofftffors^ or their Male Sue- 
ceffors^ neither the Emperor, nor the Kings of France 
and Spain, nor the Prince dejign*d for this Succeffkn, 
Jhall ever introduce any Soldiers of what Nation foever, 
of their own Troops, or of others* in their Eay^ into the 
Countries and Lands of the faid Dutchies, or eftaSli/h 
Garrifons in the Towns, Torts, Citadels, and Fortreffts 
fituated therein; but it is likewiie (lipulated pontively> 
that the Sw'ifs Cantons Jhall put fix thoufand Men in 
Garrifon at Leghorn , Porto-rcrraio, Parma, and Pla- 
centia. 

For what End now are all thefe Precautions taken? 
If we will believe the Ohjkrvator, they are only taken 
to fecure the eventual SuccefTion of Don Carlos i and 
upon this Principle he argues, that fince the Emperor 
Kas engaged to make good this Succeffion, he can have 
no Reafbn to oppofe a Variation, which tends to rea- 
der that Engagement more effeSheal, and This without 
any Diminution of his Dignity, Eights, or Eojfeffons . Buc 
here lus the Fallacy. They are not taken only to fe- 
cure the eventual SuccefGon of Don Carlos % but they 
are taken as well to fecure la feodalite etaBlie fur lis 
dites Etats en favour de I'Empereur (^ de I'Empirei 
that is, the Rights of Sovereignty efta6HJh*d in the Em- 
peror and Empire over thefe States, as over the Eiefs 
of the Empire. Spanijh Troops, no doubt, are very 
proper to one of thefe Purpofes; and Imperial Troops 
would be juft as proper to the other j but neither of 

them 
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them can be (aid to be proper for ^th j and therefore 
it was provided, that neither of them (hould be tnifted 
to earrifon the Places above-mentioned, but that nete^ 
tralJ¥eofs fhoukl be employed ; againfl whom no Party 
could objeA. 

In Purfuance of his Engagements, taken in thej^iM- 
irufle AlfyMnce, the Emferer having obtained the Con- 
fent of the Empire, grants the exfeHntive Letters of 
the eventual Inveftiture in Favour of Den Carlos, But 
how does he grant them ? Abiblutely ? By no means.- 
Hc grants them in Conformity to the whole fifth Ar- 
ticle of the ^Mdrnfle ALlyance, and not ctherwife $ in 
eonformitfite frdmemorati integri ArticuU qumtt, <^ nen 
alher. He makes the Obfervation of this whole 6fTh 
Article a Condition, pne qua non, and declares that if 
it be not obfervcd* neither He nor the £i»^irf will, or 
can be bound, ad fer mitten Jam nominatorum Duca- 
tuum c^ Statuum fopjjknem teneri, nee velle nee 
fojfe. 

In this Manner were the Rights of the Emferer and 
Empire, and the Succeflion of Don Carlos fettled uid 
confirmed. Upon this Foot they have remained ever 
iiace ; and whatever Defire the Court of Spain mijr 
have had to make Alterations in this Eflablifhrnetit, yet 
we may fee that the Court of Vienna hath been deter- 
mined to admit of none. But I am juftified in fay* 
mg, that what the Spaniards could not obtain of the 
Emperor (even at a Time when they made with him 
an Aliyance he had fb much Reafon to be fond of ma- 
king with them) they have obtained of Us and ^anct, 
without the Confent of the Emperor and Empire, Bf 
the Plenitude of our Power, we ereded Tufcany^ Tar-' 
ma, and Flacentsa into Imperial Eiefs. I fay we erec" 
ted i becaufe many ftrong, and perhaps fome unan- 
fwcrable Reafbns are urged to (hew, that they are not 
fuch in themlelves. Now we have, by the fame Ple- 
nitude of Power, given the whole Security, and a kind 
of Independency to the Vajfal, and t^ken away from 

the 
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the Lord the Advantage of that Expedient, which ef- 
fbdlually provided for fhe Performance of the Condi- 
tions he had exa6ied, ^ithout putting it in his Power 
to ev^de the Engagemehts he had taken. 

Will not the Queftion turn very ftrong againflT^o/^, 
who ask why the Emferor (hould take Of^nce at this 
Vt^rtationy it he intended to make effediual his En- 
gagement in Favour of Don Carlos i Will it not be 
asked> why this Variation has been made, if nothing 
more is privately (lipulated inTreaties^ or feparate Ar- 
ticlesy than what hath been already agreed to ; and if 
the Court of Spain intends to make e£(e6kual the En- 
gagements on their Part, and on the Part of the In- 
janto f 

To fay, as the Ohfirvator f^ys, that this Variation 
cannot jufiify, in Keafon and ^ood Senje, his Imperial 
Mijefty'j not confenting to it, unlefs he can Jhew that 
he may be prejudiced by this Alteration, is a plain Con- 
ceHion that if his Imperial Majefty can {hew This, 
then the Variation will juftify his not confenting to it. 
Now this Conceflion gives up the whole Cauicj tho* 
the dogmatical Gentleman hath fo little Knowledge, or 
ReaTon and good Senfe, that He did not perceive it; 
for noihing is more obvious than that the Emperor^ 
and Empire too, may fhew that They are prejudiced 
by the Alteration i unlefs We will fay what I believe 
no Man in the World (except this Writer ^ and a near 
Relation of his) is capable of faying j that when a mn^ 
tual_ Security is given and accepted by two Parties, for 
making good a Bargain, this Security may be taken 
from onfi of the Parties ag&ind his Confent, and the 
Benefit of it be wholly applied to the other, and yet 
no Prejudice be done to the former. 

But, perhaps, to the Senfe of this Injury (for fuch 
it will be called) the Remembrance ot another may 
be added in the Councils o( Vienna j and the Prejudice 
done to the Rights of the Emperor and Empire, by 
the Treaty of Seville, may be aggravated by recalling 

1 , the 
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the Prejudice done to thefe Rights, by the fame coa- 
trying Powers, in a Treaty of defenfive Allyanee made 
at Maori J in 1711. Great Britain and France were 
then the Mediators between his Imperial Majefty and 
the Catholick KLing. The ^adrufle Allyance was the 
Ground- work of the Negotiations of Cambrfty s and 
yet thffe Mediators privately took Engagements to flip- 
port the Duke of Parma^ by granting Him a farti^ 
cular ?rote£iiony although the Demands of this Duke 
made one of the principal Differences, upon which 
They were to mediate j and altho* the very firft Ar* 
tide of thcfc Demands declares the Dutchies of Tarmti 
and Placentia to hold of the Popey in as exprefs Terms 
as the Jifth Article of the Quadruple Allyance had de- 
clared them to be mafeulinePitfs of the Empire, This 
Condudt of ours towards the Emperor may very pro* 
bably be compared with That, which We have held 
towards Prance, without whole Concurrence We would 
not fo much as continue our Mediation 5 though every 
Man, except the Britijh Minifter at Paris, knew that 
even France, in that critical Conjundure, could not 
complain of it, and that We had the faireft Opportu* 
nity imaginable opened to us of adding, with Honour 
and Advantage, the very fame Part between Fri»»fe and 
Spain, which France hath afted, with fo much Ho- 
nour and Advantage, fince that Time, between 5^/i/» 
and Us. 

But farther. Befides thefc Confiderations of Injury^ 
or Prejudice, which I have mentioned, may not the 
Imperial Minifters take another Alarm i and may not 
That determine them, at any Riique, to oppofe the 
Introdu6lion of Spanifh Troops into Italy f We all 
know how precious the PoflelTions in Italy are to the 
Imperialifis 5 how much the Point, to which They are 
arrived in that Country, of Dominion, Power, and In- 
fluence, hath been always the chief Objedl: of their Po- 
licy. One may fay fccurely, that They facrificed the 
common Caufe to tiis private Principle in X707. They 

would 
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would have done the iame in any other Campaign'; and 
They feem*d to have no other Bufinefs in the War. 
Now will it be at all ftrange, if They look on the Va^ 
riathn made in the ^uadrufle Allyance as a Meafure 
taken to give them a Rival in that Country, where 
They are at prefent indiiputably the fuperior Tower f 
Will not thele Gar ri Tons oi' Spaniards, pretended to be 
placed there for the Security of the eventual SucceP 
iion of Don Carlos, make them look on Parma, Vla^ 
centin, Fortoferrah, and Leghorn, as To many Places of 
Arms, put into the Hands of an oU Enemy, an ««- 
faithful Ally, and a certain Rival f May They not ap- 
prehend, that neither Pretences nor Means will be want- 
ing, if the Treaty of Seville hath its EfFedi, to intro- 
duce greater Numbers of Sfanijh, and even French 
Troops into the Heart of Italy, and to icrvc the £w- 
fnor, zsFerdinand the catholick £cTVcd Lewis the twelfth, 
in Coniequence of the filly Partition, to which the 
latter con (en ted ? 

Thefe Things are all Co obvious, that it will be ri- 
diculous to fay (and yet very probably it will befaidj 
that the bare Mention of them is a Suggeft-ion, by 
which the Councils at Vienna may he influenced. But 
to proceed, without any Regard to fo ftupid a Reflec- 
tion i fuppofe thefe Councils (hould determine to op- 
pofe the Inrrodudtion of the Sfaniflj Garrilbns, which 
are to pfefcrve//?e immediate Succejpon of Don Carlos; 
(a very fufpicious Term, by the Way, when applied 
to a SucceflTion hitherto called eventual, and certainly 
in its Nature contingent) what a folid, lajiing Peace 
will our Miniflers then have obtain'd for us ? If the 
Emperor be as powerful in Italy, as the Pamphlet I am 
anfwering reprefents him to be, certain it is chat we 
ftiall be plunged into the greateft Difficulties. What a 
Scene have we gone through ? What a Conclufion of it 
are we likely to make ? About twelve Years ago, we 
broke with Spain, in Favour of the Emperor. About 
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four Y«rs aga, wc broke with the Emftrar and Spuin 
both. Now wc arc in Danger of breaking with the 
Emperor, in Favour of Sf^ai». 

Thus are the Changes in Politicks perpctualljr rung 
by. A/f», who aflure us that they arc cxrreamly wi/f, 
and that their Meafurcs are cxtrcartily fteath, 

I faid juft now that in the Cafe of a Breach with 
the Emperor, in Confcquence of the Treaty rf Seville, 
ire /hall be plunged into the greatefi Difficulties, I 
think it ncceflary to explain my Meaning* that it may 
the better appear whether M9^ Minifter would have de- 
ferved the fever^ fumjhment, who Jhotdd have Mdvtftd 
/he King to have deferred, for one Month omly, the JU" 
commodation ef our Differenees with the Court of Spain, 
for the fake of this Alteration, 

The Author of the fhort View of the State of jtf-^ 
fairs obfcrves cxtreamly well, that though aVczcc with 
Spain may be more advantageous to a trading Nation 
than a Peace with the Emperor j yet a War with the 
Emperor would be, for the fame Reafon^ more bttrthen- 
jome and impraBicable to a maritime Power, than a 
War with Spain. Allow me to pufli the Utter Fart 
ot this Obfervation a little farther. 

Such a IVar as we have lately had with Spain, in 
which all the Blows were received and none given -y 
in which the Inftru£tions and Practice, on one fide^ 
were to attack, kill, deftroy, plunder ; and, on the 
othtr, to perfuadc, tocxpoftulate, to bear (fuch ^ilVar, 
as I defy this Obfervator, with the AfTidanceof allhis 
learned Friends, to find an Example of in the whole 
Extent of antient and modern Hiftory) is to be for- 
got, if pofTible, and farcly not to be fuppofed. But 
luch a War, as we arc able to make on Spain^ when- 
ever we pleafe to employ our natural, our maritime 
Force, can neither be burthenibme nor difficult. It 
will always be in our Power to make the Enemy do 
more than pay the Charges of it j to revenge our Wrmgs, 

and 
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titd to a0ertottr Ui^his. But a fVa/vfith tht Empi" 
YWt ia our prefent Circumftances, mud be a dreadful 
Objed in the fight of every Mao, who carries hia 
Views beyond the mean and wicked Point of fcrving a 
pfffrnt Turns i(xt, firft^ 

In the former Cafe, we fhould employ our naiural 
Strength, and our natural born SubjtBs, . The very 
Progri"fs of the War would increafe our own Strength, 
and the £xpences of it would enrich our own People. 
Whereas, in the latter Cafe^ we muft employ an <w»- 
natural Strength, and foreign Troops. We mud maka 
a War on the Continent ; in w^^ich our maritime 
Force will remain unexerted, and the Expences of 
which will be fwalbw'd up in that bottomUfs Gulph* 
where we have already thrown £0 immenile a Trear 
fiire. Secendlyi 

In xht former Cafe, we(hould have Reafbn to hope for 
great Advantages fo our ye/t/e^, and no Reaibn toappre^ 
hend the Succefs ofour Allies, Whereas,in the latter Cafe^ 
if any Advantages are gain'd, they muft be gain'd to" 
others s none can poflibly accrue to XIs ; and if the Succeis 
of the Trench againft the "Emperor (hould be coniidera- 
blc, as it would be of Courfc, (efpecially when we 
opened their Way into the very Heart of Germany) 
we muft be reduced to fee the Labour pt £0 many 
Yairs deflroyed, fb many Millions fpenc in vain, and 
have nothing left but the diftant Hopes of another 
Marlborough 2X1^ znothet Hotkftadt. 

If the whole Weight of national Vengeance is ever 
to fall, it ought furely to cru(h Thofe, who precipitate 
their Country, by a long Series of^ Blunders and Mi- 
ftakes, into uich a terrible Dilemma^ that we cannot 
obferve our Treaties, without being expofed to fight 
s^ainft our general Jnterefts, and without finding* 
whenever we return to them, that the IVeaknefs of our 
jilliis, and the Strength of our Enemies arc the Works 
of our MW Hands. 

Eb a But 
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But the Obfervator will fay, perhaps, (or fbme 
hireling Scribbler will fay for him) that we arc brouglrt 
into no Danger of a War with the Emperor $ that our 
wife Minifters have a Rcierve ftill in their Power, and 
tun make a Peace with his Imperial Majefty, wheii- 
fvcr ihey pleafe j that to effcft it, nothing more will 
be ncccifary than tp give our Guaranty to thcDifpo- 
llrion, whatever it be, which his Imperial Majefiy 
haih made, or Hiall make, of the Auftrian Domi" 
nions. 

Such an Expedient as This would, I doubt not, be 
foon palled (if the immediate Danger of a PTar iprcf- 
fed upon us) by Thofe, who think of nothing more 
than how to get over, by annual Expedients, the an^ 
nual Difficulties they bring themfelves under, without 
any Regard to the continual Charge and frequent 
Loircs, which the Nation is obliged to fiipport, by 
their Management 5 or to the dangerous Confc*^ 
quences of their Meafures. But Men, who think on 
wifer and honefter Principles, would look on fuch a 
Guaranty as a Method of Cure very little preferable to 
thcDifeafeitfclf. 

His Imperial Majefly hath indeed given his Gua- 
ranty to the Succeflion of our Crown, eftablifhed in 
the preicnt royal Family i but there would be no Parity 
between fuch a Guaranty as Thisy and the Guaranty 
of a SucceJJion, the Nature of which may be known 
by the pragmatical SanBions ; but the Dcfcent of 
which into any particular Family cannot be forefeen. 

Who could anfwer, in this Cafe, that we might 
not give our Guaranty even to the aggrandizing of 
Von Carlos^ which is an Event our Toliticians have 
cxprefled their Apprehenfions of in the flrongefl 
Terms 5 although they ieem at prefent a little better 
reconciled to it ? 

Who could forcfce the numberlcfs Mifchiefs, of 
which fuch a Difpofition of xhcAuftriau Dominioos 

might 
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might be produdlive, if his Imfmal Majeftj (houM 
die without IJfue MMlef What ClaHiing of Ibteredifer 
mi^ht there not be, even in the Imperial Family, as 
well as in every Part of thtEmpin! To get clear of 
a War with Spain, we expose our felires to a War, 
which may commence in Italy, and fprcad much 
fiirther. Bv the Z^cpeiimt, now fuppofed, we might 
get clear of an immediate War in Italy \ but we 
mould ftand in Danger of being involved, a little fooner, 
or a little later, in a War, which may diftrad Gw- 
mam as much, and laO: as long as That of f<Si8, and 
kindle its Fires over all Europe. 

But that we may (hew all the Compkifaace po(nb]e 
to the Obfervator and his Jijfociates, in our Examina- 
tion of the Confequences of their boafted Treaty ; 
let us allow him to fay, in this Cafe, as he very often 
does in others, the dire^ contrary of what has been- 
averted by him. He talks of the Grandeur of the 
Emttror, and the Strength of the Imperial Forces in 
haty. Let us take the contrary of This for granted. 
Let us fuppofe the Introdudlion and Eflablifliment of 
the Spaniards in Italy to be made with £b fuperior a 
Power, that the Emperor and Frinces concerned are 
forced to fubmit upon our Terms, inftead of makine 
their ovm-y will the Difficulties be all removed? Will 
all the Inconveniencies to Great Britain, with which 
Ms Treaty may be attended, vanilh away ? They cer- 
tainly will not. Our Meafures are (b vifely taken, 
that the eadeft and (horteft Mznnerof effe^uatmg them 
is likewiie the eaiied and (horted Way to render the 
ItHle we have (lipulated for our felves precarious. 

Ic has been objef^ed, with good Realbn, to the 
Quadruple Allyance, that we made a Bubble's Bargain^ 
when wc put Sicily, and all that the Emperor had to 
expefl from our Friendfhip, into his Hands imme- 
diately f although the reciprocal Part, to be per- 
formed by iii/»> was to be a Work of Time i and al- 

B b ^ thougb 
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though we had not received Satis(a£tton from him ia 
Jome Points^ about which wc were cxtreamly foUici- 

tous. 

Now, the Tnaty of Sfvtlh appears to me t?o make 
a Bargain of the lame kind $ with fbme Difference 
however to the Difadvantage of This lately concluded. 
When we made and executed the ^uadrnpU Alfyance, 
we had not received Satisfa^ion hrom the Empiror 
about the Inveftitures of Bremen and Vepdhen, which I 
prefumc are not granted even to this Day ; that is, 
we had not fccured a Point, which has no Regard to 
our national Interefl j at lead, no favourable Regard 
to it, how much foever ic may have coft the Nation. 
But if wc are able, according to the Terms of the 
Treaty of Seville, to effoSiuMte, without lofs of Time, 
the introducing of Spanifli Garrifons into Leghorn, 
Portol-erraio, Parma and Placentia, we may chance 
very foon to find the Apprehenfions, left this fo lon£ 
look' d for Peace fhould have left our foreign Acqui^ions 
jfi an uncertain and precarious Condition, better tbund- 
cd than thc^e Gentlemen wifli them to be, whole Ap« 
prehcnfions are the SubjedJ: of this trifling Author's 
Ridicule. We may very foon find the Reparation 
promis'd to our Merchants evaded, and all our Pri- 
vileges and Rights of Commerce once more violated 5 
that is, we may find that the mod immediate and ef- 
fcntial Intereils of the Britijb Nation are not fecured 
by the Terms of the Treaty^ and are even put into 
Danger by the Exeeution of it. 

We are told, that as the firft Article renews and 
confirms all former Treaties and Conventions, in the 
fame manner as if they were s^Bualfy inferted Word for 
IVord in This ; it is evident that we have here a very 
full Acknowledgment on the Part of Spain of our Pdg& 
to Gibraltar, and the Ijlandof Minorca. But it feems 
that This is not all. The Care of ontMinifters about 
th:s imjyortant Point hath been £1111 more extenUve and 
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cxaft. The fecond Article goesftUl frrther, find by it 
the King (f Spain him/elf gives his Majefi^^his Gsmtm^ 
for all his Kingdoms, States and Dominions^ and conji" 
quently for the Tojfeffion of thefe very Places. 

There is, in tius whole Paragraph, iiich a Mix- 
ture of AJfuranee, Ignorance , and Levity, as cannot, I 
think, be match'd in any of the Writers even of thut 
Side. 

Has it not been (hewn that the Court of Sfain 
acquired, in 171 1, what they call a Baght, and what 
we muft allow to be a Pretence, ("chough we (hall indft 
that it is not a valid one) to demand the Reftitution 
of Gibraltar f Has it not been demondratcd that this 
Pretenfion is fupported by one of the private Treaties 
made at Madrid, in the /ame Year \ that it \s revived 
even by the Preliminaries, and maniefUy included in 
the A^ of the Pardo, explanatory of thefe Prelimfr 
naries f All This has been urged over and over. It 
has not been anfwer'di and this Author is defied toan- 
fwer it. With what Face then (except his own) can 
it be declared evident that we have, by the firft Jrti* 
cle of the Treaty of Seville, a foil Acknowledgment en 
the Part of Spain of our Right ta Gibraltar, and the 
Ifiand of Minorca ? Let him learn, that we have not 
this full Acknowledgement of our Right, for the yerr 
Reafbn he gives to prove that we have it $ becatifi 
all firmer Treaties and Conventions are renewed and 
confirmed. 

When fubfequent Treaties and Conventions derogate, 
in any Refped, from Thofe, which -prcceeded them, 
and they are all renewed znd confirmed alike. He might, 
one would imagine, perceive that they mud exflaio 
one another -, and that the former Treaties and Con" 
ventions are renew'd and confirm*d, fubjedl to the 
Alterations made in them, or to the Derogations made 
firoiA them by the latter^ and not othcrwife. 

ft 
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It is evident therefore that Room is ftill left to the 
SfsntMrds, at a proper Time and Place, to chicane 
with us again upon our Ri^kt to theie firelgn Ac- 
quifithns. 

Nor will the Artieli of Guaranty be fufficient to 
redrefs this Matter -y becaufe it is given in Purfuance 
of the TYeaties, and the whole Obligation is limited 
according to the Treatits y firom whence it follows that 
the Spaniards may hereafter (and I doubt much they 
will) contend that though we have the Tojfejpm ftill, 
we have not ftill the Baght to thcfc Places, which we 
acquired by the Treaty of Utrecht ,• that therefore the 
Guaranty, given by the Treaty of Seville, cannot be 
conftrued to extend to tht Bight, and that it does not 
fo much as mention the Tojfejpon, 

The Obfervator (uppofes our foffejjhn guaranty'd, 
and affirms it fecured beyond all Voffibility of Doubt, 
or Cavil. How reasonably ,or ingenuoufly, let any in- 
different Peribn judge. 

In the perpetual Guaranty given to Don Carlos and 
his Succefforsy by the twelfth Article of this Treaty, not 
only the Right, but the ?oJfeffiony and even the quiet 
Tojfejpon are cxprcfly mention'd. In the Treaty of 
Hanover the Guaranty is given, not in general, as in 
this Treaty^ but for all Dominions, Countries and 
Tbwns, which each of the Allies /hall be in the aHual 
PoflefTion of, at the Time of the fignlng the Alfyance, 
Had the fame Terms been made ufe of in the feconj 
Article of the Treaty of Seville, the King of Spain 
had certainly guaranty'd to us both Gibraltar and the 
Ifland of Minorca, even without naming them ; but 
thefe Terms are not ufcd in that Article, If they 
were not infjftcd upon, how will our Minifiers jufti^ 
their Negleft ? If they were inilfted upon, how will 
our Miniflers juftify the Cordiality and Sincerity of 
the Spanijlj Court -, or cure the Apprchcnlions enter- 
tained in Britain f 

There 
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There is one Argument more, which I think un- 
anfwerable to this Writer j and maft put the Afiair of 
Gibraltar beyond all Poffibility of Doubt or Cavil, with 
Him at lead. He will be ready enough, I dare fay* 
to acknowledge the Treaty of Utrecht to be deficient 
in any Particular i and I mufl: agree with him that it 
is really fo, in not ftipulating for a proper Didridl of 
Ground round about Gibraltar, beyond the Reach of 
Cannon Shot, as is ufually granted to Garrifon Tov^ms. 
By this Defe£k the Spaniards claim all the Land with- 
out the Town, up to the very Walls of itj asappearcd 
by the Anfwer of the Conde de las Torres to our G*- 
vernor, when he made the firft Approaches to it $ 
and perhaps the Words Terres de leur Obeifance, in the 
Article of Guaranty, (as extenfive as He boafls thera 
to be) may be conurued, by the Spaniards^ {o as not 
to include, or comprehend the Town and Fortrefs of 
Gibraltar, It is therefore (braewhat furprizing that 
fo wife a Minifler (hould found the Security of that 
Flace on a Treaty, to which he hath made £b many 
Objc6iions, and to which all the World muft allow 
this Obje^ion to bejud. One would think that when 
he was apprized of this OmiJJwny by the Siege of that 
Place, he would have fupplied it in the late Treaty, 
and infided to have as much Ground granted, as is 
ufual to other Garrifon Tovms j iince he could not 
plead Inadvertency in his Excufe, as the Negotiators of 
the Utrecht Treaty perhaps might 5 and yet This, we 
fee, he has not done, however reafbnable and ne- 
ceflary j nay, I have been told it was own'd pub- 
lickly, by this Writer himfelf, that if we had pre- 
fumed fo much as to mention any Thing, relating to 
Gibraltar, it would have been fufficient to have in- 
duced the Spaniards to break off all farther tiegotuk- 
tians ^ from whence we may certainly conclude, that 
the Spaniards, according to their Judgment and Con- 
fbrudiion of the Treaty^ have eftSually prei^ved 
their ftefenfims to that Fortrefs^ I 
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1 hope it has hitherto appcar*d that the Obfervator 
16 but t weak Defender of a weak Caufc 5 and I be- 
lieye the iame will appear in our Examioation of the 
next Article, which relates to the Satisfa(5tion our 
Mtrchants are to expe£b, as to their faft Loffes and 
their future Security, 

That This has been fufficiently provided for, he 
labours to prove. The Term is his own ; and I can- 
not but obferve upon ir, how (Irange an Idea he gives 
us of this Treaty, when he labours to prove Thar, 
which if it wants to be proved, the Treaty can be 
good for nothing > but he repeats, comments and de- 
claims. Proving is not his Talent. 

£ (hall not defcend, at prefent, into all our mer- 
cantile Interefts with Spain $ which defer ve, and, I 
doubt not, will have a Coniideration, fuitable to the 
Importance of them to a Nation, whofe Life is Coffh* 
morcey and whole Merchants may juflly be called the 
nurfing Fathers of it. 

I (hall not detain the Reader, by taking Notice of 
fome very odd and ver^ fuipicious Chara&ers, which 
appear in divers parts of this Treaty ; fiich as, for 
In (lance, in the firft feparate Article -j where, becaufe 
Commerce is to be e(labli(h'd on the Foot of Treaties 
and Conventions antecedent to the Year 1725', an 
expr'efs Declaration is, for the greater Exa^ne/s, made 
of the Tireaties comprehendod under that general De- 
nomination ; where, amongft others, the Tireaty of 
Utrecht is mention'd, and the Treaty oi 1667, com- 
priied in it -, and yet the Treaty of 1670 is not men- 
tion'd, although it is recall'd and confirm'd by the 
Treaty of Utrecht 9 and although it contains the firft and 
principal Regulations shout the fVeft'India-Tradi, made 
by the Court of Spain, 

I (hall not I fay dwell, at prefcnt, on thefe and 
many fiich Points s but (hall take a fhorterWay with 
our Obfervtuoft voA endeavonr to tonfuH him, by 

admittmi 
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sJmltti»g ftlmoft all be (ays, wliete he ftates the Pur* 
port of the feveral Articles relative to jysJi and to 
the Sadsfidion iUpulated to our Mtrdfanfs. 

Suppofmg the Whole therefore to ftand, even ac- 
cording to his own liepreientation, his Harangue to 
the Merchants will amount to no more than This. 
GentUmntj alter having been obliged to acknow- 
ledge that your Ships and EfiA luve been feized, 
" detained and even confifcated by the Sfamsnls, ia 
•* a moft unufual and unjuftifiable Manner j 1 preicnt 
<* yott with the common Praviiions, whkh art made 
** in irdmdry Cafisp for your Satisfadioii, as to whac 
** is pafled, in this verv 4xtrs0rM»My Cafi. After 
** having comj^n'd of the Violation of all your 
^ Privileges and Rights of Cmnmtrct, conunitted bf 
*' the Sfimiards^ without any Regard to the moft 
fahmn Treaties in Force between the two Nations, I 
ofieryou, for yQ\xx future Security, the very fatne S§^ 
curiiyy which hath appeared already to be mefiSusli 
that is, the Renewal and Confirmation of the very 
fame Treaties. After having, from a facifick D{^ 
fofition^ and for Fear of widening the Breach, cr- 
aiperatingthc5^a»Mr^5, and difobliging the French, 
fuffcrcd you to be infultcd, taken and plundered by 
the former, during four Tears, I have procured for 
you much the fame Terms, as might have been 
procured immediately after the Conclufion of the 
<* Hanover Allyance, and before you hid fufFc^^ the 
** Hard (hips and Lofles, to which you have been lioce 
** expofcd. In fhort, after having felt very feverely 
** the great Mifchiefs, to which we arc expofcd, by 
*< having one valuable Branch of our Commerce at the 
•* Mercy of the Spaniards, I defire your Approbation 
•* of a Treaty, which will put our Italian Trade into 
•* a Depcndance on them likewifc." If This ap- 
pears ludicroHs, it is no Fault of mine. It is founded 
on Truths and on leacls of the moH publick Noto- 
riety. 
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riety. I may fafely appeal to any indifferent Man, 
whether all, that is here iaid, cannot be faid juflly on 
the Treaty rf Seville, and whether more than This can 
be faid with Juftice on the iame Foundation. 

But now the Obfervator will alledge, that He rauft 
confcfs Himfclf ignorant and therefore may, out of 
his (ingular Modeily, challenge the moft clear-fighted of 
his Advcrfaries to jhev what other Method could {ojjibly 
have been trfed, in any particular Indance ; or how 
we could, upon the whole, have obtained more fe- 
cure and advantageous Conditions. To which I (hall 
reply, with as much Deference as his profound Poli- 
ticks deiervei firft in general. 

That if it be neceflary to conftitutc a good Treaty of 
Teace, that the Conditions of it be proportioned to the 
Motives, whether of Inter eft or Honour, which oc- 
cafion'd the War ; it is no left neccffary, in order to 
obtain fuch a ?eace, that the Efforts made in a War be 
proportioned to the Nature of it j that vigorous Refo" 
lutions be taken, and that a ffeedy Execution' of them 
do conflantly follow. This was urged firom the 
Throne, at the Time of our Rupture with Spain ; 
and all the Motives, which could incite or provoke, 
were preflfed upon us. They had their BffeU in Part 
The Parliament gave 2i\\zhc Supplies, which were asked, 
and as ample a Latitude as any Minijlers could defirc 
to exert ihemfelves in. Vigorous Re/olutions were 
taken ; but it muft be own'd that the other Part of 
the Effect, which might have been cxpcdbcd from 
fuch a Beginning, did not follow. 

As foon as the Treaties were made, the AcccJJions 
procured, and the Army provided, at the Expence of 
Britain, which were neceflary for defending lower 
Saxony, we fcem'd to have no more to do in the 
Wari and the Spaniards carried it on againfl us with 
Impunity. If this new Method of making War 
laid us under fome Difad vantage in treating a Peace i

if we have, fot thisReafba» beea able to procure from 
the Sfmdnris no Reparation for the Menaces and Infulct

Batfiimtdlf, robe more particular in aniwering this 
Qaeftion> wmu atb^r Mtthid c$tdd 6$ takin f Tbore is 
no Doubt that our frrngn Actmijkkns, Gibrnhar and 
thelfland of MmorcMy would have been more ef* 
fedually Iccured to us, if they had been fpict/ualljf 
mention'd i if all Claim to them had been nmune^d 
in txprrfsTermshy SfMtn \ and if they had been named 
in the Guaranty given to his Majefty for all his King* 
d»ms. States and Dominhns. It were eafy to Ihew* 
hy many Examples, that This hath been the PradHce. 
whenever any favourite Inter eft hath been concerned. 
But I (hall content myfelf to eftabliih this Truth, 
without going any farther than the Treaty of SevUh 
irfelf for my Authority. The feamd feparate Article 
flipuktcs that all the Ships, Merchandize and EffeBs, 
there de^ibed, (hall be immediately reftorcd. The 
Frinee Vrederick and her Cargo are manifcftly compre- 
hended in that Defcription. No Man will deny it ; 
and yet our Minifters were fo fcrupuloufly oblcr- 
vant of the Rule i lay down, that, in this Cafe, they 
took Care to add to the general Stipulation the& Words, 
and namely the Trince Frederick and her Cargo, How 
it happened that They had not the (ame icrupulous 
Regard for our foreign Mquifitions, let the Obfervator 
declare. This Method of fecuring them, would have 
been effeBualy and liable to no Objedion from Spain 
Vol. V. C c if 
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iF that Court dcijgnsthey {houidhe effe^uallyfecuredu 
us. But the Neglcdt of this Me f hod may tempt the 
Sftiniards to per/m, on future Occafions, in demand- 
ing what we appear, perhaps, in their Eyes, not a lit- 
tle remifs in iecuring. Nay, this Negle^ may like- 
wife give fome Countenance to thole fiandaloMs Re- 
forts, which are not railed here, but which tranfpire 
tVom abroad, that frhan Engagements are enter'd into 
for reftoring Gibraltar and the Ifland of Minorca to 
the Spaniards at the End of thref Tears, 

As another Method might have been found than That, 
which hath been taken, for (ecuring our fireign Ac- 
quf/rtions ; (b will it not be hard to ihcw the Obfervator, 
m Contempt of his Defiances and Challenges^ that a 
more tjfeHtial Method might fejpbly have been u/ed in 
Favour of our Merchants than That, which hath been 
tbllowcd. Let him take the trouble of comparing 
the Treaty of thcfthof April i6f ^between Cromwel 
and the States General with t he TrM/y of Seville, By 
the former, xhc Ships znd EffeBs of the Englijh^ or the 
Value of them, were to be reftored within fourteen 
Days after the Arrival of the Owners, or their -4^e»//, 
at the Places where the Ships and Ef&^s had been 
fcizcd and detained. Arbitrators, or Commijfariesy were 
indeed to examine and determine upon the feveral I>e- 
mand5 ; but then they were to meet at Goldfmith's-Hall 
in London, by the ijthof yune following. They were 
to be all fworn in the high Court of Admiralty, and 
unlcfs they agreed be fore the ift of Augujl, they were 
to be fliut up without Fire, Candle, Viiiuals, or 
Drink, till they did agree. Their Decifions were to 
be final. The Money was to be paid in twenty-five 
Days after the Adjudication, and Security to be given 
bciorehand, in London, {or the Pigment. Commiffaries 
were likewifc appointed, by thts Treaty, to examine 
Comp'aints made by the Merchants, on both Sides, of 
mutual Injuries, fuffcred in all Parts of the World, 
hom the Year i6ii to the Year 165-2. Ths was a 
X much 
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• much larger Field furely than That, which is opcnpd 
to the Commiffkries, appointed to meet at the Court 
of SfMn, by the Trka^ of Seville i and yet, by Crom- 
ffeVs Treaty, theCc Commijfaries were tofinifti in three 
Months, indead of fo many Tears ; and if they did 
not conclude in that time, a neutral Power, the Swifi 
Cantons, was to determine finally in fix Months more. 

When the Obfervator hath made this Comparifon, 
let him compare the great maritime Power of the 
Dutch, at that Time, with the contemptible naval 
Force of the Spaniards, in this Age. Let him com-
